Corporals  Derek  Wood  and 
David  Howes,  foe  victims  of 
the  IRA's  unbridled  savagery 
at  the  weekend,  came  home  to 
England  yesterday. 

If  their  murder  in  West 
Belfast  on  Saturday  disgusted 
the  world,  then  their  .solemn 
and  dignified  homecoming ' 
moved  a much  smaller  group, 
headed  by  the  Prime  Minister, 
at  windswept  RAF  Northoit, 
westlnzdon. 

Relatives  of  foe  young 
corporals  wept  as  foe  coffins, 
draped  in  foe  Union  Flag  and 
bearing  the  dead  soldiers' 
number  one  dress  bats,  were 
carried  from  an  RAF  Hercu- 
les aircraft. 

An  honour  guard  from  the 
Royal  Corps  of  Signals,  which 
whom  the  two  men  served, 
reversed  arms  as  the  coffins 
were  borne  across  the  tarmac 
to  foe  sound  of  Chopin's 
Funeral  March. 

Then  the  yrallbearers,  also 
members  of  foe  Corps,  paused 
before  foe  small  group  of 
relatives,  foe  Prime  Minister, 
Mr  Ian  Stewart,  Armed  Forces 
Minister,  and  senior  Army 
and  RAF  officers. 

Mrs  Thatcher,  in  black. 


bowed  her  head  as  foe  party 
paid  a silent  tribute  to  the  two 
men  who  had  been  beaten, 
stripped  and  shot  after  their 
car  became  entangled  in  an 
IRA  funeral  procession. 

Even  though  they  were 
carrying  pistols.  Corporal 
Wood,  aged  24,  and  Corporal 
Howes,  aged  23,  fired  only  a 
single,  warning  shot  as  the 
republican  mob  attacked. 

“The  restraint  they  showed 
under  foe  most  hideous,  vi- 
olent provocation  was,  surely, 
an  example  to  us  all".  Briga- 
dier Sam  Cowan,  of  the  Royal 
Corps  of  Signals,  said  later. 

After  the  moment's  silence, 
the  two  coffins  were  carried  to 
waiting  hearses  as  foe  Corps' 
band  played  foe  regimental 
slow  march. 

Corporal  Howes*  mother, 
Mrs  Barbara  Newman,  his 
sister  Wendy  and  his  father 
Mr  Robert  Howes  accompa- 
nied their  son’s  coffin.  Cor- 
poral Wood's  sister,  Mrs 
Susan  Jarvis,  took  a comfort- 
ing hand  from  foe  Prime 
Minister  after  watching  her 
brother’s  coffin  placed  in  the 
hearse.

Wind  energy  on 
stream  by  1992 


Land-Rover  strike  still  on  as  unions  hold  ballot 


The  electricity  needs  of  15,000  people  will  be  met  when 
Britain's  first  three  wind  energy  forms  start  operating  in 
1992.  They  will  be  built  under  a £28  million  scheme 
announced  yesterday  by  Mr  Michael  Spicer,  Minister  of 
State  at  the  Department  of  Energy. 

He  toW  the  British  Wind  Energy  Association's  conference 
in  London:  “Our  studies  suggest  that,  technically,  wind 
energy  could  eventually  contribute  as  much  as  20  percent  of 
United  Kingdom  electricity  supply.”

The  month-old  Land-Rover 
strike  is  to  go  on  until  6,000 
manual  workers  vote  in  a 
secret  ballot  on  a revised  pay 
offer  after  a chaotic  and  bitter 
mass  meeting  yesterday  foiled 
to  agree  on  a return  to  work. 

Union  leaders  were  howled 
down  when  they  admitted  that 
they  had  foiled  to  win  any 
“new  money”  in  the  revised, 
two-year  pay  deal  they  were 
recommending  the  striking 
workforce  to  accept 

A show  of  hands  on  the 
unions*  recommendation  to 
accept  the  offer  appeared  to  be 
close,  but  when  Mr  Stan  Hill, 
foe  union  convener,  an- 
nounced that  it  had  been 
carried,  he  was  greeted  with  a 
barrage  of  protests. 

After  consulting  union  col- 
leagues, he  told  the  workforce 
that  a secret  postal  ballot 
would  be  held  and  urged 
workers  to  remain  on  strike 
until  foe  result  was  known. 

However,  it  was  estimated 
that  at  least  2,000  of  the 
workforce  stayed  away  from 
the  mass  meeting  outside  the 
company's  plant  in  Solihull, 
West  Midlands. 


The  strike  has  cost  the 
company  an  estimated  £66 
million  pounds  in-lost  produc- 
tion and  each  striking  worker 
has  lost  £1,000  in  pay. 

At  the  mass  meeting,  Mr 
Sam  Robinson,  foe  chief 
union  negotiator,  had  outlined 
the  revised  pay  deal  agreed  by 
management  and  unions. 

The  protests  began  when  it 
became  clear  that  manage- 
ment had  restructured  its  offer 
to  consolidate  some  bonus 
payments  into  basic  pay,  but 
had  not  increased  the  total 
package. 

Land-Rover  management 
has  insisted  that  foe  new  pay 
offer  is  worth  14  per  centover 
two  years.  The  unions  claimed 
it  was  worth  only  8 or  9 per 
cent  in  new  money. 

• The  threat  of  industrial 
action  at  Jaguar  loomed  last 
night  as 4,000  manual  workers 
began  balloting  on  the  compa- 
ny's plans  to  increase  produc- 
tion at  its  assembly  plant  at 
Coventry.  The  unions  are  op- 
posing Jaguar's  proposals  to

The  transport  workers'  opp- 
osition to  a single-union  deal 
negotiated  by  the  AEU  has 
caused  Ford  to  abandon  plans 
to  build  a new  factory  at 
Dundee  with  foe  loss  of  i,000 
jobs. 

Yesterday  TGWU  officials 


maintained  that  the  two  cases 
were  not  comparable.  They 
said  Ford  was  trying  to  break 
long-standing  agreements 
with  a view  to  undermining 
the  pay  and  conditions  of 
workers.  The  union's  agree- 
ments in  Wales  were  of  long 
standing  and  the  companies 
involved  accepted  that  future 
expansion,  involving  new  fac- 
tories would  continue  the 
single-union  arrangement.

Mr  Walker  said  he  would  be 
delighted  if  Ford  expanded  in 
Wales  but  said  he  would  be 
equally  delighted  if  it  invested 
in  Scotland,  rather  than  taking 
foe  project  back  to  the  US. 

Mr  Alan  Demaine,  Kim- 
berly-Clark's personnel  man- 
ager, said  that  the  single-union 
deal  with  the  TGWU  was 
negotiated  six  years  ago.  in 
spite  of  opposition  from 
Sogat,  which  represents  work- 
ers at  two  other  plants. 

Mr  Demaine  said  the  mat- 
ter was  taken  through  the 
TUC  disputes  procedures, 
which  resolved  the  problem.

Environmental  groups  are 
certain  to  be  disappointed  that 
the  new  scheme  does  little,  to 
discourage  large  scale  conifer 
plantations

Union  opposition  to  Ford  of  Ameri- 
ca’s attempt  to  sign  a single- union 
deal  in  Dundee  will  jeopardize  further 
investment  in  Britain  from  America 
and  the  Far  East,  according  to  a report 
to  be  released  on  Monday  in  London 
and  New  York. 

The  Briiish-Americon  Deal  Review 
says  that  Britain’s  industrial  relations’ 
image  — already  damaged  by  a rash  of 
highly-publicized  strikes  involving 
American  companies  — has  been 
“further  blackened  by  the  folly  of 


union  opposition  to  Ford’s  planned 
investment  in  Dundee”. 


In  assessing  the  risks  and  returns  of 
investment,  the  review  says  that 
foreign  companies  believe  single- 
union  deals  are  increasingly  imp- 
ortant Unless  the  British  trade  union 
movement  offered  those  arrange- 
ments, with  a guarantee  that  hostile 
unions  would  not  boycott  companies 
with  single-union  argeements,  a 
significant  amount  of  future  invest- 
ment would  be  redirected  to  other 
countries. 


When  Ford  of  America  and  the 
Amalgamated  Engineering  Union  first 
announced  they  had  signed  a single- 
union  agreement  at  Dundee  last 
October,  Mr  Michael  Murphy,  auto- 
mobile officer  for  the  Transport  and 
General  Workers’  Union,  sard  th3t  if 
the  deal  went  ahead  no  component 
manufactured  in  foe  factory  would  be 
installed  in  Ford  cars  made  in  Britain. 


Mr  Norman  Willis,  TUC  general 
secretary,  yesterday  said  the  report 
bore  out  the  TUCs  own  evidence  that 
there  is  increasing  pressure  from 


companies  to  sign  single-union  deals. 

“We  want  inward  investment  and 
we  must  never  give  foe  wrong  signals 
to  foreign  companies.  The  Dundee 
situation  injects  a further  note  of 
urgency  into  the  work  of  the  TUCs 
special  review  procedure”,  he  said. 

Foreign  companies  which  have 
invested  in  the  UK  account  for  a 
disproportionately  large  share  of  sin- 
gle-union deals.

Disobedience  call  by  SNP

The  SNP  will  field  at  least 
550  district  candidates  com- 
pared with  493  at  the  last 
elections  when  they  polled  14 
per  cent  of  the  vote. 

Mr  Wilson  said  he  expected 
22  per  cent  backing  from  foe 
electorate  on  May  5 because 
the  Scottish  people  were  very 
angry  about  recent  political 
and  industrial  events  in 
Scotland. 

“I  consider  it  utterly  de- 
testable that  450  jobs  in 
Dundee  have  been  lost

Judges  are  to  be  issued  with 
ready-reckoner  “bench 
books”  giving  them  sentenc- 
ing guidelines  and  other  for- 
mal guidance  chans  to  steer 
them  “through  foe  thickets” 
of  legislation  in  reaching  de- 
cisions in  court. 

The  guidelines,  a new  move 
in  foe  training  of  judges,  are  to 
be  sent  ont  by  the  Judicial 
Studies  Board,  a committee  of 
judges  and  laywers  under  Lord 
Justice  Mustill  with  respon- 
sibility for  overseeing  judicial 
training. 

The  board  also  wants  to 
bring  in  video  recording 
equipment  which  it  believes 


“has  real  potential”  for  pro- 
fessional judges'  training.. 

It  has  asked  foe  Lord  Chan- 
cellor to  consider  setting  a 
specified  period  of  time  which 
judges  would  have  to  spend  in 
training. 


The  board  plans  first  to 
issue  “bench  books”,  to  “place 
at  the  judge's  elbow  a rep- 
ertory of  guidance  in  loose- 
leaf  form  for  ready  revision”, 
which  mil  “help  him  to  rule 
quickly  and  with  confidence 
on  issues  arising  without 
warning”. 

At  the  same  time,  foe  board 
is  considering  giving  judges 


formal  guides  to  help  them 
arrive  at  decisions. 

So  far  foe  use  of  such  guides, 
described  as  a “novelty  in  foe 
United  Kingdom”,  has  been 
confined  to  magistrates.  The 
board  says  that  although  “no- 
body would  suggest  that  he  (a 
judge)  requires  or  would  tol- 
erate guidance  from  the 
board”  m reaching  decisions, 
judges  could  benefit  from 
some  guidance. 

“Some  of  foe  legislation 
which  the  judge  has  to  apply  is 
extremely  complex  and  is  not 
easy  to  master  even  on  re-

BMA  said  last  night 

The  Government-commis- 
sioned report  from  the  Jo- 
dependent  Scientific  Commit- 
tee on  Smoking  and  Health, 
says  that  the  effects  of  breath- 
ing other  people’s  smoke 
could  cause  several  hundred 
of  the  40,000  lung  cancer 
deaths  in  the  United  Kingdom 
each  year.  It  says  that  passive 
smoking  can  increase  the  risk 
of  a non-smoker  getting  lung 
cancer  by  between  10  and  30 
percent 

“Non-smoking  should  be 
regarded  as  the  norm  in 
enclosed  areas  frequented  by 
the  public  or  employees,  spe- 
cial provision  being  made  by 
smokers  rather  than  vice 
versa.” 

Improved  ventilation  or  the 
mixing  of  smoking  and  non- 
smoking areas  within  the 
same  enclosed  space  would 
not  provide  adequate  safe- 
guards against  passive  smok- 
ing, it  says.

University  to  favour  women

Strathclyde  University  yes- 
terday became  the  first  in 
Britain  to  adopt  a policy  of 
positive  discrimination  in  fa- 
vour of  women. 

The  university  senate  said: 
“Iffegaliy  possible,  and  wher- 
ever appropriate;  the  nniverr 
sity  will  endeavour  to  adopt  in 
the  implementation  of  its 
requirements  for  entry  a pol- 
icy of  positive  discrimination 
in  favour  of  women,  mature 
candidates  and  candidates 
from  designated  areas  of  social 
deprivation”. 

Mr  Ronald  Crawford,  the' 
academic  registrar,  said  the 
decision  meant  women  would 
be  offered  places  in  preference 
to  men  of  equal  ability  on 
courses  where  they  were  tra- 
ditionally under-represented. 

The  statement  was  critic- 
ized by  the  Home  Office, 
which  said  positive  discrimin- 
ation was  illegal.  An  official 
said:  “The  Sex  Discrimination 
Act  permits  positive  action  — 
that  is,  steps  falling  short  of. 
discrimination  — in  the  pro- 


vision of  training  for  minorit- 
ies”. 

The  official  added  that 
“training”  meant  the  kind  of 
vocational  training  offered  by 
the  Manpower  Services  Com- 
mission and  the  Training 
Services  Agency  to  “equip 
people  equally  to  do  a job”. 

Mr  Crawford,  who  empha- 
sized that  Strathclyde  would 
“stideby  the  letter  of  the  law”, 
said  the  Treaty  of  Rome 
included  universities  in  its 
definition  of  “training  bodies 
for  vocational  courses” 

The  Equal  Opportunity 
Commission  welcomed  tire 
university’s  statement  An  of- 
ficial said  the  Sex  Discrimina- 
tion Act  allowed  positive 
action  to  encourage  women. 

Strathclyde,  which  has 

6,000  full-time  undergrad- 
uates, 61  per  cent  of  whom  are 
men,  said  it  was  committed  to 
widening  access.  Mr  Crawford 
said  it  was  trying  to  make  its 
first-year  courses  easier.  “We 
think  they  are  too  demanding 
for  mature  students  and  those 


with  non-standard  entry  qual- 
ifications.”

At  the  first  session  of  the 
standing  committee  on  the 
’Bill,  its  opponents  advanced  a 
wide  variety  of  reasons, 
including  a veritable  kaleido- 
scope of  previous  engage- 
ments, for  sitting  only  on 
Wednesdays,  as  is  the  case 
with  most  private  members’ 
Bills. 

However,  the  committee 
rejected,  by  nine  votes  to 
eight,  amendments  to  sit  only 
on  Wednesday  or  only  in  the 
mornings,  and  carried  by  nine 
votes  to  eight  the  proportion 
for  a full  three-day  attack  on 


the  details  of  the  Bill. 

The  committee  has  18  MF5, 
plus  the  chairman,  Mr  Patrick 
Cormack  (South  Stafford- 
shire, Q.  It  divided  into  an 
unfamiliar  pattern,  with  some 
Conservative  MPs  joining 
Labour  on  the  opposition  side 
against  the  Bill,  facing  Mr 
Alton  and  his  supporters.

an  escalator  which  was  stationary. 

Reading  from  a statement  by  Mr 
Izienicki.  Mr  Read  said:  “The  lighted 
taper  was  only  in  contact  with  the 
grease  for  about  three  seconds". 

“That  was  enough  to  set  it  alight, 
was  it?"  Mr  Read  asked. 

“Yes”,  Mr  Izienicki  responded. 

He  believed  that  the  trial  had 
adequately  demonstrated  that  it  could 
be  done  by  an  individual  without  any 
specialized  knowledge  of  escalators.

Kremlin  refuses 
to  change  border 

Moscow  (Hester)  - The  Soviet  authorities  told  Armenians 
yesterday  there  could  be  no  redrawing  of  internal  borders, 
dashing  their  hopes  of  regaining  the  disputed  region  of 
Nagorno-Karabakh.  The  Praesidium  of  the  Supreme  Soviet 
also  ordered  the  authorities  in  Armenia  and  neighbouring 
Azerbaijan  to  restore  order  in  their  republics  after  ethnic 
riots  in  which  at  least  32  people  were  lolled. 

The  resolution  was  passed  at  a special  session  after  the 
Praesidium  had  been  addressed  by  Mr  Mikhail  Gorbachov. 
It  rebuffed  one  of  the  largest  popular  movements  in  Soviet 
history  that  culminated  last  month  in  demonstrations  by  up 
to  one  million  Armenians  demanding  the  return  of 
Nagorno-Karabakh  from  Azerbaijan. 

“It  is  considered  inadmissible  ...  for  all  sorts  of  self- 
proclaimed  groups  to  be  created  which  call  for  the  redrawing 
of  state  and  administrative  borders  secured  under  the  Soviet 
Constitution,”  the  resolution  said.  It  echoed  an  un- 
compromising article  in  Premia  on  Monday.

Eleven 
were  arrested  in  Ankara  on 
Tuesday  in  what  a senior 
diplomatic  source  described 
as  a “systematic"  clamp- 
down  on  Christians  by  the 
Turkish  authorities.

Mr  Samuel 
Lidstone  and  Mr  Michael 
John  Cormex,  both  believed 
to  be  English  teachers  work- 
ing in  Ankara,  two  Ameri- 
cans. a German  couple,  a 
Swedish  citizen,  two  South 
Koreans  and  a Turkish 
couple.  Police  raided  homes 
and  seized  Bibles  and  re- 
ligious pamphlets. 


New  York  (AP)  — The 
General  Assembly  yesterday

The  Assembly,  in  its  sec- 
ond emergency  session  on 
the  volatile  issue,  voted  148- 
2 to  deplore  the  US  action 
and  urged  it  to  abide  by  the 
international  UN  Head- 
quarters Treaty,  which  al- 
lows foreign  missions  to 
operate. 

The  United  States  and 
Israel  which  consider  the 
PLO  a terrorist  organization, 
voted  against  the  resolution.

Nazi  data 
banned 

Washington  — The  Environ- 
mental Protection  Agency 
(EPA)  has  barred  the  use  of 
data  from  Nazi  experiments 
on  prisoners  in  an  EPA 
report  on  the  effects  of  a 
toxic  gas  on  humans  after 
some  of  the  federal  agency's 
scientists  protested  (Mohan 
All  writes). 

The  study  aims  to  trace 
the  effects  of  various  doses 
of  the  gas  phosgene,  which  is 
now  widely  used  in  the 
manufacture  of  pesticides 
and  plastics.  Nazi  doctors 
exposed  52  prisoners  to  it  in 
1943  and  1944  to  test  a 
possible  antidote.  Four  died. 
Some  scientists  defended  use 
of  the  Nazi  data,  arguing  that 
the  information  could  help 
protect  US  public  health. 


Poll  boost  for  Democrat 

Dukakis  ‘best  bet’ 
to  defeat  Bush

Senator  Bill  Bradley  of  New 
Jersey,  an  influential  Demo- 
crat frequently  mentioned  as  a 
possible  outside  candidate  for 
the  presidency  him  sell  yes- 
terday endorsed  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis  of  Massa- 
chusetts as  the  Democratic 
nominee.  His  move  came  as  a 
poll  was  published  which  sug- 
gested that  Mr  Dukakis  was 
the  only  Democratic  con- 
tender who  could  beat  Vice- 
President  George  Bush  in  the 
presidential  election. 

Senator  Bradley’s  endorse- 
ment adds  valuable  political 
weight  to  the  Dukakis  cam- 
paign, and  is  seen  as  a sign  that 
leading  Democrats  are  ready 
to  unite  behind  him  as  the 
clear  leader  and  probable 
nominee.  It  also  sends  a 
message  to  those  urging  Sen- 
ator Bradley  to  run  that  he  is 
not  interested  in  doing  so. 

Mr  Dukakis  has  also  gar- 
nered the  endorsements  of 
Senator  Christopher  Dodd 
and  Governor  William 
O'Neill  the  two  leading 
Democrats  in  Connecticut, 
where  a primary  is  being  held 
at  the  end  of  this  month. 

Meanwhile  a poll  by  ABC 
Television  showed  Mr  Du- 
kakis as  the  strongest  Demo- 
cratic challenger  to  Mr  Bush, 


whose  nomination  as.  the 
Republican  candidate  is  as- 
sured. The  survey  showed  him 
leading  Mr  Bush  by  50  to  45 
per  cent  if  an  election  were 
held  today.  He  would  also  beat 
Senator  Robert  Dole  by  48  to 
44  percent 

No  other  Democrat  would 
win  if  pitted  against  Mr  Bush, 
the  poll  found.  Senator  Albert 
Gore  and  Congressman  Rich- 
ard Gephardt  each  trailed  Mr 
Bush  by  13  points.  Even 
Governor  Mario  Cuomo  of 
New  York,  also  still  men- 
tioned as  a compromise 
choice  at  a deadlocked 
convention,  would  be  beaten 
by  Mr  Bush  by  53  to  38  per 
cent  And  the  Rev  Jesse 
Jackson,  narrowly  behind  Mr 
Dukakis  in  the  race  for  the 
Democratic  nomination, 
fared  worst  of  any  Democrat  if 
put  against  Mr  Bush:  he  would 
lose  by  58  to  34  per  cent

French  presidential  race 

Mitterrand  comes  out  fighting 


From  Philip  Jacobson,  Paris 

Exit  the  Sphinx,  enter  the  Bruiser. 
The  calculated  ferocity  with  which 
M Francois  Mitterrand  went  for  his 
conservative  opponents  immed- 
iately after  declaring  that  be  will  seek 
a second  term  as  President  took 
many  observers  here  by  surprise. 

Looking  straight  into  the  tele- 
vision camera,  M Mitterrand  (who 
appears  to  have  got  bis  fighting 
weight  down  a bit)  gave  a dear 
warning  to  his  main  rivals  that  with 
four  weeks  to  go  before  the  first 
round  of  voting,  the  gloves  are  off 
with  a vengeance. 

Staking  out  the  high  ground  of  a 
perceived  risk  to  fiance’s  “civil  and 
social  fabric”  from  the  domination 
of  unspecified  (but  unmistakably 
right-wing)  political  interests,  the 
President  has  cast  his  campaign  at  a 
level  where  he  can  still  profit  from 
the  aura  of  his  office.  Not  once  did 
he  mention  the  Socialist  Party,  his 
own  proud  creation,  and  be  never 
strayed  far  into  describing  his  pro- 
gramme for  the  next  seven  years. 

What  it  seems  we  axe  to  get.  when 
M Mitterrand  finally  deigns  to  join 
his  principal  conservative  rivals,  M 
Jacques  Chirac  and  M Raymond 
Barre,  on  the  hustings,  is  a much 
sharper-edged  version  of  the  Great 
Helmsman  of  France,  underlaid  by. 
some  old-fashioned  character  assass- 


ination. In  other  words,  no  more 
sonorous  bat  empty  addresses  from 
the  Elysfe  Palace;  more  harsh  asides 
about  those  who  place  dogma  before 
the  interests  of  the  people. 

Even  with  the  cushion  of  a 15  per 
cent  and  more  lead  in  the  opinion 
polls.  Candidate  Mitterrand  needs 
clearly  defined  targets.  For  sound 
tactical  reasons,  the  opening  salvoes 
will  be  concentrated  on  M Chirac, 
his  partner  in  two  years  of  govern- 
ment by  “cohabitation”. 

Nobody  could  doubt  that  Presi- 
dent Mitterrand  had  the  Prime 
Minister  in  mind  when  he  de- 
nounced “selfish  special  interests” 
in  his  broadcast  He  tended  a 
particularly  telling  punch  (or  low 
blow,  according  to  taste)  by  dismiss- 
ing the  notion  that  running  the 
Government  qualified  his  rival  fra* 
the  Elysee:  to  be  President  ofFrance, 
he  declared  without  blushing,  one 
must  possess  true  “authority”. 

As  these  rode  assaults  make  dear, 
the  Mitterrand  camp  sees  M Chirac 
as  the  man  to  beat.  The  accepted 
wisdom  is  that  he  is  easier  to  cast  as 
a dangerously  divisive  candidate 
than  the  essentially  centrist  M Bane. 
In  the  second  round,  goes  the 
argument,  M Mitterrand  can  occupy 
the  centre  ground  in  his  familiar 
guise  as  Father  of  the  Nation  — not 
to  mention  the  possibility  of  «*hfng 


in  on  growing  animosity  towards  M 
Chirac’s  RPR  (Rally  for  the  Repub- 
lic Party)  within  M Bane's  United 
Democratic  Front 
It  is  true  that  opinion  polls  still 
show  M Barre  giving  M Mitterrand  a 
harder  fight  in  the  second  round  of 


voting  on  May  8.  But  they  also 
indicate  that  his  campaign  is  stall- 
ing: that  while  M Chirac  crams  more 
and  more  meetings  and  rallies  into  a 
tireless  day,  this  large  and  comfort- 
able figure  (memorably  described  as 
resembling  a pre-war  country  doc- 
tor) is  wilting  under  the  strain. 

One's  heart  bled  yesterday  for  his 
hard-pressed  campaign  managers, 
outspent,  outpublicized,  too  often 
outmanoeuvred,  despite  their  best 
efforts.  While  M Chirac's  furious 


denunciation  of  the  President  s 
broadcast  remarks  — “language  of  a 
rare  violence  . . . that  risks  semng 
French  citizens  against  each  other” 
_ was  making  the  front  pages.  M 
Barre  was  photographed  doing  a 
spot  of  canvassing  from  a canoe  in 
French  Guyana  (wearing  a dark  suit, 
naturally). 

Nobody  can  tell  how  M Mitter- 
rand, for  all  his  apparent  vitality  at 
the  age  of  71,  will  cope  with  M 
Chirac’s  predictable  onslaught  dur- 
ing a campaign  that  will  last  six 
weeks.  Senior  RPR  sources  insist 
that  the  renseignements  generaux  — 
private  surveys  conducted  by  pre- 
fectures throughout  the  country  — 
show  M Chirac  rapidly  building  up 
momentum  among  ail  classes  of 
voter. 

However  vigorously  the  Socialists 
rffcmiss  that  today,  it  is  worth 
recalling  that  M Mitterrand’s  last 
presidential  adversary,  M Valery 
Giscard  d'Estaing.  is  said  to  have 
concluded  that  he  would  lose  (de- 
spite a handy  lead  in  the  opinion 
polls)  after  examining  the  very  same 
returns  at  about  this  stage  of  the 
1981  election. 

How  best  to  confront  Candidate 
Mitterrand  is  another  matter  as 
commentators  observe,  this  modern 
Merlin  has  seemingly  bewitched  the 


French,  dominating  the  presidential 
defrag  until  now  simply  by  delaying 
a decision  on  whether  to  stand  again. 

The  wizard  has  apparently  cast  a 
special  charm  to  protect  himself 
against  unfriendly  consideration  of  a 
truly  remarkable  political  past  Mm-  ~ 
ister  in  1 1 governments  of  varying 
shades  in  bis  tune;  cynical  seducer 
and  ultimate  deserter  of  the  French 
Communists;  outspoken  foe  of  the 
Fifth  Republic  at  its  birth  and  sera 
critic  of  de  Gaulle,  he  came  to 
exploit  the  power  of  the  Elysee  as 
never  before  and  now  appears  to 
consider  himself  (in  company  with 
other  candidates)  as  the  General’s 
only  legitimate  heir. 

A track  record  ripe  for  attack,  in 
short  Mrs  Thalchet  would  surely 
make  a meal  of  it  Yet,  up  to  now, 
the  mud  just  would  not  stick:  as 
opponents  have  discovered,  when- 
ever you  think  he  is  on  the  ropes  M. 
Mitterrand's  brilliant  political  foot- 
work gets  him  out  of  trouble.  Not 
much  point  assailing  him  fra*  five 
years  of  disastrous  Socialist  rule 
from  1981-85  when  the  J988  model 
is  busily  polishing  up  an  image  as  a 
man  of  the  new  radical  centre. 

With  tempers  fraying  noticeably 
among  the  President's  opponents, 
France’s  phoney  electoral  war  now 
seems  certain  to  give  way  to  serious 
hostilities.

Students  fire  first  shots  for  Chirac

France  woke  up  yesterday 
morning  to  find  its  President 
and  its  Prime  Minister  candi- 
dates on  opposing  sides  fin- 
next  month’s  presidential 
elections. 

The  tone  for  what  promises 
to  be  an  acrimonious  cam- 
paign was  set  tty  the  Presi- 
dent's first  appointment  as  a 
candidate  yesterday  morning. 

M Francois  Mitterrand  was 
booed  by  supporters  of  the 
Prime  Minister,  M Jacques 
Chirac,  at  a meeting  with  Paris 
university  students.  “It  adds 
life  to  the  campaign,”  he  said. 
“I  was  beginning  to  get  a bit 
bored  myself" 

Earlier  M Mitterrand  had 


presided  over  the  weekly 
Cabinet  meeting  with  M 
Chirac  and  the  full  range  of 
right-wing  Ministers.  They 
were  all  careful  to  emphasize 
that  government  business  had 
been  discussed  as  usual  al- 
though the  meetings  ■ have 
become  a forum  for  political 
manoeuvring  (hiring  the  two 
years  of  “cohabitation”. 

The  President's  assertion, 
on  the  lines  of  General  de 
Gaulle  20  years  ago,  that  it  was 
either  him  or  the  threat  of  civil 
disorder  brought  a swift  reply 
from  M Chirac  that  he  had  not 
been  aware  that  democracy 
was  in  danger  and  a belated 
response  from  the  other  right- 


wing  candidate,  M Raymond 
Bane,  who  speculated  as  to 
who  would  run  the  country 
while  the  President  and  the 
Prime  Minister  were  at  each 
other’s  throats. 

President  Mitterrand  has 
distanced  himself  from  his 
Socialist  Party,  hoping  to  ap- 
peal to  a wider  spectrum,  but 
his  aggressive  opening  salvo 
has  made  many  feel  that  the 
elections  are  now  wide  open. 

In  a radio  interview  yes- 
terday, the  Secretary-General 
of  the  Socialist  Party,  M 
Lionel  Jospin,  was  asked  what 
M Mitterrand  meant  by  refer- 
ring to  the  right-wing  groups 


as  bands  rather  than  parties. 

He  answered  by  listing  the 
tired  old  scandals  which  have 
halfremerged  during  the  con- 
servatives’ two  years  in  power 
ratter  than  their  policies, 
which  leaves  the  way  open  for 
the  resurrection  of  even  older 
scandals  during  the  five  yeare 
of  Socialist  rule. 

Broad  hints  by  M Jospin 
that  the  right-wing  parties  are 
in  disarray  and  that  some  of  M 
Bane's  supporters  could  come 
over  to  their  side  if  M Miner- 
rand  were  re-elected  could 
backfire  before  the  end  of  a 
campaign  that,  although  still 
short  on  issues,  is  finally 
beginning  to  hot  up. 


With  fully  one-third  of  the 
French  electorate  still  un- 
decided who  should  be  the 
next  President,  the  countless 
sondages  (opinion  polls)  now 
being  inflicted  on  the  public 
have  to  be  interpreted  with 
special  care.  President  Mitter- 
rand's refusal  to  announce  his

Pretoria  dismisses  ‘propaganda  ploy’ 


Angola  sees  light  at  end  of  US  peace  initiative

The  Angolan  Government  has 
made  an  optimistic  assess- 
ment of  recent  diplomatic 
efforts  to  end  its  14-year  civil 
war. 

Senhor  Lopo  do  Nasci- 
mento,  a senior  centra!  com- 
mittee member  of  the  ruling 
Movement  fin*  the  Popular 
Liberation  of  Angola  (MPLA), 
told  a meeting  of  former  beads 
of  state  here  that  “finally,  we 
are  semng  light  at  the  end  of 
tunnel” 

Since  January  Dr  Chester 
Crocker,  the  US  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State  for  African 
Affairs,  has  met  Angolan  and 


South  Africa  leaders  in  a new 
peace  initiative. 

Senhor  do  Nasdmento  told 
the  meeting  that  Dr  Crocker 
was  negotiating  an  agreement 
to  be  signed  by  Angola,  South 
Africa,  Cuba  and  the  South 
West  Africa  People's 
Organization. 

He  disclosed  that  among  the 
terms  being  canvassed  was 
that  the  headquarters  of  Mr 
Jonas  Savimbi’s  rebel  Unita 
movement  would  be  with- 
drawn to  eastern  Zaire. 

The  Angolan  Government 
has  long  insisted  that  South 
African  fortes  be  withdrawn 
from  Angola  and  that  it  begin 


implementation  of  United 
Nations  resolutions  for  the 
independence  of  Namibia, 
and  that  both  South  Africa 
and  the  United  States  stop 
military  aid  to  Unita. 

The  Luanda  Government 
recently  agreed,  on  American 
and  South  African  insistence, 
that  the  estimated  20  000 
Cuban  troops  based  in  south- 
on  Angola  be  withdrawn  to 
the  north  of  the  13th  degree  of 
latitude, which  runs  roughly 
through  the  centre  of  the 
country. 

A timetable  for  this  with- 
drawalhas  been  presented  to 


Dr  Crocker,  but  no  details 
have  emerged.  South  Africa 
has  been  pressing  for  a year, 
and  Dr  Crocker  for  two  years, 
while  the  Angolans  have  pre- 
viously regarded  both  as  too 
rapid. 

Observers  see  Senhor  do 
Nascimento's  disclosure  on 
Unita  as  a strong  indication 
that  Angola  will  consent  to 
negotiations  with  the  rebel 
movement.  Senhor  do 
Nascimento  cautioned  that 
Luanda  believed  that  South 
Africa  would  “try  to  play  for 
time”  and  aded  that  it  was  “up 
to  international  public  opin- 
ion to  press  South  Africa  for 


this  agreement  to  come  into 
effect”. 

He  added:  “But  we  think 
that  for  once  it  is  possible  to 
believe  in  a miracle.”

Locusts  pose  fresh  menace  to  Africa 


Nairobi  (Reuter)  — Huge 
swarms  of  locusts  are  sweep- 
ing North  and  West  Africa  in 
the  worst  plague  of  the  pests 
for  30  years,  and  threaten  to 
spread  sooth  of  the  Sahara. 

The  invasion  is  “dangerous 
and  could  become  alarming”  a 
spokesman  for  the  UN  Food 
and  Agriculture  Organization 
said  in  Rabat  last  week. 

Swanns  20  miles  long  and 
op  to  three  miles  wide  have 
been  seen  in  northern  Maurit- 
ania, the  Western  Sahara  and 
sontbern  Algeria,  the 
organization  said. 

Big  swarms  also  threaten 
Morocco,  Tunisia  and  Libya. 
El  Hadi  Oumar  Tall.  Mali’s 
Natural  Resources  Minister, 
said  that  parts  of  his  country, 
Chad  and  Mauritania  were  so 
badly  infested  that  they  faced 
famine. 

West  African  experts  at  a 
meeting  in  Bamako,  capital  of 
Mali,  last  week,  said  Niger 
was  also  affected. 

They  said  the  swarms  could 
move  south,  posing  a new 
menace  to  crops  in  sab-Sa- 
haran  Africa,  already  ravaged 


by  drought  which  has  left 
millions  of  people  hungry. 

“Abnormally  large”  um- 
bers of  locusts  have  been 
detected  as  for  sooth  as  Zim- 
babwe, where  they  have  dam- 
aged maize,  millet  and  sorg- 
hum 25  miles  inside  the  north- 
eastern border  with 
Mozambique,  according  to  Mr 
Shadrack  Mlambo,  bead  of 
the  Plant  Protection  Research 
Institute. 

He  said  another  annsnally 
large  group  found  in  south- 
east Zimbabwe  on  lowland 


sugar  estates,  was  quickly 
controlled. 

Dozens  of  aircraft,  from 
small  crop-dusters  to  Hercules 
C 130  transport  planes,  back- 
ed by  hundreds  of  vehicles, 
have  mounted  a blitz  against 
the  menace. 

The  EEC  Sandi  Arabia  and 
the  United  States,  with  addi- 
tional help  from  France,  Italy, 
Portugal  and  Spain,  have 
joined  the  campaign,  co- 
ordinated by  the  FAO. 

They  have  sent  planes,  heli- 
copters and  pesticides  to  fight 


swarms  which,  a spokesman  at 
a campaign  headquarters  in 
Rabat  said,  were  being  at- 
tacked along  an  arc  running 
from  the  Mediterranean  coast 
to  the  Atlantic. 

Warm  and  wet  weather  in 
recent  months  has  encouraged 
the  breeding  of  a second 
generation  of  locusts  in  North 
Africa  since  the  first  waves 
arrived  last  October. 

A serious  threat  is  posed  to 
cereals,  which  are  to  be  har- 
vested in  only  two  months. 

Hnge  swarms  moving  north 
from  the  western  Sahel  region 
have  ravaged  some  small  oa- 
ses, and  efforts  are  being  made 

to  destroy  than  before  they 
reach  North  Africa’s  fertile 
plains. 

More  thanl.2  million  acres 
have  been  treated  in  Morocco 
alone  in  the  lastfrve  months. 

The  war  has  claimed  casual- 
ties on  both  sides.  At  least  24 
people  were  reported  poisoned 
by  iutdkide  last  wed  in 
Tnurift,  where  desert  folk 
consider  grilled  kurnsts  a 
delicacy. 


Speaker  refuses  snap  debate 


Botha  under  attack  for  quashing  trial 


A big  row  has  broken  out  here 
over  the  decision  by  President 
Botha  to  order  the  Attorney- 
General  of  Namibia  to  with- 
draw murder  charges  against 
six  members  of  the  South 
African  Defence  Force  and 
South  West  Africa  Territory 
Force.  The  men  were  due  to  go 
on  trial  in  the  Supreme  Gout 
in  Windhoek,  the  Namibian 
capital. 

The  Speaker  of  the  white 
House  of  Assembly  in  Chpe 
Town  refused  yesterday  to 
grant  a snap  debate  on  the 
matter,  but  a spokesman  for 
the  liberal  Progressive  Federal 
Party,  one  of  the  two  main 
opposition  parties  in  the 
House,  said  the  matter  would 
not  be  allowed  to  rest  there. 

“We  cannot  talk  about  the 
sanctity  of  the  courts  and 
about  the  excellence  of  our 
judicial  system  if  we  prevent 
the  law  from  taking  its  coarse, 
as  would  appear  to  have 
happened  in  this  case,”  said

The  tinting  of  Mr'  Botha's 
intervention  is  seen  here  as 
astonishing.

and  assault  those  presenrT 
They  had  been  transported 
from  northern  Namibia  for 
the  purpose. 

Fighting  broke  out  soon 
after  the  meeting  began  and 
Mr  Immanuel  Shifidi,  a vet- 
eran Swapo  member,  was 
stabbed  to  death.

When  it  was 
endorsed  by  a referendum 
among  the  tribes  at  the  time  of 
the  creation  of  Pakistan  in 
1947,  Afghanistan  claimed 
that  their  approval  had  been 
bought  by  economic  force  — 
that  is,  a subsidy  given  both  by 


British  India  and  Pakistan  to  I 
the  tribes.  The  option  of 
joining  Afghanistan  was  never 
put  to  the  tribesmen,  they 
said. 

Some  officials  here  play 
down  to  some  extent  the 
importance  of  what  happens 
in  Washington  between  Mr 
Eduard  Shevardnadze,  the 
Soviet  Foreign  Minister,  and 
Mr  George  Shultz,  the  US 
Secretary  of  State,  saying  that 
the  question  of  symmetry  is  an 
important  question  for  Ameri- 
can politics,  and  that  the 
Russians  may  or  may  not  help 
them,  but  at  the  same  time  it  is 
dear  that  everyone  here  is 
waiting  for  the  outcome  of  the 
Washington  meeting  to  know 
which  way  the  Geneva  nego- 
tiations will  finish. 

If  there  is  agreement  on 
symmetry,  the  pressure  on 
Pakistan  to  abandon  its  stand 
on  the  interim  government  for 
a form  of  words  which  could 
mean  anything  will  become 
overwhelming.

Chancellor  Helmut  Koh!  of 
West  Germany  threatened  to 
resign  last  Tuesday  if  his 
Cabinet  would  not  give  im- 
mediate approval  to  a con- 
troversial tax  reform  package, 
according  to  West  German 
newspaper  reports  yesterday. 

The  respected  Frankfurter 
Allgemeine  said  the  centre- 
right  coalition  almost  col- 
lapsed over  the  reform  Bill 
shortly  before  a Cabinet  meet- 
ing when  Herr  Kohl’s  Bavar- 
ian Christian  Social  Union 
(CSU)  partners  demanded 
four  changes  in  the  reforms. 

The  liberal  Free  Democrats 
(FDP)  then  said  they  would 
not  approve  tbe  Bill  if  the 
CSU  had  its  way.  At  that,  the 
paper  said,  an  angry  Herr 
Kohl  threatened  to  go  to  the 
President  and  tell  him;  “The 
matter  is  at  an  end.” 

That  was  understood  dearly 
to  mean  the  end  of  the 
coalition  and  the  Govern- 
ment, the  paper  added.  For 


good  measure.  Here  Kohl  said 
he  was  “fed  up"  and  would 
not  let  himself  be  made  anAffe 
(monkey)  of.  “The  Bill  must 
be  passed  now,”  he  said.

Socialists  ahead  in  election  test  of  Gibraltar  airport  deal 


Rock’s  sovereignty  key  to

Mr  Joe  Bossano,  the  chal- 
lenger in  today’s  Gibraltar 
general  election,  is  not  an  old 
fashioned,  internationally- 
minded  socialist  Pragmati- 
cally, but  loudly,  he  is  beating 
the  drum  of  a growing  Gibral- 
tar nationalism. 

Last  December's  agreement 
between  Britain  and  Spain  on 
joint  use  of  Gibraltar  airport 
has  proved  the  emotional 
force  behind  the  election  cam- 
paign. All  three  parties  have 
turned  the  contest  into  a 
referendum  on  the  airport 
question  and  the  1984  Brus- 
sels agreement  which  under- 
lies it. 

Mr  Bossano  has  exploited  a 
widespread  feeling  among 
Gibraltarians  that  they  have 
been  let  down  by  Britain  over 
the  agreements.  If  Gibraltar's 
Socialist  Labour  party  wins  - 
and  the  polls  are  giving  Mr 
Bossano  more  than  50  per 
cent  among  the  17,500  voters 

— those  agreements  will  be  the 
chief  casualty. 

Today's  verdict  will  also  be 
judgement  on  16  years  of 
uninterrupted  rule  as  Chief 
Minister  by  Sir  Joshua 
Hassan,  who  resigned  shortly 
after  the  airport  deal  amid 
divisions  in  his  centre-right 
party. 

“We  arc  not  in  principle 
against  the  idea  that  we  can 
reach  agreements  with  Spain 

— on  the  airport  or  any  other 
issue  — when  it  suits  both  of 
us,  but  it  will  not  be  something 


imposed  as  a consequence  of 
the  Brussels  Agreement,"  Mr 
Bossano  told  The  Times. 

The  trade  unionist,  aged  48, 
described  the  Anglo-Spanish 
airport  deal  as  an  awful  thing 
for  Gibraltar,  claiming  that  it 

Kve  90  per  cent  of  what  Spain 
id  demanded  on  the  issue  of 
sovereignty.  He  pledged  that  a 
Labour  government  would 
never  commit  Gibraltar  to  a 
deal  with  Spain  “unless  there 
is  overwhelming  public  sup- 
port for  it”. 

Mr  Bossano  insisted  that 
Gibraltar  should  itself  develop 
the  airport,  to  help  tourism 
and  the  business  community 
on  the  Rock  “and  make  this 
obvious  to  the  Spanish  side”. 

He  rejected  the  outgoing 
Government's  suggestion  that 
Spain  could  create  difficulties 
for  a Labour  government  at 
the  frontier,  hitting  Gibraltar’s 
economy.  “If  we  have  a 
particular  policy  which  is 
dearly  in  tune  with  popular 
feeling  in  Gibraltar,  they  will 
see  that  they  have  to  learn  to 
live  with  it,”  Mr  Bossano  said. 

He  claimed  that  the  Brus- 
sels agreement  and  recent 
British  diplomacy  towards 
Gibraltar  amounted  to  “a 
dangerous  philosophy”.  They 
had  raised  expectations,  and 
Spain  would  sec  ix  as  a slap  in 
the  face  when  those  expecta- 
tions did  not  materialize. 

His  party’s  election  mani- 
festo declares;  “We  are  the 
true  owners  of  the  Rock  — the 


sovereignty  of  our  homeland 
is  not  a matter  to  be  nego- 
tiated between  the  UK  and 
Spain." 

Mr  Bossano,  a fourth- 
generation  Gibraltarian  whose 
family  originated  in  Genoa, 
emphasizes  lhat  a Labour 
government  would  mean  a 
fairer  share  for  all  Gibraltar- 
ians of  the  prosperity  brought 
by  relaxation  of  the  frontier 
with  Spain  in  1985. 

He  has  been  bolding  talks 
with  Gibraltar's  business  and 
financial  communities  in  an 
effort  to  reassure  them  that  a 
Labour  government  would 
understand  Gibraltar’s  depen- 
dence on  trade.  If  he  wins,  he 
is  scheduled  to  go  to  tbe 
Uniied  States  in  September  to 
seek  investment.

Canepa  spells  out  risks  of 
ending  Brussels  agreement

Mr  Adolfo  Canepa,  battling  to 
remain  Gibraltar's  Chief  Min- 
ister in  today's  general  elec- 
tion, warned  voters  in  a final 
appeal  that  to  reject  the 
Brussels  agreement  risked 
both  tbe  “special  relation-' 
ship”  with  Britain  and  a 
dangerous  confrontation  with 
Spain. 

In  the  face  of  opinion  polls 
suggesting  a dear  victory  for 
Mr  Joe  Bossano  — who  prom- 
ises that  his  Socialist  Labour 
Party  would  boycott  talks 
about  the  future  of  the  Rock 
under  the  1984  Anglo-Spanisb 
agreement  — relations  with 
Britain  and  Spain  could  be  the 
crucial  factor. 

The  more  than  17,000 
Gibraltarian  voters  are  elect- 
ing a new  15-member  House  of 
Assembly. 

Mr  Canepa,  a former 
schoolmaster,  aged  47,  who 
only  took  over  from  Sir  Joshua 
Hassan  in  December,  told  The 
Times  yesterday:  “We  most 
remain  on  our  guard.  Spain 
does  have  a sovereignty  claim 
which  we  know  is  not  going  to 
go  away.  If  the  methods  used 
in  the  past  are  not  successful 
then  they  may  well  use  dif- 
ferent methods.  Essentially, 
we  want  to  retain  British 
sovereignty  and  not  have 
autonomy  under  Spain.” 

The  Gibraltarians  fear  fron- 
tier restrictions  by  Spain  if 


relations  deteriorate,  which 
would  damage  a prosperous 
economy. 

In  a televised  debate  with 
Mr  Bossano,  who  said  cate- 
gorically that  any  future  talks 
between  Britain  and  Spain 
“will  not  involve  us”,  Mr 
Canepa  emphasized  that  ab- 
andoning the  Brussels  process 
“would  tweak  a framework 
which  is  working  well  with 
Britain  and  leading  to  a better 
relationship  with  Spain” 

He  added:  “If  we  adopt  what 
is  perceived  in  London  as  an 
unreasonable  stand,  we  would 
alienate  the  British  Govern- 
ment, cause  serious  problems 
in  tbe  House  of  Commons,  and 
British  public  opinion  will  ray 
‘These  Gibraltarians  are  giv- 
ing ns  too  mneb  trouble,  what 
on  earth  do  they  want?1” 

As  Gibraltar's  former  trade 
union  leader,  Mr  Bossano's 
weakness  is  in  foreign  affairs. 
-Mr  Canepa  denied  that  it 
would  be  possible,  as  Mr 
Bossano  maintains,  to  have 
good  relations  with  the  Campo 
de  Gibraltar  region  of  Andalu- 
ria  across  the  frontier  after 
boycotting  the  Brussels  agree- 
ment. “The  focal  authorities  in 
Spain  work  on  orders  from 
Madrid.  They  dare  not  move 
unless  Madrid  gives  the  green 
light,”  the  Chief  Minister 
sail 

Sir  Joshna  Hassan.  in  a 


letter  to  voters,  said  it  bad 
been  the  Brussels  agreement 
“which  has  brought  such 
prosperity  to  Gibraltar  with- 
out giving  up  anything”. 

Both  Mr  Canepa  and  Mr 
Joe  Pitalnga,  leader  of  the 
Independent  Democratic 
Party,  told  the  voters  that  it 
was  essential  for  Gibraltar  to 
be  expressing  its  views,  which 
It  could  only  do  in  Loudon  or 
Madrid  by  keeping  within  the 
Brussels  agreement. 

The  Independent  Demo- 
crats, bundled  after  Sir 
Joshua  resigned,  are  to  tbe 
right  of  Mr  Canepa's  Labour 
Party  (which  is  effectively  a 
centre  party)  but  he  has  said 
he  win  not  join  a coalition  to 
stop  Mr  Bossano  taking 
power. 

Personalities  count  for  a led 
in  Gibraltar's  politics,  and 
that  is  the  chief  handicap  of 
Mr  Canepa,  who  has  been  Sir 
Joshua's  deputy  for  eight 
years. 

Mr  Canepa's  other  handi- 
cap is  that  many  ordinary 
Gibraltarians  simply  feel  like 
a change.  A leading  British 
offshore  banker  who,  like 
many  businessmen,  is  appre- 
hensive about  the  economic 
future  under  a Bossano  gov- 
ernment, rays  nevertheless 
that  the  local  bureaucracy  is 
badly  in  need  of  a shake-up. 


Kiev  moonshining  boom  drains  sugar  supplies

Moscow 

The  authorities  in  Kiev,  the 
third  largest  Soviet  city,  are 
considering  introducing  sugar 
rationing,  as  a result  of 
chronic  shortages  caused  by 
moonshiners  using  it  to  make 
samogon,  a fiery  home-dis- 
tilled vodka  substitute. 

A recent  edition  of  the  daily 
Pravda  Ukrainy  revealed  that 
the  situation  in  the  Ukrainian 
capital  and  surrounding  areas 
had  become  so  serious  that  the 
uniformed  militia  had  been 
called  out  to  maintain  public 
order  after  “scores  of  people" 
were  injured  in  fights  over 
sugar  in  Kiev  stores. 

The  paper  said  people  were 
buying  sugar  in  such  large 
amounts  that  it  was  impos- 
sible to  match  demand.  H 
added  that  the  request  for 
sugar  rationing  had  been 
submitted  by  “vanous  collec- 
tives and  individuals  ana 
was  being  considered  by  the 
regional  Governmcnt- 

Thc  growing  crisis  over  the 


samogon ) was  also  highlighted 
in  the  weekly  magazine 
Ogonyok,  which  printed  a 
round  robin  letter  from  87 
Communist  Parly  members 
complaining  that,  since  Janu- 
ary, all  residents  in  the  town  of 
Grozniy  in  the  Northern 
Caucasus  had  been  rationed  to 
1.5  kilos  (3.31b)  of  sugar  a 
month. 

Since  Mr  Mikhail  Gorba- 
chov launched  severe  restric- 
tions on  the  availability  of 
vodka  in  May  1985,  home 
distilling  has  become  an 
increasing  problem  for  the 
Kremlin,  which  recently  lifted 
some  restrictions  on  the 
availability  of  wine,  brandy 
and  beer  in  Moscow,  in  an 
attempt  to  contain  the  grow- 
ing demand  for  black-market 
samogon. 

Figures  released  by  the  Min- 
istry of  the  Interior  showed 
lhat  about  1.4  million  ions  of 
sugar  were  used  for  home 
distilling  in  1987,  an  amount 
equivalent  to  the  annual 
consumption  of  sugar  by  the 
whole  Ukrainian  republic 
with  its  population  of  50 
million.

Notes  of  optimism  in 
Nicaragua  peace  talks 

From  Martha  Honey,  Sapoa,  Nicaragua 


In  an  atmosphere  of  op- 
timism, talks  between  the 
Nicaraguan  Government  and 
the  rebel  Contras  entered  their 
final  day  yesterday. 

Participants  say  the  out- 
come of  these  high-level  talks 
will  determine  if  a negotiated 
peace  is  possible  or  whether 
the  six-year-old  American- 
backed  war  will  continue. 

The  two  sides  have  pre- 
sented strikingly  similar  peace 
proposals  and  the  Sand  ini stas 
have  made  several  new 
concessions. 

Earlier  this  week  the  Contra 
leader,  Senor  Adolfo  Calero, 
said;  “Today  was  very  useful 
and  tomorrow  could  be  even 
better" 

The  Nicaraguan  Defence 
Minister,  General  Humberto 
Ortega,  who  is  head  of  the 
Government  delegation,  ech- 
oed these  views. 

Despite  signs  of  progress, 
the  Nicaraguan  Government 
remains  uncertain  whether, 
with  the  Reagan  Administra- 


tion proposing  new  Contra 
aid.  the  resistance  leaders 
genuinely  want  to  end  the  war. 

In  their  proposals  both  sides 
call  for  a temporary  halt  to  the 
fighting.  Both  also  outline 
steps  to  be  taken  during  this 
period  to  the  reintegration  of 
rebel  forces  to  civilian  life. 

The  Contras  and  Sandinis- 
las  both  propose  that  the 
rebels  be  permitted  to  keep 
their  arms  but  the  Govern- 
ment calls  for  their  gradual 
disarmament  while  the 
Contras  say  the  process  should 
not  begin  until  after  45  days. 
Both  sides  propose  freeing  ail 
political  prisoners. 

• MADRID:  The  Spanish 
Prime  Minister,  Senor  Felipe 
Gonzalez,  dropped  Nicaragua 
from  the  itinerary  of  a visit 
this  weekend  to  Central  Amer- 
ica, because  the  US  Govern- 
ment considered  that  it  would 
constitute  “an  unfriendly  ges- 
ture’* at  this  time,  according  to 
the  Madrid  daily  E!

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--‘Jilifeffi  outrages  in  Northern  Ireland  have  drawn  out  an  implacable  enemy  of  the  IRA:  the  Catholic  bishop  of  Belfast 
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Cabal  Daly  moved  with 
agitated,  rather  bird- 
like vigour  around  his 
imposing  private  li- 
brary yesterday.  His 
activity  was  an  apt 
correlation  to  his  mental  slate.  Dr 
Daly  is  the  Bishop  of  Down  and 
Connor,  the  ancient  Roman 
Catholic  see  which  now  en- 
compasses modem  Belfast  and  the 
elemental  turmoil  that  now  exists 
at  its  heart. 

The  extensive  library  ranges 
from  the  works  of  the  logical 
positivists  to  the  devotional  tracts 
of  the  religious  mystics:  from 
histories  of  both  Christianity  and 
the  Irish  nation  to  epistemology 
and  metaphysics.  Outside  the 
room^  representatives  of  the 
world's  media  were  waiting  their 
turn  in  its  cloistered  atmosphere. 

DaJy's  siudy  has  Jong  been  the 
intellectual  powerhouse  of  the 
Irish  Catholic  heirarchy.  It  is  he 
who  has  drafted  nearly  all  its  main 
policy  statements  on  subjects  as 
wide-ranging  as  international  ecu- 
menism and  the  Church's  need  for 
a new  option  for  the  poor.  It  was 
he  who  wrote  the  Catholic  bish- 
ops' unequivocal  denunciation  of 
the  IRA  after  last  November's 
Enniskillen  bombing. 

But  most  of  this  was  done  from 
a comparatively  calm  anonymity. 
He  has  now  been  thrust  into  the 
public  spotlight  because  of  a 
withering  attack  on  the  IRA  which 
he  published  on  Tuesday.  It  was 
accorded  particular  significance 
because  it  came  from  the  cleric 
who  is  generally  regarded  as  the 
single  most  important  influence  in 
persuading  the  Royal  Ulster 
Constabulary  to  adopt  the  policy 
of  “low-key  policing"  at  Irish 
Nationalist  funerals. 

Yesterday  be  was  unapologetic. 
Low-key  policing  had  not  been 
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responsible  for  the  violence,  he 
said.  “Had  there  been  a heavy 
police  presence,  there  would  still 
have  been  violence  and  it  prob- 
ably would  have  started  earlier, 
given  the  tensions  surrounding  the 
burial  of  those  shot  at  Gibraltar. 

“Massive  security  and  satura- 
tion presence  of  police  and  sol- 
diers in  riot  gear  at  a funeral  is 
seen  to  be  provocative.  Where 
tensions  are  high  the  instinct  of 
the  people  is  to  engage  in 
confrontation.  Saturation  policing 
plays  right  into  the  hands  of  the 
IRA.  There  is  nothing  more 
productive  in  propaganda  terms 
for  the  IRA  than  television  pic- 
tures of  baton  charges  by  police  on 
mourners.  This  has  a particularly 
vivid  impact  in  the  United 
States." 

For  Bishop  Daly,  at  the  age  of 
71,  suddenly  to  find  himself 
beseiged  by  the  international  me- 
dia is  an  unfamiliar  and  evidently 
unwelcome  experience;  He  was 
ordained  in  1941  and  spent  the 
first  25  years  of  his  priesthood  as 
an  academic.  He  was  for  many 
years  lecturer  in  scholastic  philos- 
ophy at  Queens  University,  Bel- 
fast, before  being  consecrated 
Bishop  of  Ardagh  and 
Gonmacnois  in  the  midlands  of 
the  Irish  Republic.  From  this  rural 
bishopric  he  masterminded  Ire* 
land's  implementation  of  the 
revolutionary  theological  perspec- 
tives of  the  Second  Vatican 
Council. 


His  major  previous  encounter 
with  politics  was  when  he  was 
passed  over  for  the  cardinal's  hat 
and  the  position  of  Primate  of  AH 
Ireland,  which  many  expected  he 
would  get  before  the  conservative 
Fianna  Fail  came  to  power  in  the 
South  and  influenced  the  Vatican 
to  appoint  the  more  pro-repub- 
lican Tomas  O'Fiaich. 

But  returning  to  Belfast  in  1982 
to  his  present  job  has  brought  him 
face  to  face  with  both  (be  inescap- 
ably brutalizing  nature  of  social, 
economic  and  environmental 
deprivation  of  the  Catholic  ghet- 
tos of  the  city,  and  the  horror  of 
the  violence  bred  there. 

A priest  here  is  almost  every  day 
confronted  with  the  anguished 
reality  of  families  who  have  fallen 
victim  to  the  beatings  and  mur- 
ders. Butforall  that,  Daly  believes 
that  the  events  or  the  last  week, 
and  in  particular  the  murderous 
battering  of  the  two  British  sol- 
diers, have  had  an  unprecedented 
effect. 


The  atrocity,  be  says, 
"has  had  an  impact  in 
the  Catholic  commu- 
nity which  no  event  I 
can  recall  has  had 
before.  People  saw  it 
happening  on  television,  at  a 
funeral,  and  in  the  midst  of  a 
Catholic  community. 

"There  is  a sense  of  shame  and 
foreboding  in  the  community. 
People  are  asking:  ‘How  did  we 
not  know  that  this  evil  thing  was 
in  our  midst?*  Priests  have  told  me 
that  there  was  an  extraordinary 
hush  among  congregations  at 
Mass  on  Sunday  which  they  have 
never  experienced  before.  I myself 
have  rarely  fell  so  overcome  as  by 
this  sickening  violence.  Bui  we 
must  not  yield  to  depression.  I do 


believe  this  can  be  a turning 
point" 

For  this  to  happen,  new  efforts 
he  believes  are  required  by  all 
parties.  It  is  up  to  the  Catholic 
community  to  squeeze  the  IRA 
out  of  existence.  The  British 
government  must  suit  actions  to 
its  words  by  launching  a major 
initiative  to  end  the  religious  job 
discrimination  and  the  economic 
stagnation  that  creates  the  alien- 
ation and  despair  on  which  the 
men  of  violence  feed.  Local 


politicans  must  show  new  willing- 
ness to  talk  to  one  another. 

The  Irish  and  UK  governments 
must  cultivate  better  relations 
than  they  have  in  recent  months. 
Westminster  politicans  must  show 
more  sensitivity  to  how  their 
words  and  actions  will  be  inter- 
preted throughout  Ireland.  British 
newspapers  must  report  the  prov- 
ince more  fairly  and  with  fewer 
stereotypes. 

The  Army  and  police  should 


recognize  that  “their  primary 
objective  is  to  secure  a respect  for 
the  (aw.  Any  departure  from  this, 
whatever  short-term  advantages  it 
produces,  will  in  the  long  term 
prove  counter-productive". 

Exactly  bow  the  Church  can 
effectively  move  against  the  IRA 
is  Daly's  own  problem.  Protestant 
clerics  in  the  province  have  in- 
sisted that  the  Church  should 
excommunicate  IRA  activists  and 
refuse  them  burial,  but  the  bishop 
considers  that  this  is  a misunder- 
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standing  of  the  nature  of  ex- 
communication. 

“It  is  not  a punitive  measure  so 
much  as  a medicinal  one.  It 
should  an  as  a spur  to  repentance. 
Obviously  this  is  only  effective  if 
the  individual  involved  is  a 
committed  Catholic.  Very  often 
this  is  not  the  case.  My  priests 
were  not  able  to  recognize,  for 
example,  a single  individual  in  the 
television  pictures  (of  the  attack 
on  the  two  soldiers!  as  regular 
churchgoers.  Excommunication 
was  tried  in  the  1920s  and  1950s 
and  it  did  not  work.  The  IRA  have 
developed  very  effective  con- 
ditioning techniques  to  blind  in- 
dividuals to  the  moral  significance 
of  what  they  are  doing." 

The  Church  must  instead  exert 
pressure  on  the  terrorists  through 
the  community  in  which  they  live. 
"Through  our  concern  for  the 
living  conditions  in  the  area,  our 
involvement  with  local  issues,  our 
concern  for  human  rights  and 
human  dignity,  our  care  for  the 
families  of  prisoners,  we  are  trying 
to  create  a climate  which  is  not 
conducive  to  violence.  Gradually 
this  will  deprive  the  activists  of 
the  community  sustenance  on 
which  they  depend.  The  Church 
has  found  this  the  most  effective 
strategy." 

But  it  is  up  to  the  Government, 
the  bishop  believes,  to  provide  the 
finance  and  the  co-ordination  to 
create  (he  new  atmosphere  in 
which  the  Church’s  strategy  will 
succeed.  “We  have  to  be  able  to 
show  them  that  there  is  another 
way  available,  that  there  is  hope."

All  London  is  invited  to 
Bond  Street  today  to 
salivate  over  73  sam- 
ples from  Andy  Warhol’s  art 
collection.  Nothing  actually 
by  him,  you  understand,  not 
even  the  spare  wig  he  had 
framed  on  the  wall ...  but  a 
dutch  of  wrist  watches, 
American  furniture  and  folk 
an,  with  a masterpiece  by 
Alma-Tadema  and  the  Head 
of  Napoleon  by  Canova 
thrown  in.  The  whole  lot  is 
being  conveyed  to  its  prospec- 
tive purchasers  on  a wave  of 
Sotheby’s  superlatives:.  "Ex- 
traordinary in  its  diversity . . . 
concentration  of  quality  . 

These  more  portable  objects 
will  be  sold  along  with  the  rest 
of  the  5,500  items  over  10 
giddy  days  next  month  at  the 
biggest  auction  Sotheby’s  New 
York  has  ever  handled. 

For  sure,  many  of  the  items 
are  of  the  finest  quality  but  the 
prices  they  will  fetch  will  be 
grossly  inflated  as  the  auction 
house  milks  the  Warhol  leg- 
end for  aS  it’s  worth.  Yet  do 
the  objects  really  have  any 
special  merit  because  of  their 
association  with  Warhol,  who 
died  last  year? 

If  Warhol’s  standing  as  an 
artist  is  contentious,  then  his 
merit  as  a collector  is  equally 
debatable.  Indeed,  he  was 
never  really  a proper  collector 
but  rather  a compulsive  shop- 
pen  few  of  the  items  actually 
brought  Warhol  any  pleasure. 
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remaining  unwrapped  in  his 
Manhattan  home  when  his 
spending  lust  was  sated. 

Nor  does  anyone  seem  to 
think  it  odd  flat  the  king  of 
the  mass  produced  should  buy 
so  many  artefacts  distin- 
guished by  their  uniqueness. 

When  the  dust  settles  oo  the 
sale,  perspectives  may  change 
over  his  contribution  to  20lh 
century  art  We  may  even  start 
believing  what  he  said  of 
himself.  “Just  look  at  the 
surface  of  my  paintings  and 
films  and  me,  and  there  I am. 
There’s  nothing  behind  it". 

Warhol  was  a one  idea  man, 
and  even  the  originality  of  that 
is  a matter  of  dispute.  That 
idea  is  epitomized  in  his  most 
famous  image,  the  Campbell 
Soup  can  of  1962:  a sublime.

His  friend  John  Richardson 
described  him  as  "almost 
priestlike  . . . untainted  by 
the  speed  freaks,  leather  boys 
and  drag  queens  whom  he 
attracted",  but  others  around 
him  were  cracking  up.  Two 
girls  died  of  overdoses  and  in 
1968  another,  Valerie  So  Ian  is, 
shot  him.

While  the  glittering  rave-up  of  the

This  week  I watched  a giant  camera 
crane  which  has  been  gently  wheeled 
up  a ramp  and  into  the  newly 
emerging  Museum  of  the  Moving  Image  on 
the  South  Bank.  It  is  a piece  of  vintage 
equipment  and  used  to  support  many  ton$ 
of  Technicolor  camera  plus  cameramen 
back  in  the  1930s  and  1940s.  There  was 
much  anguish  as  to  whether  it  would  get 
inside  the  museum,  and  if  the  floor  would 
hold  it.  But  now  it  sits  there  waiting  like  an 
absent-minded  giraffe  for  the  activity  all 
round  it  to  die  away  and  leave  it  in  peace. 

In  its  day  it  provided  thrilling  shots  in 
now  defunct  British  studios  for  films  tike 
The  Dambusters.  It  can  do  a 360-degree 
turn;  it  can  swoop  and  tack.  But  in  recent 
years  it  has  done  service  as  a prop  in  movies 
about  movies  — a sad  retirement  for  such  a 
versatile  beast  Soon  it  will  perform  its  lofty 
arabesques  again  for  the  interest  of  the 
curious  who  come  to  learn  how  dramatic 
movie  sequences  are  created. 

It  has  only  one  fellow;  none  others  ever 
saw  service,  in  Britain  at  least  Its  electric 
motor  has  gone,  so  have  its  cables.  No 
longer  will  a small  squad  of  men  be  needed 
to  move  it  gently  around  the  studio,  as  it 
rises  up  to  track  rack  from  an  extreme  dose- 
up  to  a whole  street  of  houses,  from  one  face 
to  a whole  marching  army.  Today's  light- 
weight cameras  have  no  need  of  it,  and  most 
of  the  cameramen  who  were  hoisted  high  by 
it  are  long  retired.

may  have  some  insight  into  a 
conflict  whose  appetite  for  “mar- 
tyrs” and  dollars  seems  as  vora- 
cious as  ever. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  seven- 
and-a-half-year  conflict  Tehran 
looks  tike  a city  at  war  with  new 
yellow  shelter  signs  springing  up 
on  every  street.  They  are  as 
regular  a feature  as  the  craters 
and  broken  windows  caused  by 
more  than  100  Iraqi  missiles  that 
have  fallen  in  the  past  month. 

Judging  from  the  statements 
of  Iran's  leaders  and  the  solid 
diet  of  war  footage  shown  on 
television  between  the  air  raid 
warnings,  the  answer  to  Iran’s 
battle-weary  inquisitors  is:  “Not 
in  the  foreseeable  future.”  The 
standard  official  explanation  is: 
“We  are  fighting  an  imposed 
war.  We  will  not  have  an 
imposed  peace.” 

In  purely  diplomatic  terms 
Tehran's  leadership  has  a justifi- 
able point  But  in  reality  it  has 
found  itself  caught  by  its  own 
propaganda,  unable  to  justify  the 
ever  expanding  war  cemeteries 
in  every  village,  marked  out  by

hundreds  of  Iranian  tricolours, 
unless  it  can  account  for  those 
lives  in  a victory. 

Talking  to  Iranians  of  all 
classes,  it  becomes  dear  that  the 
enthusiasm  for  continuing  the 
war  is  ebbing  and  that  there  is 
growing  resentment  at  some  of 
the  more  petty  infringements 
imposed  by  the  regime.  But  there 
still  appears  enough  enthusiasm 
among  young  Iranians  to  fill  the 
ranks  of  the  Revolutionary 
Guards  and  volunteer  forces, 
who  bear  the  brunt  of  the 
frontline  fighting.  And  there  is  a 
strong  conviction,  based  on  a 
united  nationalism,  that  Iraq 
must  pay  some  just  retribution 
for  having  started  the  war. 
Unconditional  peace  terms  as 
proposed  by  the  UN  Security 
Council  Resolution  598  are  re- 
jected outright  both  at  govern- 
ment level  and  by  the  man  in  the 
street. 

Iran  has  long  demanded  the 
removal  of  the  Iraqi  president. 


Saddam  Hussein,  as  a precondit- 
ion to  a peace  settlement,  al- 
though recently  it  has  softened 
its  position  in  the  face  of 
international  pressure.  It  now 
insists  that  Iraq  be  labelled  the 
“aggressor”  in  the  war,  and  so 
pave  the  way  for  reparations  for 
Iran. 

How  long  the  people's  pa- 
tience will  endure  a war  with  no 
end  in  sight  is  a question  the 
leadership  in  Tehran  must  put  to 
itself  daily.  In  spite  of  gains  last 
week  on  the  northern  front  of 
Kurdistan,  where  Revolutionary 
Guards  have  penetrated  about 
30  miles  into  mountainous  Iraqi 
territory,  the  much  publicized 
victory  has  less  value  strate- 
gically than  as  a morale  boost  for 
the  Iranian  people. 

Capture  of  the  southern  Iraqi 
city  of  Basra,  which  could  have 
held  the  key  to  an  Iranian 
victory,  remains  more  elusive 
than  ever,  particularly  since  the 
disclosure  of  the  US  arms-for- 


hostages  deal  has  firmly  put  the 
US  and  the  West  generally  on  the 
side  of  Iraq  and  the  Arab  Gulf 
states. 

Although  Tehran  is  enjoying  a 
brief  respite  from  its  image  as  the 
Middle  East's  foremost  “pariah 
state"  after  the  Iraqis’  use  of 
chemical  weapons  against  Kurd- 
ish civilians  last  week,  the  Iran- 
ians delude  themselves  if  they 
expect  any  significant  switch  of 
allegiance  in  their  favour,  region- 
ally or  internationally. 


Grey  baits  are  now  sprouting 
in  the  once  youthful  beards  of 
the  Islamic  zealots,  who  estab- 
lished their  reputation  by 
challenging  the  superpower  sta- 
tus quo  and  who  recorded 
successes  as  far  afield  as  Wash- 
ington and  Beirut  They  now 
demand,  half  in  genuine  naivety 
and  half  in  anguish,  why  they 
cannot  make  it  up  with  the  West 
Their  pride,  bordering  on  ar- 
rogance, forbids  therm  to  climb 
down  in  spite  of  their  affinity  to 


Western  culture,  particularly 
that  of  the  United  States,  where 
manv  were  students. 

As  the  search  for  a way  out  ot 
the  predicament  continues,  Iran 
is  being  dragged  deeper  and 
deeper  into  economic  ana  politi- 
cal chaos.  Earlier  this  year 
Ayatollah  Khomeini  was  forced 
to  tinker  with  the  constitution 
and  form  a new  Council  for  the 
Expediency  of  State  Decrees. 
This  is  meant  to  end  the  leg- 
islative impasse  caused  by  the 
six-member  Council  for  the 
Protection  of  the  Constitution 
which  vetoed  essential  par- 
liamentary reforms  with  such 
regularity  that  the  whole  machi- 
nery’ of  government  was  brought 
to  a virtual  standstill. 

Khomeini,  it  is  said,  also 
wants  more  technocrats  to  be 
elected  to  parliament  in  next 
month's  elections  to  speed  up 
the  pace  of  change.

cast-iron  form  of  self-ending  in  a 
few  weeks’  time. 

And  then  it  was  Mr  Ron 
Todd’s  turn.  I own  to  a fascina- 
tion with  Mr  Todd  comparable 
to  what  would  be  my  amazement 
if  I looked  out  of  the  window  and 
saw  a herd  of  Megalosauri 
trotting  down  the  street;  by  all 
the  laws  of  nature,  be  ougbt  to  be 
as  extinct  as  they,  yet  there  lie  is, 
alive  and  well  (long  may  he 
remain  so),  the  very  pattern  and 
exemplar  of  Cretaceous  Man, 


perfectly  representative  of  the 
entire  movement,  or  at  least  its 
leadership,  prostrate  across  the 
path  to  the  future  like  an  oak 
felled  by  last  year's  hurricane, 
though  in  fact  it  fell  many 
decades  ago,  and  has  now  grown 
roots,  running  fully  30  feet  deep, 
at  both  ends. 


Even  the  TUC,  by  the 
end  of  the  session,  was 
running  scared;  they 
voted  by  25  to  11  to  let 
the  AEU  go  ahead  with 
the  Ford  deal,  and  their  plenipot- 
entiaries (it's  a mercy  they  didn't, 
send  Mr  Ken  Gill,  or  even  Mr 
Todd  himself)  will  be  arriving  in 
Detroit  more  or  less  as  you  read 
these  words.  But  Mr  Todd  stood 
firm  for  folly,  strong  for  stupid- 
ity, implacable  for  idiocy,  un- 
wavering for  unemployment;  the 
•Ford  proposals  were  sinful,  and 
■he  would  have  nothing  to  do 
with  sinfulness.  Surely  it  was  to 
him  that  St  Joan  directed  her 
words:  “Thou  art  a rare  noodle. 


Master.  Do  what  was  done  last 
time  is  they  rule,  eh?” 

For  Mr  Todd  bases  his  re- 
fusal to  let  Ford  employ  more 
men  on  the  most  sacred  prin- 
ciple of  trade  union  negotiation, 
a principle  he  enunciated  in 
words  of  such  fiery  passion,  such 
majesty  and  clarity,  such  wit  and 
wisdom,  that  his  eloquence  must 
have  brought  tears  to  even  the 
most  cynical  eye.  “Ford,”  he 
said,  “have  violated  the  blue 
book  agreement  which  estab- 
lished our  collective 
machinery.” 

And  stuff  the  unemployed, 
brothers,  twice  over.  Yet  Mr 
Todd  would  like  nothing  better 
than  to  help  to  reduce  un- 
employment Though  not  in  any 
circumstances,  if  it  involves 
changes,  however  modest  to  the 
attitudes,  behaviour,  habits, 
convictions,  practices,  structure, 
methods,  customs,  personnel, 
rules  or  language  of  trades 
unionism,  wmch  have  stood 
unaltered  since  the  TGWU  de- 


manded exclusive  negotiation 
rights  in  the  transport  of  the 
great  sarsens  of  Stonehenge,  and 
held  up  the  work  from  1800  to 
1500BC  because  the  Beaker  Folk 
pointed  out  that  it  was  their  job, 
as  well  as  the  TGWlTs,  to  bore 
the  mortice  holes  in  the  lintels. 

It  is  no  use  at  all  telling  Mr 
Todd  and  those  who  think  like 
him  that  it  is  1988,  that  Mrs 
Thatcher  has  won  three  general 
elections  in  a row  and  mil  win 
another  six  at  this  rale,  that 
Macmillan  is  dead  and  Wilson 
forgotten,  that  entire  industries 
are  springing  up  and  operating 
without  union  negotiation  rights 
and  in  some  cases  without 
unions,  that  the  number  of 
people  in  trade  unions  is  now 
fewer  than  those  who  have 
bought  shares  in  the  privatiza- 
tion issues,  that  even  Mr 
Kinnock  has  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  there  is  nothing  wrong 
with  working-class  affluence, 
that,  in  short,  no  amount  of 
calling  Eric  Hammond  a bastard 


It  is  no  use  telling  Mr  Todd 
such  truths,  if  only  because 
he  would  at  once  move  the 
reference  back,  demand  a 
card  vote,  appeal  to  the 
Standing  Orders  Committee, 
claim  across-the-board  parity, 
denounce  productivity  agree- 
ments. reject  the  erosion  of 
differentials,  stick  three  more 
ball-poinl  pens  into  his  breast- 
pocket and  insist  that  composite 
is  a vert).  What,  then,  are  we  to 
do  about  him  — him  and  his  like? 

For  he  and  his  like  are  far 
more  dangerous  than  any  num- 
ber ofScargills  and  Jarvises,  men 
who  shoot  themselves  in  the  foot 
and  claim  that  it  has  cured  their 
bunions;  Todd  and  Co  do  not 
make  such  spectacular  fools  of 
themselves,  indeed  do  not  do 
anything  spectacular  at  all, 
because  it  is  not  in  their  nature  to 
do  so.  All  they  do  is  to  sit,  as 
placid  and  immobile  as  Buddha, 
in  the  way  of  progress,  and 
declare  that  they  will  not  be 
moved.  Nor  will  they,  though 
their  bottoms  get  cold  and  the 
planners  build  a by-pass  round 
them  and  they  forget  what  they 
are  sitting  there  for  and  have  to 
be  reminded  that  it  was  because 
somebody  had  violated  the  blue 
book  which  established  their 
collective  machinery. 

There  is  nothing  to  be  done 
about  them;  history  will  roll  over 
them  as  it  rolled  over  the 
dinosaurs,  and  in  aeons  to  come 
scholars  will  surely  debate  the 
extraordinary  extinction  of 
Toddanosaums  Rex  and  similar 
weird  creatures,  and  will  wonder 
whether  it  was  due  to  meteorites, 
climatic  changes  or  radiation, 
never  guessing  that  what  did  for 
them  was  a terrible  epidemic  of 
irrelevance,  which  so  weakened 
them  that  when,  shortly  after- 
wards, they  were  attacked  by 
their  own  members'  aspirations, 
they  succumbed  at  once.  Or  at 
least  in  750,000  years.

Balance  of  power 


Hail  the  queen 


In  the  Sixties  and  Seventies  it 
was  an  article  of  faith  for 
intellectuals  in  the  swim  that 
everything  wrong  with  Britain 
could  be  ascribed  to  faults  in  its 
“machinery  of  government”.  If 
only,  it  was  said,  we  had  a more 
expert  Civil  Service,  or  effective 
parliamentary  investigative 
committees,  or  economic  plan- 
ning organizations,  or  a cabinet 
system  of  political  advisers,  then 
all  would  be  well 

Much  of  this  was  tried,  but 
political  and  economic  decline 
continued  until  Mrs  Thatcher 
seized  the  truth  that  the  need  was 
for  political  action  rather  than 
mechanical  tinkering.  By  poli- 
tics. she  has  so  changed  the  way 
Britain  thinks  and  behaves  that 
even  the  Labour  Party  is  having 
to  try  to  change  with  iL 

In  the  galaxy  of  myths  about 
institutional  shortcomings,  how- 
ever, there  was  one  which  has 
paradoxically  bear  given  a cer- 
tain credibility  by  Mrs  Thatch- 
er's political  success.  This  is  the 
idea  that  Cabinet  government 
had  been  replaced  by  a land  of 
prime  ministerial  government 
which  has  virtually  presidential 
tii rough-control  of  the  admin- 
istrative and  party  machines. 

The  present  prime  minister 
does,  indeed  enjoy  a singular 
degree  of  personal  authority.  It 
comes,  however,  not  from  in- 
stitutional mechanics  but  from 
her  political  leadership  and  clar- 
ity of  purpose  in  tackling  the 
national  crisis  when  too  many  in 
her  then  Cabinet  had  wished  to 
temporize  in  the  old  useless  way. 

Her  fond  of  personal  authority 
has  generally  been  for  the  public 
good  But  it  has  also  had  some 
disconcerting  consequences. 
Everyone  knows  that  she  runs 
her  Cabinet  as  a kind  of  no- 
nonsense  boss.  But  we  have 


never  seen  her  supremacist  in- 
stincts quite  so  openly  in  opera- 
tion as  they  were  when,  to  the 
embarrassment  of  a strong  and 
successful  Chancellor  on  the  eve 
of  his  Budget,  she  publicly 
opposed  his  known  policy  of 
reducing  interest  rates  and  inter- 
vening m the  market  to  stabilize 
sterling  at  a lower  exchange  rate 
against  the  Deutschmark. 

It  is  a complex  economic 
argument  and  I am  concerned 
here  only  with  whether  this  kind 
of  attempted  pre-emptive  strike 
is  the  right  way  to  resolve  iL 
Nigel  Lawson  has  been  trying  to 
show  that  Britain  can  operate  as 
though  it  were  a member  of  the 
European  Monetary  System, 
which  be  wishes  to  join,  without  . 
actually  being  a member,  and  he 
does  not  want  economic  growth 
and  employment  to  be  impeded 
by  high  interest  rates.  Mrs 
Thatcher,  on  the  other  band 
both  opposes  EMS  membership 
and  wishes  to  avoid  any  risk  of 
inflation  through  easier  money. 

The  proper  course  would  be  to 
refer  such  a fundamental  ques- 
tion to  the  Cabinet's  economic 
sub-committee.  If  that  produced 
an  agreed  policy  the  matter 
would  be  settled  If  not,  it  should 
be  taken  to  the  foil  CabineL 

A prime  minister  holds  office 
because  be  or  she  can  form  a 
government  acceptable  to  a par- 
liamentary majority.  Once  ap- 
pointed each  Cabinet  minister  is 
free  (in  the  light  of  his  party’s 
public  commitments)  to  shape 
his  policies  according  to  his  own 
best  judge  mem,  but  subject  to 
the  Cabinet’s  acceptance  — at 
least  until  his  prime  minister  can 
find  a suitable  general  occasion 
for  removing  or  re-posting  him. 

If,  however,  he  can  neither 
persuade  his  colleagues  to  agree 
to  a specific  policy,  nor  modify 


his  policies  to  reach  agreement, 
he  resigns. 

But  suppose  it  turned  out  to  be 
the  prime  minister  who  was  in  a 
Cabinet  minority  on  the  matter? 
Of  course,  the  Cabinet  would 
virtually  never  risk  damaging  its 
party  by  pushing  a prime  min- 
ister into  a corner.  A prime 
minister  always  holds  the  stron- 
gest hand  But  the  essential  point 
is  that  policy  differences  should 
come  to  Cabinet  for  reasoned 
argument,  bargaining  and  agree- 
ment on  a common  line.  It  does 
not  do  for  the  prime  minister  to 
undermine  a minister  by  public 
implied  criticism  of  his  policy. 
Mrs  Thatcher’s  exchange  rate 
intervention  created  a sour  at- 
mosphere for  the  Budget,  and 
the  public  pursuit  of  the  same 
line  by  her  close  colleague.  Lord 
Young,  this  week  has  made 
matters  worse. 

Not  for  the  first  time,  Mrs 
Thatcher  has  given  ammunition 
to  those  Tones  who  say  she 
wants  to  ran  everything  herself 
never  suffers  a truly  independent 
minister  to  flourish,  and  edges 
out  those  who  cross  her  wilL  If 
Mr  Lawson  chooses  to  depart 
because  he  wants  to  go  to  the 
City  or  is  disinclined  to  wait  for 
the  Foreign  Office,  that  will  do 
no  harm.  If  he  appears  to  go 
because  be  feels  undermined 
that  will  harm  Mrs  Thatcher 
within  her  party.  . 

In  times  of  emergency,  ener- 
getic prime  ministers  with  the 
qualities  of  leadership  rightly 
enjoy  extra  power.  In  calmer 
times,  it  should  be  different  At 
the  moment,  the  Cabinet  con- 
ventions are  somewhat  in 
eclipse.  Yet  the  Cabinet  system 
has  not  come  to  an  end  and  even 
the  most  powerful  prime  minist- 
er needs  the  goodwill  of  col- 
leagues of  independent  stature. 


One  of  the  long-standing  poz- 
zies in  the  biology  of  honey- 
bees seems  at  last  to  have  been 
solved.  Dr  Keith  S lessor  and 
his  colleagues  at  Simon  Fraser 
University,.  British  Columbia, 
have  identified  five  complex 
chemicals  which  together  are 
the  means  by  whidi  worker 
bees  recognize  their  queen. 

The  findings,  published  in 
Nature  today,  are  high  achiev- 
ements for  experimental  biol- 
ogy and  analytical  chemistry, 
and  underline  the  complexity 
of  bee  communication. 

Honey-bee  colonies  contain 
up  to  80,000  workers  co- 
operating in  an  organized  way. 
For  this  reason,  and  because 
bees  are  economically  im- 
portant, their  behaviour  has 
been  studied  since  ancient 
times.  Aristotle,  ter  example, 
was  convinced  of  the  im- 
portance of  communication  be- 
tween bees,  but  he  had  no  idea 
of  the  underlying  mechanisms. 

The  impetus  for  modern 
research  on  the  behaviour  of 
honey-bees  stems  from  the 
work  of  the  late  Karl  von 
Frisch,  who  showed  that  bees 
direct  each  other  towards 
sources  of  food  by  performing 
stylized  dance  routines. 

S lessor  and  his  colleagues 
have  concentrated  on  the  rea- 
sons for  the  soda]  cohesion  of 
the  honey-bee  colony,  known 
to  be  brought  about  by  a sub- 
stance in  the  mandibular  gland 
complex  of  the  dominant  rep- 
roductive queen.  This  sub- 
stance is  a cocktail  of 
chemicals  known  as  phero- 
mones, or  sentiochemkals, 
which  convey  information 
from  the  queen  to  her  workers.

Worker  bees  respond  to  the 
substance  by  gathering  round 
the  queen  and  attending  her  in 
what  is  called  the  retinue 
response,  licking  her  and 
touching  her  with  their  anten- 
nae. Later,  the  attendant 
workers  move  out  into  the 
colony  to  communicate  the 
presence  of  the  queen.  But 
despite  more  than  20  years  of 
research  on  the  retinue-form- 
ing substance,  none  of  the 
chemicals  it  is  known  to 
contain  has  ever  been  found  to 
elicit  the  foil  retinue  response. 

To  Identify  the  active 
constituents;  Slessor  and  his 
colleagues  extracted  the  ret- 
urae-forming  substance  from 
the  mandibular  gland  complex 
of  egg-laying  queens  and  sepa- 
rated it  into  several  fractions, 
which  they  identified  by  a 
technique  known  as  splitless 
capillary  gas  chromatography. 
Working  on  the  assumption 
that  the  return  response  cook) 


not  be  evoked  by  the  chemicals 
taken  singly,  but  only  in 
combinations,  they  tested 
worker  bees  by  exposing  them 
to  different  pairs  of  chemicals 
from  the  natural  substance. 

Five  chemicals,  three  of 
them  previously  identified, 
were  found  to  elicit  behaviour 

similar  in  some  ways  to  the  foil 

retinue  response.  Although 
none  elicited  the  full  response 
if  used  alone,  when  combined 
in  an  approximately  natural 
ratio  they  had  the  same  effect 
m inducing  the  retinae  re- 
sponse, even  at  concentrations 
one  ten-millionth  or  those 
found  naturally. 

Despite  this  success,  much 
remains  to  be  learnt.  For 
example,  in  experiments  in  an 
observation  frame  placed  out- 
doors in  the  sunshine,  a colo- 
ny’s own  queen  was  found  to 
evoke  a greater  response  than 
the  synthetic  sobstance. 

The  researchers  take  this  to 
suggest  there  are  behavioural 
cues  which  are  not  chemical, 
or  pheromones  not  yet  identi- 
fied  m the  queen  substance. 

t hey  are  now  investigating  the

Dukakis  should  start  thinking  about  the  rest  of 
the  world. 

His  apparent  ignorance  of  it  will  provoke  the 
traditronal  censoriousness  about  American 
politicians,  not  just  from  Europeans,  but  from 
well-bred ! Americans.  Mr  Lewis  Lapbam,  a 
clever  and  scornful  American  commentator  on 
his  country's  foibles,  says  in  his  new  book  that 
almost  no  one  in  America  expected  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  possess  a 
working  knowledge  of  history  and  geography. 
“It  was  a matter  of  doubt  as  to  whether  Jimmy 
Carter  could  have  located  Czechoslovakia  on  a 
map” 

But  American  politicians  tend  to  rise  to 
office  on  domestic  issues.  There  is  nothing 
specifically  American  about  that  It  is  to  do 
with  mass  democracy.  Much  the  same  thing 
happened  in  Britain,  with  important  con- 
sequences far  British  foreign  policy,  once 
prime  ministers  reached  office  via  the 
franchise. 

Neville  Chamberlain  also  had  trouble  on  the 
subject  of  Czechoslovakia.  Mr  Lapham  should 
understand  this  since  be  quotes,  in  another 
context,  Lloyd  George’s  request  to  an  aide 
during  the  Paris  peace  conference:  “Refresh 
my  memory.  Is  it  Upper  or  Lower  Silesia  that 
we  are  giving  away?” 

Unlike  most  American  politicians,  Mr 
Dukakis  speaks  a foreign  language  (Spanish). 
This  means  he  addresses  the  newly-important 
Hispanic  vote  ‘ in  its  mother  tongue.  If  it 


means  much  else,  it  is  something  to  worry 
about.  If  American  politicians  start  addressing 
special  groups  of  voters  in  languages  unintelli- 
gible to  the  majority,  it  is  one  more  denial  of 
the  notion  of  America  as  melting  pot 

I£  in  the  great  late  Nineteenth  Century 
immigration,  the  newcomers  had  been  en- 
couraged to  speak  only  their  mother  languages 
— if  there  were  presidential  candidates  to 
win  their  votes  by  orating  at  them  in  Russian, 
Yiddish,  Polish  and  Italian  - the  United  States 
would  never  attained  the  political  unity  which 
alone  enabled  it  to  become  a great  power  and 
eventually  the  leading  defender  of  the  West. 

Until  very  recently,  America's  rulers  under- 
stood this.  Early  this  century.  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt  denounced  what  he  called 
“hyphenated  Americans”  — Italian- Ameri- 
cans, German-Americans,  and  others  who  saw 
themselves  as  Italians  or  Germans  first  and 
Americans  second.  He  was  not  against  their 
civilisations.  He  was  concerned  to  develop 
America's.  Today,  with  the  post-Vietnam 
revolt  against  “Wasps”,  Theodore  Roosevelt 
would  be  denounced  as  an  Anglo-Saxon 
supremacist 

America's  political  institutions  are  Anglo- 
Saxon  in  nature  and  origin.  But  they  have  also 
enabled  vastly  differing  races  to  prosper  and  be 
protected.  The  present  ethnic  self-assertion 
could,  in  the  next  century,  turn  the  United 
States  into  a group  of  waning  linguistic 
fiefdoms  — harangued  by  politicians  in  a 
variety  of  tongues.  The  separatist  cry  would  go 
up.  Such  an  America  would  be  incapable  of 
ensuring  the  influence  of  Anglo-Saxon  democ- 
racy in  the  world,  with  dire  conseqeunces  for 
Western  Europe  — where  huddles  the  most 
vulnerable  group  of  democracies  on  earth. 

This  nightmare  is  a long  way  from  Mr 
Dukakis  and  the  Hispanic  vote.  His  chasing  it 
in  its  mother  tongue  is  mere  courtesy  and 
flattery.  But  that  is  all  it  should  remain. 


GLASNOST  WITH  GAPS 


The  verdict  of  the  Soviet  authorities  on  the 
status  of  Nagorno-Karabakh,  the  predomi- 
nantly Armenian  enclave  administered  by  the 
republic  of  Azerbaijan,  has  been  swift  and 
uncompromising.  The  petition  from  Nagorno- 
Karabakh  and  the  claim  by  the  republic  of 
Armenia  have  been  rejected  categorically.  The 
two  quarrelling  republics  have  been  told  to 
restore  order,  and  the  principle  that  borders  are 
fixed  once  and  for  all  has  been  restated  in  a way 
that  brooks  no  challenge. 

All  the  embattled  region  can  look  forward  to 
is  an  injection  of  state  funds  and  an  influx  of 
outside  observers.  The  two  republican  leader- 
ships now  have  the  authority,  and  the 
obligation,  to  halt  new  unrest  — with  force,  it 
must  be  assumed,  if  that  is  deemed  necessary. 
An  uneasy  truce  will  prevail  How  long  this 
holds  will  depend  on  how  long  the  authorities 
can  suppress  both  rival  nationalist  sentiment 
and  the  truth  about  it 

The  difficulties  involved  were  foreshadowed 
in  a small  way  earlier  this  week  when  an 
Armenian  journalist  on  the  staff  of  Provda 
protested  to  his  editor  about  the  content  of  an 
article  published  over  his  signature.  The  article 
— the  first  authoritative  account  of  the 
Nagorno-Karabakh  dispute  to  appear  in  the 
official  Moscow  media — translated  the  age-old 
ethnic  and  territorial  dispute  into  the  un- 
compromising terms  of  communist  orthodoxy, 
dubbing  those  who  wanted  to  change  its  status 
as  extreme  nationalists  and  enemies  of 
communism.  The  journalist  took  exception 
both  to  the  strident  tone,  and  to  the  association 
of  his  name  with  an  anti-Armenian  view. 

For  a correspondent  of  the  official  Com- 
munist Party  paper  to  choose  his  allegiance  to 
Armenia  over  has  loyalty  to  the  party  (or  its 
official  voice)  indicates  the  scale  of  Mr 
Gorbachov’s  problem  in  trying  to  reduce 
tension  in  the  Caucasus.  The  combination  of 
national  sentiment  and  the  now  accepted 
policy  of  glasnost  makes  ethnic  unrest  es- 
pecially hard  to  control  Nagorno-Karabakh 
will  be  a test 

Ever  since  glasnost  entered  Mr  Gorbachov’s 


reform  programme  nearly  two  years  ago, 
questions  have  been  raised  about  its  limits  and 
its  purpose.  Some  attribute  it  to  a recognition 
that  without  greater  freedom  of  information 
the  Soviet  Union  will  be  unequal  to  the 
demands  of  the  modem  world.  Others  see 
glasnost  as  merely  the  means  whereby  Mr 
Gorbachov  can  consolidate  his  power  it  can  be 
used  to  improve  the  economy,  expose  the 
shortcomings  of  his  predecessors  and  partially 
satisfy  the  intelligentsia  — but  no  more. 

Slowly,  a pattern  has  emerged.  Glasnost  is 
applied,  within  limits,,  to  pre-Gorbachov 
history —the  more  remote  the  period,  the  more 
extensive  the  glasnost.  It  is  applied  to  imigri 
exponents  of  Russian  culture  but  only 
posthumously.  It  is  applied  to  social  and 
economic  problems,  so  long  as  something  is 
being  done  about  them,  and  to  accidents  and 
disasters  - after  the  event,  when  the  limits  of 
the  damage  are  dear.  When,  as  with  ethnic 
disputes  and  living  political  critics,  the  loppy 
ending  is  not  apparent  and  the  aftermath 
unpredictable  and  possibly  uncontain  able,  the 
shutters  remain  closed. 

With  Nagorno-Karabakh,  the  limits  to 
glasnost  have  become  disappointingly  ob- 
vious. Amateur  film  smuggled  to  the  West  has 
shown  hundreds  of  thousands  demonstrating 
in  Yerevan;  Moscow  television  has  shown  only 
maps.  Self-appointed  spokesmen  for  the 
Armenian  cause  have  been  left  to  fill  the 
vacuum.  Their  accounts  of  the  anti-Armenian 
violence  in  Azerbaijan,  coloured  perhaps  by 
the  apocrypha  of  earlier  Armenian-Turitish 
encounters,  are  all  that  is  available.  None  of 
this  is  conducive  to  the  cause  of  glasnost , still

Aerosol  damage  to  the  ozone  layer  Costly  misuse  of  accident  units

Sir,  It  was  with  dismay  that  I read 
your  Science  Report,  “Sunspot  v 
aerosol”  (Man*  16).  The  Ozone 
'Trends  Band,  convened  by  Nasa 
clearly  states: 

a.  There  has  been  a large,  sadden 
and  unexpected  decrease  in  the 
abundance  of  spring-time  Ant- 
arctic ozone  over  the  last  decade. 
Ozone  decreases  of  mare  than  SO 
per  cent  in  total  column,  and  95 
per  cent  locaQy  between  IS  ami  20 
km  altitude  have  been  observed, 

b.  Whilst  the  depletion  is  largest  in 
the  Antarctic  sprung-time;  ozone 
appears  to  have  decreased  since 
1979  by  S per  cent  or  more  at  all 
latitudes  south  of  60  degrees  South 
throughout  the  year. 

t The  weight  of  evidence  Strongly 
indicates  that  man-made  chlorate 
compounds  are  primarily  respon- 
sible for  the  observed  decrease  in 
ozone  within  thcjxrtar  vortex. 

d.  There  have  been  decreases  from 
1969  to  1986 in  the  annual  average 
of  total  column  ozone  ranging 
from  1.7  to  3 per  cent;  at  latitudes 
between  30  and  64  degrees  in  the 
Northern  Hemisphere.  More  pro- 
nounced decreases,  up  to  62  pa 
cent,  have  been  observed  during 
the  winter  months. 

e.  Model  calculations  predict 


dudes  m winter  ihan  in  sum- 
mer. However,  the  decreases  ob- 
served daring  the  winter  months 


are  more  than  twice  as  large  as 
those  predicted. 

£ The  models  do  not  have  the 
ability  to  simulate  the  Antarctic 
ozone  depletions,  and  so  cannot 
be  used  to  assess  the  possible 
impact  of  those  depletions  ai  other 
seasons  and  latitudes  in  the  South- 
ern Hemisphere. 

I submit  that  these,  necessarily 
selected,  extracts  are  more  im- 
portant than  the  matters  discussed 
by  your  columnist.  The  inference 
which  I draw  from  these  findings 
is  that  we  cannot  afford  to  be 
complacent  about  existing  policy 
(the  Montreal  Protocol)  tor  con- 
trol of  the  emission  of  compounds 
containing  chlorine  or  bromine. 

When  that  protocol  was  signed, 
in  September.  1987,  we  were  told 
that  it  should  “hopefully  keep 
ozone  depletion  to  kss  than  2 per 
cent”.  The  protocol  permits  the 
amounts  of  chlorine  and  bromine 
in  the  atmosphere  to  be  still 
increasing  by  the  year  2000.  It 
would  appear  from  aO  available 
evidence  that  such  increases  are 
hazardous.

College.  Cambridge,  and  others 
Sir,  The  creation  of  the  John 
Rylands  Research  Institute  as  a 
constituent  part  of  the  John 
Rylands  University  Library  of 
Manchester  was  announced  re- 
cently. To  achieve  its  objectives  a 
sum  in  excess  of  £1  million  is  now 
being  sought  “through  sponsor- 
ship, grants  and  other  sources". 

Among  the  “other  sources" 
contemplated  is  a sale  of  dupli- 
cates which  arose  through  the 
merger  of  the  John  Rylands  with 
the  university  library  in  1972.' 
This  in  itself  would  hardly  be  a 
matter  for  concern  in  the  normal 
course  of  events  but  the  contents 
of  the  sate,  announced  to  take 
place  on  April  14.  make  nonsense 
of  any  acceptable  interpretation  of 
the  tenn  “duplicates". 

Of  the  98  volumes  involved,  67 
meat  rarities  come  from  die 
Spencer  collection  — in  the  words' 
of  Renouard,  the  great  19th- 
century  Bench  fnUiograpber,“the 
most  beautiful  and  richest  private 
library  in  Europe”  — and  23  from 
the  library  of  Professor  R.  G 
Christie,  one  of  the  university’s 
greatest  benefactors.

Weather  eye  open 

From  the  Managing  Director  of 
Noble  Denton  Weather 
Services  Ltd 

Sir,  In  his  Commentary  (March 
16)  Digby  Anderson  highlighted 
the  undesirability  of  the  mono- 
polistic attitude  of  the  Meteo- 
rological Office:  From  my  pos- 
ition at  the  head  of  one  of  the 
country’s  leading  private  sector 
meteorological  companies  I do,  of 
course,  give  his  views  my  whole- 
hearted support. 

Digby  Anderson  also  makes  the 
point  that  the  Met  Office  has  tried 
to  prevent  the  private  sector  from 
obtaining  primary  data  from  the 
USA. Tms  is  certainly  true,  but  the 
attempt  has  failed  as  the  US 
sources  are  ifgirimate  commercial 
sanitations  over  which  the  Met 
nice  has  no  jurisdiction. 

The  Met  Office  has  chosen  not 
to  enter  the  data  supply  market 
and  has  therefore  driven  potential 
customers  elsewhere.  That  is  their 
choice  and  they  are  hanfiy  in  a 
position  to  complain  if  a compet- 
itor then  buys  a freefy-avatiable 
product  from  a perfectly  legiti- 
mate source  elsewhere. 

Although  the  data  supply  mar- 
ket is  a very  competitive  one  the 
Met  Office  would  generate  some 
revenue  by  matching  the  products 
and  prices  offered  by  the  US 
organisation.  If  they  provide  the 


right  products  at  the  right  price 
then  they  would  almost  certainly 
win  the  bulk  of  the  market  for  data 
in  this  country. 

I have  the  highest  respect  for  the 
technical  capabilities  of  the  Met 
Office.  In  activities  such  as  global 
numerical  analysis  and  forecasting 
and  also  in  research  it  probably 
has  no  equal  anywhere  in  tire 
world.  I believe  that  it  should 
concentrate  on  those  areas  of 
excellence  rather  than  try  to 
provide  all  meteorological  ser- 
vices to  all  people.  To  be  both 
wholesaler  and  retailer  is  a very 
difficult  task. 

In  the  USA,  where  foe  market 
for  weather  services  per  head  of 
population  far  exceeds  that  in  this 
country,  the  National  Weather 
Service  acts  as  the  “wholesaler” 
white  a very  large  percentage  of 
foe  “retail”  services  to  end-useis 
are  provided  by  commercial 
meteorological  companies. 

fa  a small  way  we  have  started  a 
move  in  that  direction  in  this 
country.  Just  how  far  we  can  go 
will  depend  on  bow  we  satisfy  our 
customers.  They  will  certainly 
vote  with  their  money.

It  came  as  a surprise  that  over 
30  per  cent  of  visits  by  the  public' 
could  not  be  regarded  as  an 
emergency.  It  was  disturbing  to 
note  that  the  public  call  for  items 
such  as  bandages,  plasters  and 
cotton  wooL  Nappy  rashes,  sweat 
rashes  and  other  minor  com- 
plaints, which  could  be  effectively 
dealt  with  at  GP  level,  were  also 
unacceptably  high,  particularly 
during  the  summer  months.

Britain  has,  in  market  squares, 
at  street  comers  and  on  village 
greens,  a large  and  underrated 
collection  of  works  of  art  They 
may  be  by  eminent  sculptors,  or 
by  local  ones  whose  portraits  are 
often  more  personal;  largely  of  foe 
nineteenth  century,  they  range 
overall  from  Charles  I to  foe 
present 

These  portraits  of  our  past  may 
not  be  Great  Art,  but  they  deserve 
recognition  and  preservation. 
Local  councils  effect  what  repairs 
they  can,  some  caringly,  and 
others  (to  the  subjects*  detriment) 
amateurishly.  Too  many  monu- 
ments are  neglected,  but  in  foe 
present  cote  dimate  of  “cuts”, 
council  purses  have  more  urgent 
demands. 

A national  inventory,  such  as 
that  recently  undertaken  by  the 
Fountain  Society,  could  be  the 
first  -step  in  a preservation  pro- 
gramme.

LATEST  INTELLIGENCE. 
THE  CRETAN  QUESTION. 

ATHENS,  March  23. 

A telegram  from  Constantino- 
ple stated  that  the  Turkish  army 
has  received  the  strictest  orders 
not  to  overstep  the  frontier,  even 
if  attacked  by  the  Greeks.  The 
Greeksiqrerior  officers  are  said  to 
be  doing  their  utmost  to  control 
the  impatience  of  their  men,  who 
are  eager  to  attack.  Fears  are 
expressed  that  on  the  25th  inst 
(O.S.),  the  day  of  the  declaration 
of  Greek  independence,  the 
troops  may  get  out  of  hand.  The 
Government  organ,  Palin- 
genesis,  to-night  exhorts  the 
army  to  obedience. 

The  Greek  Vice-Consuls  at 
Retimo  and  Heraklion  have  been 
withdrawn. 

A friend  who  has  recently 
arrived  from  Canea  states  that 
the  utmost  despondency  prevails 
among  the  Mahomedan  leaders 
there.  Whether  autonomy  is 
established  in  Crete  or  union 
with  Greece  takes  place,  they 
regard  the  future  with  despair. 
With  autonomous  institutions 
they  believe  that  they  would  be 
completely  at  the  mercy  of  the 
Christian  majority  when  once  the 
forces  of  the  Powers  were  with- 
drawn. Under  union  they  con- 
sider that,  however  excellent 
might  be  foe  intentions  of  the 
Greek  Government,  there  would 
be  no  effectual  restraint  on  foe 
ferocity  of  their  Christian 
compatriots,  who  would  not  allow 
a large  body  of  Greek  officials  to 
be  sent  to  foe  island.  The  ay  of 
“Crete  for  the  Cretans”  would 
Boon,  they  say,  be  raised,  and  any 
vigorous  interference  on  the  part 
of  the  Greek  Government  would 
be  resented.  Hitherto  they  have 
depended  upon  Constantinople 
for  support,  and  this  being  cut  off 
they  see  nothing  but  absolute 
ruin  in  the  future.  Many  of  them 
are  already  reduced  to  destitu- 
tion, and  these  anxieties  are 
increased  by  foe  suspicion  with 
which  they  are  regarded  fay  the 
Mahomedan  populace,  which  de- 
nounces them  aa  having  betrayed 

their  cause,  and  threatens  to 
prevent  them  by  force  should 
they  endeavour  to  leave  the 
island. 

There  can  be  iHd*  doubt  that, 
whatever  foe  system  of  autonomy 
now  set  up  by  the  Powers,  the 
union  will  sooner  or  later  become 
an  accomplished  fact  What  is 
needed  is  a period  of  transition 
during  which  provisional 
arrangements  could  hie  made  for 
foe  future  of  the  Mahomedan 
population.  That  the  greater 
number  will  emigrate  may  be 


to  repatriate  the  Mahomedan 
peasants  from  the  isolated  vil- 
lages in  the  interior  would  only 
prepare  foe  way  for  future  catas- 
trophes.

It  wwW  be  admirable,  if  only  to 
relieve  the  congestion  at  Canea, 
Candia  and  Retimo,  to  give  as 
many  of  foe  Mahomedara  as  wifl 
accept  it  foe  opportunity  of 
making  their  fortune  elsewhere. 
A considerable  portion  of  foe 
population  of  the  towns  may  be 
willing  to  remain,  but  foe  peas- 
ants who  are  the  main  sufferers 
by  tire  successive  insurrections, 
would  probably  be...  glad  to 
find  a refuge  in  some  other 
land...

DR  HENRY  COHEN 

Development  of  the  jet  engine

show’s  catalogue  says:  “Van  Dyck’s  repot- 
ation  as  a flatterer  Is  certainly  not 
completely  unjustified,  and  although  in  a 
case  like  this  we  hare  no  other  means  of 
knowing  what  the  sitter  looked  like,  we  may 
be  inclined  to  wonder  whether  the  artist  did 
not  somewhat  improve  on  nature". 

Close  scrutiny  shows  that  Van  Dyck 
changed  his  mind  about  the  composition  as 
he  went  along.  Pentimenti,  or  worn  spots  in 
the  paint,  show  how  the  chair  in  the  painting 
was  originally  parallel  to  the  picture  plane. 
Another  intriguing  detail  is  the  letter  Le  Roy 
holds  in  one  hand.  Its  contents  will  always 
remain  a mystery. 

Old  Master  Paintings  from  the  Thyssen- 
Bornemisza  collection  is  at  the  Royal 
Academy,  London  until  June  12. 


Dr  Henrv  Cohen,  life  fellow  of 
Queens'  College,  and  lecturer 
in  the  department  of  engineer- 
ing Cambridge  University 
from  1954  to  1981.  died  in 
Canberra  on  March  9 from 
injuries  received  in  a road 
accident.  He  was  66. 

During  the  war  he  was  one 
: of  the  team  of  able  young 
engineers  who  laid  the  founda- 
tions of  the  new  technology  of 
aircraft  gas  turbines  and  jet 
engines. 

Henry  Cohen  was  bom  m 
Swansea  on  September  29. 
1921,  and  educated  at  Swan- 
sea Grammar  School  from 
which  he  entered  St  Catha- 
rine's College,  Cambridge,  as 
an  Exhibitioner,  in  1939.  He 
took  the  wartime  Mechanical 
Sciences  Tripos  in  1941  and 
went  to  the  Royal  Aircraft 
Establishment,  where  he  was 
assigned  to  the  new  gas 
turbine  division. 

His  work  on  the  behaviour 
of  fast-moving  streams  of 
gas  flowing  in  ducts  and 
combustion  chambers  led  to 
an  analvsis  of  the  effect  of  heat 
addition  to  a high-speed  flow 
in  a ducL  His  original  research 
was  important  in  the  develop- 
ment of  after-burners  and 
ramjets. 

Spurred  by  the  need  to  catch 
flying  bombs,  a project  was 
started  to  increase  the  thrust 
of  the  RAF  Meteor's  jet 
engines  by  burning  fuel  in 


the  jet  pipe  after  the  turbine. 
As  the  war  ended,  Conen 
had  carried  this  after-burner 
projecl  to  the  flight  stage. 

In  1946  he  went  as  a torturer 
in  mechanical  engineering  to 
King’s  College,  Newcastle.  His 
lectures  on  gas  turbines  led  in 
195  ] to  the  publication,  with 
G.  F.  C.  Rogers  (also  of  the 
RAE).  of  Gas  Turbine  Theory , 
which  has  gone  into  several 
editions. 

After  moving  to  Cambridge 
in  1954  he  continued  his 
research  on  turbine  blade 
cooling  and  on  new  aspects  of 
heat  transfer  — to  liquid 
metals,  to  non-Newtonian 
fluids  and  through  metal-to- 
metal  joints. 

He  was  a consultant  to 
a number  of  turbine  manu  - 
facturers. 

Henry  Cohen  was  renowned 
for  the  clarity  and  humour  of 
his  lectures.  He  brought  a 
sense  of  fun  to  his.  teaching 
and  to  the  combination  room 
of  his  college,  which  he  served 
as  Junior  Bursar  and  in  other 
capacities,  one  pf  which  was  as 
croquet  champion. 

He  took  early  retirement 
from  his  lectureship  in  1981  to 
spend  bis  time  on  building  a 
house  and  a swimming  pooL 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
with  whom  he  had  worked  at 
the  RAE,  two  sons  and  a 
daughter.

He  received  his 
MBE  for  his  work  in  setting  up 


Friendship  Houses  for  troops 
in  the  Middle  East 

An  appointment  which  gave 
him  great  influence  was  to  the 
Wesley  Memorial,  Oxford,  a 
post  that  carried  with  it  duties 
as  a students’  chaplain. 

In  the  affairs  of  the 
Methodist  Church  his  best- 
known  contribution  was  as 
convener  of  a committee  in 
the  early  1970s  which  gave  the 
laity  greater  representation  on 
church  committees. 

He  was  devoted  to  the  cause 
of  ecumenism.  The  break- 
down a few  years  ago  of  the 
Anglican-Methodist  dis- 
cussions was  a bitter  dis-_ 
appointment  to  him. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
two  sons  and  three  daughters. 


MAJ-GEN  JOHN  WOODROW 


Major-General  John  Wood- 
row,  MBE,  Director  of  Army 
Security  from  1973  to  1978, 
has  died  at  the  age  of  68. 

Albert  John  Woodrow  was 
born  at  Nottingham  on  June 
3,  1919,  educated  at  High 
Storrs  and  Sheffield  Univer- 
sity and  commissioned  into 
the  Royal  Signals  in  1940. 

He  served  in  North-West 
Europe  and  in  Burma  daring 
the  war,  when  he  was  men- 
tioned in  despatches.  After  the 
war  he  became  a member  of 
the  British  Services  Mission  to 
Burma,  where,  in  1 949,  he  and 
his  family  were  captured  by 
the  Karen  rebels  and  held  for 
several  weeks. 

After  their  release  they 
returned  to  England  and  he 
was  made  an  MBE 

Woodrow  later  served  with 


the  Canadian  Army,  at  Rivets, 
Manitoba,  and  with  the 
British  Army  on  the  Rhine. 
He  commanded  1st  Division 
Signals  Regiment  from  1961 
to  1963,  when  he  went  as  a 
member  of  the  British  Army 
Staff  in  Washington.  In  1965 
he  returned  to  Catterick  to 
command  the  Training  Bri- 
gade Royal  Signals. 

From  1968  to  1970  he  was 
Army  Director  of  Public 
Relations,  and  from  1970-3 
-General  Officer  Commanding 
Wales.  He  was  Colonel  Com- 
mandant of  the  Royal  Corps 
of  Signals  from  1970  until 
1977. 

He  married,  in  1944, 
Elizabeth  Prestige,  younger 
daughter  of  the  fate  Sir  John 
Prestige,  who  survives  him 
with  their  daughter  and  two 
sons. 


BILLY  BUTTERFIELD 


Billy  Butterfield,  American 
jazz  trumpeter,  who  recorded 
with  Louis  Armstrong,  Benny 
Goodman  and  Lester  Young, 
died  in  Florida  on  March  18. 
He  was  71. 

Charles  William  Butter  - 
field,  bora  on  January  14, 
1917,  at  Middletown,  Ohio, 
joined  the  band  of  Bob  Crosby 
and  Bob  Haggart  at  the  age  of 
19,  and  enjoyed  his  first 
success  when  he  was  featured 
on  a Haggart  tune  called  “I'm 
Free”,  later  retilled  “What’s 
New”. 

In  the  early  1940s  he 
appeared  with  the  popular  big 
bands  led  by  Artie  Shaw, 
Benny  Goodman  and  Les 
Brown  before,  in  1945.  briefly 


and  unsuccessfully  embarking 
on  an  adventure  as  the  leader 
of  his  own  orchestra. 

Thereafter,  his  lucid, 
spirited  trumpet  style,  deeply 
influenced  by  Armstrong,  kept 
him  in  demand  as  a featured 
soloist  contributing  to  record- 
ings by  Tommy  Dorsey,  Eddie 
Condon,  Ray  Conniff,  and 
many  others. 

For  some  years  in  the  late 
1960s  and  early  1970s  he  was 
part  of  an  ensemble  known  as 
the  World's  Greatest  Jazz 
Band,  whose  ludicrous 
marketing-man's  title  did  not 
prevent  it  from  making  worth- 
while music  in  a series  of 
recordings  and  international 
tours. 


PERCY  THROWER

Your  obituary  of  March  19 
gave  the  impression  that 
Percy  Thrower’s  distinguished 
broadcasting  career  ended  in 
1 976  after  a disagreement  with 
the  BBC  concerning  a tele- 
vision commercial.

They  say  in  Poland  that  the 
best  views  of  Warsaw  are  from 
the  top  of  the  Palace  of 
Culture,  because  that  is  the 
only  place  in  Warsaw  from 
which  you  cannot  see  the 
Palace  of  Culture.

from  applying  for  the  action  to 
be  stayed  under  section  4 of  the 
Arbitration  Act  1950. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  so  held, 
allowing  an  interlocutory  appeal 
by  the  defendant.  Homelife 
Nursing  Ltd.  from  Mr  Justice 
Rose  who  on  June  18. 1987  ted 
allowed  an  appeal  by  the  plain- 
tiff  Skopos  Design  Group  Ltd 
^ (trading  as  Anker  Contract  Car- 
pets). from  Master  Warren’s 
order  staying  the  plain  d/Ts  ac- 
tion puruant  to  section  4 of  the 
1950  Act. 

Mr  Richard  Parkes  for  the 
defendant:  Mr  Stephen  Bate  for 
the  plaintiff. 

LORD  JUSTICE  MAY  said 
that  section  4 of  the  1950  Act 
was  in  identical  terms  to  section 
4 of  the  Arbitration  Act  1889. 

The  provisions  for  acknow- 
ledging service  in  Order  12  of 
the  Rules  of  the  Supreme  Court 
had  been  introduced  in  1980. 
and  rule  10  equated  acknow- 
ledging service  to  entering  an 
appearance  which  it  replaced. 
From  1875  until  those  pro- 
visions were  introduced  in  1 980. 
the  Rules  of  the  Supreme  Court 
had  entitled  a defendant  to  an 
action  commenced  in  a district 
registry,  unless  he  lived  in  that 
district,  to  cause  the  action  to 
proceed  in  London  by  entering 
an  appearance  in  London. 

• His  Lordship  did  not  think 
.that  the  introduction  of  the 
provisions  Ibr  acknowledging 
/.  service  and  the  inclusion  of  lhe 

boxes  had  been  intended  to  add 


so  much  to  the  former  practice 
of  entering  an  appearance  in 
London  that  by  ticking  the 
boxes  to  apply  for  a transfer  the 
defendant  was  taking  a step  in 
the  action. 

Second,  although  some  of  the 
authorities  were  difficult  to 
reconcile,  in  each  case  an  objec- 
tive approach  ted  been  adopted 
to  determine  whether  a step  had 
been  taken.  The  test  was 
whether  the  defendant  had 
impliedly  affirmed  the  institu- 
tion of  proceedings  and  in- 
dicated a willingness  to  go  to 
law. 

Ticking  the  box  to  apply  for  a 
transfer  10  a different  forum  was 
no  more  a step  in  the  action  than 
entering  an  appearance  or  seek- 
ing clarification  of  an  indorse- 
ment on  a writ  or  of  a statement 
of  claim  to  ascertain  whether  an 
agreement  to  arbitrate  applied: 
compare  Ives  & Barker  v 
Wiltons  ([1894]  2 Ch  478). 

His  Lordship  would  allow  the 
appeal  and  restore  the  master’s 
order. 

Lord  Justice  Balcombe 
agreed. 

LORD  JUSTICE  STOCKER, 
concurring,  said  that  if  ticking 
the  boxes  in  paragraph  4 con- 
stituted a step  in  the  action, 
defendants  were  subjected  to  a 
trap  since  the  form  [Form  No  14 
in  Appendix  A to  the  Rules  of 
the  Supreme  Court]  was  the  one 
presen  bed  by  Order  12,  rale 
XI  )■  Paragraph  4 dealt  with  an 
application  under  Order  4.  rale 
X3V  but  it  formed  part  of  the 
general  form  for  acknowledging 
service. 

Anyone  might  therefore  con- 
strue the  form  as  simply  having 
the  effect  of  acknowledging 
service.  The  fact  that  there 
might  be  ways  of  avoiding  the 
trap,  for  example  by  writing  a 
letter  saying  that  the  application 
was  made  without  prejudice, 
was  no  consolation  to  someone 
who  had  already  fallen  into  it. 

Such  a result  could  not  have 
been  intended,  and  ticking  the 
boxes  in  paragraph  4 was  not  to 
be  taken  as  a step  in  the  action.

The  Court  of  Appeal  (Lord

LORD  JUSTICE  MAY  said 
that  the  defendant  had  arguca

condition  of  the  grant,  and  that 
the  premium  was  therefore  not 
rendered  illegal  by  section 
119(1).

Duty  to  write  prescriptions  clearly 


Preodergast  r Sam  & Dee  Ltd 
Before  Mr  Justice  AuW 
[Judgment  March  16] 

A doctor  owed  a duty  to  his 
patient  to  write  prescriptions 
clearly.  The  uming  should  be  of 
sufficient  legibility  to  allow  for 
lhe  possible  mistakes  of  busy 
and  distracted  pharmacists  who 
might  not  (v  paying  attention  to 
what  they  were  doing. 

A pharmacist  who  misread  a 
prescription  and  dispensed  the 
wrong  drug  to  a patient  was 
liable  in  negligence  where  there 
had  been  sufficient  information 
on  the  prescription  as  a whole  to 
put  him  on  inquby  that  he  was 
prescribing  the  wrong  drug. 

Mr  Justice  Auld  so  held  in  the 
Queen's  Bench  Division  in 
awarding  the  plaintiff  James 
Prcndctisttl  £119,302  plus  in- 
terest against  Sam  & Dee  L:d.  3 
pharmacy.  Mr  Peter  Kozary,  the 
dispensing  pharmacist  and  Dr 
Stuart,  Miller  who  wrote  the 
prescription. 

Mr  Ronald  Walker.  QC  and 
Mr  Andrew-  Hogarth  for  the 
plaintiff:  Mr  John  Dennis*  for 
Mr  Kozary:  Mr  David  Latham. 
QC  and  Mr  Nicholas  Underhill 
for  Dr  Miller:  Sam  &.  Dee  Ltd 
were  not  represented. 

MR  JUSTICE  AULD  said 
that  Mr  Prcndergast.  an  asth- 
matic, had  been  prescribed  three 
Ventolin  inhalers,  ISO  Ph)J!o- 
contin  tablets  and  2 1 Am 0x1 1 
tablets.  Thai  was  a common- 
place combination  of  drug>  for 
an  asthmatic  with  a chest 
infection. 

The  pharmacist  had  dis- 
pensed the  first  two  items 
correctly  but  instead  of  Amoxil 
he  had  dispensed  Daonil,  a drug 
used  for  diabetics  to  reduce  the 
sugar  content  in  the  body. 

Mr  Prendcigas:  was  not 
diabetic,  and  as  a result  of  taking* 


the  Danml  suffered  sjmpioms 
of  hypogKcacmia  and  sustained 
permanent  brain  damage. 

Mr  Kozary  said  that  the  word 
“Amoxil"  on  the  prescription 
was  unclear.  He  mistook  the 
“A"  for  a lower  case  "d**  and  the 
"V  for  ~n~. 

Assuming  Dr  Miller’s  writing 
was  unclear  and  could  have 
Nren  read  as  Daonil  there  were 
enough  other  indications  to  put 
Mr  Kozary  on  inquiry. 

Daonil  was  only  made  sn  5mg 
strengths  but  the  word  Amoxi! 
was  followed  hy  "250".  Mr 
Kozary  thought  Dr  Milter  had 
mixed  Danmi  up  wi:h  another 
diabetic  drag  which  was  taken  in 
strengths  of  25(Jmg. 

His  Lordship  said  that  Mr 
Kozary  could  not  have  been 
paying  attention  when  he  dis- 
pensed P sontl  to  .Mr  Prender- 
gast.  “25t'~  could  no:  have 
meant  2SUmc  of  Daoni:. 

Tne  fact  that  another  diabetic 
drug  might  have  been  confused 
was  confirmation  of  the  need  for 
the  prescription  to  be  checked 
with  the  doctor. 

The  dosage  specified  was 


unusually  high  for  Daonil  but 
normal  for  Amoxil.  Also  Mr 
Prcndergast  paid  *9r  dw  drugs 
on  collection  when  it  could  have 
been  expected  that  a diabetic 
would  be  entitled  to  free  drugs. 

If  Mr  Kozary  had  been  paying 
alien  lion  he  should  hav»?  known 
there  was  something  wrong  w ith 
the  prescription  and  should 
hate  checked  it.  He  knew  that 
raking  Daonil  was  dangerous  to 
nun-diabetics. 

The  most  likely  explanation 
was  that  he  had  simply  not  been 
paving  attention  and  in  so  acting 
he*  fell  below  the  standard  of 
skill  expected  of  a pharmacist 
and  was  negligent. 

It  was  common  ground  that  if 
Dr  Miller  was  in  breach  of  lhe 
duty  of  care  which  be  owed  10 
Mr'  Prendergast  he  could  not 
rely  on  (he  negligence  of  Mr 
Kozary  to  release  him  from  all 
liability.  It  was  therefore  nec- 
essary 10  consider  his  hand- 
writing. 

In  the  Iasi  analysts  the  ques- 
tion was  one  of  general  im- 
pression for  his  Lordship  and  in 
his  view  the  word  on  the 


prescription  could  be  read  as 
Daonil. 

A doctor  owed  a duty  to  his 
patient  to  unie  a prescription 
dearly.

Dr  Miller's  writing  on  the 
prescription  fell  below  the  stan- 
dard of  care  owed  to  Mr  Pren- 
dcfgast.  He  could  not  escape 
liability  by  saying  there  was 
sufficient  information  on  ihe 
prescription  as  a whole  to  haw 
put  Mr  Kozary  on  alert. 

Mr  Kozary 's  failure  to  be  put- 
on  alert  was  careless  but  Dr 
Miller  should  haw  taken 
account  of  that. 

Dr  Miller's  writing  had  been 
negligent  and  had  contributed 
towards  the  negligent  mistake  of 
Mr  Kozaiy.  although  (he  greater 
responsibility  lay  with  Mr 
Kozary. 

The  proper  apportionment  of 
damages  was  that  Dr  Miller  was 
25  per  cent  liable  and  Mr 
Kozary  75  percenr  liable.

Williams  v Swan  Hunter 
Shipbuilders  Ltd 

The  short,  hinged  extension 
linking  the  end  of  a ship's 
gangway  10  the  quayside  did  not 
form  pan  of  the  "main  gang- 
way” and  was  thus  outside  the 
scope  of  regulation  7 of  the 
Shipbuilding  and  Ship-repairing 
Regulations  (SI  19b0  No  >952i 
and  did  not  need  to  be  fitted 
with  handrails. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  (Lord 


Justice  Dillon  and  Lord  Justice 
Stocker)  so  held  on  March  7 
dismissing  an  appeal  in  a per- 
sonal injury  action  by  the 
plaintiff.  Mr  James  Williams, 
from  the  decision  of  Judge  Hall 
in  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  County- 
Court  in  favour  of  the  defen- 
dants. 

LORD  JUSTICE  STOCKER 
said  that  the  plaintiff  sustained 
injury  slipping  on  the  three-foot 
extension  that  was  not  fitted 
with  a handrail.

New  figures  show  an  increase  in 
sudden  infant  death  syndrome,  yet 
research  into  its  prevention  is 
painstakingly  slow.  Ann  Kent  reports 
on  the  latest  theories  on  cot  death 


illions  have  been 
spent  on  resear- 
ching sudden  in- 
fant death  syn- 
drome (SIDS) 
worldwide,  but 
pinning  down  the  cause  is  like 
tackling  a jigsaw  without  seeing 
the  picture  on  the  box.  Every  so 
often  hopes  3re  raised  when  a 
possible  nsk  factor  is  identified. 
Then  it  iums  out  to  be  one  very 
small  piece  of  the  whole  puzzle, 
and  sometimes  it  does  not  fit  in 
at  all. 

When  a rise  m cot  deaths  was 
announced  last  week,  based  on  the 
figures  lor  1 9So,  a senior  official  at 
the  Department  of  Health  sug- 
gested that  the  ■.'a use  might  be  the 
ere  winter  that  year.  But 
darrding  to  Dr  Elizabeth  Taylor, 
sc*':%r  iecturer  in  community 
paediatrics  at  Sheffield  University 
and  one  of  Britain's  leading 
researchers  into  the  syndrome,  her 
figures  did  not  show  more  than  the 
usual  proportion  in  the  winter 
months  of  19S6.  and  she  points 
out  that  the  increased  death  rate 
also  a l reeled  other  countries  in 
Western  Europe.  • 

Taylor  says  she  would  like  to 
look  more  closely  at  the  relation- 
ship between  the  

increase  in  cot 
deaths  and  the 
fall  in  deaths  in 
the  perinatal  per- 
iod: there  has 
been  a steady  de- 
crease in  infant 
deaths  from  all 
causes  in  the  first 
week  of  life.  Tay- 
lor believes  that 
some  babies  who

the  death  certificates  of  1.748 
infants  in  the  United  Kingdom 
under  ihcageofl2  months  (90  per 
cent  of  SIDS  victims  die  before 
they  are  eight  months  old,  al- 
though there  is  a peak  at  three 
months)  — an  increase  of  268  on 
1985. 

While  the  public  hopes  to  be 
given  definite  causes  for  these 
deaths,  scientists  can  usually  only 
ofifer  links  and  associations.  One 
problem  in  assessing  the  extent  of 
SIDS  is  that  it  is  a diagnosis  of 
exclusion.  And,  inevitably,  some 
pathologists  are  better  equipped 
than  others  to  check  other  possible 
causes  before  registering  SIDS.  It 
is  likely  that  at  least  some  col 
deaths  occur  in  the  early  stages  of 
a very  virulent  infection  which 
might  not  show  up  at  post- 
mortem. 

Despite  these  difficulties,  ad- 
vances are  being  made  in  identify- 
ing the  underlying  causes  of  what 
Taylor  calls  “this  dustbin  diagno- 
sis". Unfortunately,  with  one 
notable  exception,  prevention  is 
much  further  away. 

The  exception  represents  the  . 
only  real . breakthrough'  in  - this1' . 
decade.  It  has  been  discovered  ; 
that  an  inherited  deficiency  of  one 
• particular  enzy- 
me causes  some 
of  the  deaths  put 
down  to  SIDS.  A 
deficiency  of  me- 
dium-chain acyl- 
CoA  xfeftydroge- 
base;  (MCAD): 
'prevents  the  nor-

Since  the  late  Seventies,  the 
death  rate  has  averaged  about  one 
baby  in  500.  However,  according

normally,,  this 
may  hot  matter 
too  much.  But  at  times  of  stress,  or 
when  the  baby  is  not  feeding 
properly,  then  this  inability  to: 
■draw  on  stored  body  fat  can  be 
fataL  The  brain  is  starved-  of 
oxygen,  and  death  can  result. 

This  metabolic  deficiency  can 
be  picked  up  by  screening  tests 
(which  may  be  offered  to  parents 
w ho  have  already  lost  a child)  and 
the  parents  would  be.  advised  on 
what  action  to  take  when  the 


bile  doctors  attempt 
to  pin  down  the 
causes  of  cot  deaths, 
the  Foundation  for 
the  Study  of  Infant  Deaths 
supports  bereaved  parents.  "It 
would  be  wrong  to  teU  parents  a 
cot  death  can’t  happen  to  them 
again,  but  recurrence  is  very 
rare,"  says  Mrs  June  Reed,  a 
counsellor. 

■'Some  parents  use  breathing 
monitors  (a  device  strapped  to 
the  baby's  chest  which  ticks  with 
every  breath  and  sounds  an 
alarm  if  the  child  has  not 
breathed  for  a certain  length  of 
time)  for  their  next  baby  — 
although  we  tell  them  there  is  no 
evidence  that  their  use  will 
prevent  another  death  despite 
the  claims  of  some  manufac- 
turers," Reed  says. 

“However,  parents  who  use 
these  monitors  find  them  im- 
mensely reassuring  and  many 
are  reluctant  to  stop  using  them.

can  advise  parents  on  which 
fluctuations  axe  normal,  and 
which  show  that  special  ore 
should  be  taken.  Regular  naked 
weiching  of  babies  is  a very  good 
wav  of  monitoring  their  progress.

The  foundation  has  produced  ». 
sreen  card  for  all  parents  which' 
indicates  when  a doctor  should 
be  called  and  gives  advice  on. 
infant  care.  Because  of  sus- 
picions that  some  cot  deaths  are 
trieeered  bv  overheating,  parents 
are  advised  to  check  the  baby ; 
while  it  is  under  its  bedding  to 
ensure  it  is  neither  too  hot  nor  too 
cold.  Meanwhile,  a joint  Anglo-- 
Ausrralian  project  is  attempting 
to  develop  a simple  scoring 
system  to  show  when  an  appar- 
ently minor  illness  is  more 
sinister  than  it  seems.

ot  deaths  occur  at  any- 
time, and  in  all  social 
classes.  However,  rates 
per  thousand  are  higher 
in  cities  than  in  towns  and,  as 
with  other  types  of  disease, 
higher  in  deprived  areas.

Some  scoring  systems  also' 
include  as  possible  factors  un- 
employment of  parents:  poor 
housing;  maternal  infection  dur- 
ing pregnancy;  a history  o;  drug 
taking;  birth  problems  such  as 
short  second  stage  of  labour,  pro- 
term  deliveries  and  Caesarian 
section;  and  a failure  by  the 
mother  to  keep  antenatal  and 
postnatal  appointments.

Marx  did  il  Aaron  Burr 
did  ii.

Kieman  describes  in  this  absorb- 
ing book  as  “one  of  the  most 
fantastical  things  in  human  d&f 
annals”.

In  the  course  of  his  argument 
Kieman  provides  many  examples  of 
the  duel  in  action,  most  of  them 
barbarous  and  all  of  them  ridiculous.

Faint 
hearts  never  won  fair 
faEgF*'  ‘ ladies;  but,  according  to 
the  old  code,  faint  hearts 
55&p  never  won  anything,  and  the 
S?£  origins  of  the  duel  can  be  seen  in 
Y the  t win  passion  for  power  and 
privilege.  It  took  its  orthodox  shape 
in  the  1 7th  and  18th  centuries,  at  once 
demonstrating  its  fatal  attractions. 
More  individualized  than  the  ven- 
detta, more  glorious  than  mass  battle, 
it  also  possessed  the  charm  which 
comes  from  the  flirtation  (and  often 
even  union)  with  death. 


But  it  was  also  a mark  of 
exclusivity;  only  gentlemen 
could  take  up  arms  against 
each  other,  and,  by  denying 
this  basic  human  right  to  the 
peasants  beneath  them,  the  aris- 
tocrats of  Europe  were  able  to 
discriminate  even  in  death.  The  poor 
murdered  each  other,  the  rich  were 
engaged  in  a social  ritual.  In  the  reign 
of  George  III,  for  example,  there  were 
91  fatalities  in  duds  but  only  two 
executions  as  a result.  Duelling 
represented  a kind  of  secular  moral- 
ity, in  other  words,  providing  what 
was  in  general  a spurious  code  of 
“honour”,  which  had  as  much  to  do 
with  enforced  leisure  and  gruesome

theatricality  as  it  did  with  any 
genuine  sense  of  grievance.  That  is 
why  it  was  often  rendered  comically 
both  in  Action  and  in  drama  — there 
is  something  inherently  fimny  about  a 
person  whose  behaviour  is  impris- 
oned by  convention,  but  how  much 
funnier  that  he  would  rather  embrace 
death  than  defy  the  social  code?  As  a 
result  this  is  not  simply  a book  about 
duelling;  in  Kieman's  hands  the 
subject  takes  on  a larger  compass  and 
becomes  a study  of  power  itself 
Of  course  no  human  activity  that 
lasted  so  long  and  spread  so  widely 
could  be  quite  without  merit  Cer- 
tainly duels  were  preferable  to  wars, 
and  such  an  irrational  ritual  did  have 
its  uses  in  schematizing  human  anger 
and  violence.  But  than  is  also  the 
troubled  matter  of  “honour”  which, 
as  one  Maltese  knight  discovered  to 
his  cost,  was  honoured  both  in  the 
breach  and  in  the  observance:  when 
he  refused  to  fight  a challenger,  be 
was  sentenced  to  five  years  in  an  unlit 
dungeon  and  then  imprisonment  for 
life.  “Honour”  can  of  course  be  an 
aspect  of  moral  strength  — zto  human 
being  can  live  property  without  a 
modicum  of  selfesteem  — but,  as 
Kiernan  points  out,  its  roots  may  lie 
in  soil  deeper  than  that  of  European 
virtu.  In  the  risking  of  death  for  the 
sake  of  an  artificial  code  there  may  be 
some  “whispering  of  Mood  sacrifice 
as  the  demand  of  tyrannical  gods”. 


Hierarchies  change,  of 
course,  and  the  Victorian 
middle  class  effectively 
delivered  the  coup  de 
grace  to  duelling  when  the 
wallet  rather  than  the  pistol  became 
the  mark  of  virtue  — although, 
curiously  enough,  in  France  and 
Germany  it  was  the  bourgeois  search 
for  what  Kieman  calls  the  “ignis 
fat u us  of  gentility”  which  helped  to 
preserve  duelling  well  into  the  20th 
century.  And  he  goes  on  to  suggest 
that  it  had  one  vast  and  painful  legacy 
in  the  conduct  of  the  Great  War. 

Vet  it  is  not  really  dead,  only 
resting;  and  from  West  Side  Story  to 
Star  Wars  the  theme  of  single  combat 
retains  its  power  over  audiences  who 
would  normally  see  blood  drawn  only 
at  football  matches.  And  how  could  it 
not  be  so?  The  duel,  after  all,  may 
easily  serve  as  an  emblem  of  the 
human  condition  — fuelled  by  aggres- 
sion but  constrained  by  a code, 
composed  of  tragedy  and  buffoonery 
in  equal  measure,  finding  its  true 
measure  only  in  death.  Kieman  has 
written  something  of  a polemic  but  be 
manages,  at  the  close  of  this  fine 
book,  to  condone  if  not  exactly  to 
praise  his  subject  — as  he  explains, 
quoting  Scheming,  to  risk  all  is 
perhaps  “to  be  possessed  of  life  in  its 
highest  human  vigour”.  But  the  last 
word  should  go  to  Ludwig,  in  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan's  The  Grand  Duke,  who 
also  tells  us  much  about  the  human 
condition:  “I  hate  a duel  with  pistols. 
It’s  not  the  ball  I mind  — it's  the 
bang.”

Bright  first  novels 


Here  is  a new  generation  of 
fresh  and  very  disparate  tal- 
ent In  The  March  Fence, 
Matthew  Yorke  puts  die  youn- 
gest son  of  the  Scottish  estate- 
owning  family  into  his  cousin's 
Leeds  steelworks.  From  the 
moment  this  narrator,  Stephen 
Rnshill,  recognizes  the  goblets 
on  his  consul’s  desk  as  bring 
gifts  from  (be  local  garage,  we 
know  we  can  trust  him. 

The  language  of  the  shop 
floor  and  the  betting  shop  Is 
caught  with  a precision  which 
is  as  much  a matter  of  cadence 
and  (he  pladng  of  individual 
words  as  vocabulary.  *Tve  got 
things  io  do,  me.”  As  always, 
in  getting  die  language  right 
subtie  observation  can  be 
made  about  the  enttnre  in 
which  It  is  spoke*.  Those  of  us 
who  were  impressed  by 
Hoggart’s  nostalgic  descrip- 
tions of  working  class  culture 
will  recognize  the  folk  wisdom 
that  refects  pointless  anxiety, 
and  the  fatalism  that  makes 
the  recurring  dream  of  escape 
to  die  fleshpots  of  the  south  an 
unlikely  fantasy.  Yorke  sets 
both  in  die  new  and  depleted 
world  of  the  present  day. 

Stephen  is,  like  many 
Waugh  heroes,  quiet,  unasser- 
tive, and  likeable  without 
being  particularly  admirable. 
His  situation  in  die  world  is 
anomalous:  privileged  in  his 
social  relationships,  he  has 
little  more  disposable  income 
than  the  young  men  around 
him.  He  has  been  displaced 
from  die  beautiful  hills  of  his 
childhood,  which  Yorke 
describes  lovingly.  His  loyal- 
ties are  confused;  members  of 
his  family,  enquiring  about  his 
aims  in  life,  are  met  by  a 
dogged  “1  don't  know”. 

When  be  finds  himself 
trapped  In  a wager  with  the 
Sinister  farm  ynanagar  of  his 
family's  Scottish  estate,  we 
share  both  his  desperation  and 
his  mounting,  superstitions 
terror  that  the  immorality  of 
the  bet  is  in  some  sense 
contributory  to  his  brother's 
death.  Gambling  of  a more 
mundane  land  follows.  Yorke 
avoids  the  usual  vision  of  the 
northern  industrial  landscapes 
of  cobbled  streets  and  back-to- 
backs,  in  presenting  the  mas- 
culine companionship  of 
stalled  men  at  work  who 
remain  articulately  tender  to 
one  another’s  grief.  It  is  a most 
impressive  debut. 

Robert  Sproat’s  first  novel 
is  really  more  of  an  ingenious 
game.  Very  tittle  is  known 
about  Genghis  Khan,  and 
what  can  be  learned  from 
historical  documents  is  often 
contradictory.  It  is  no  part  of 
S proofs  intention  to  put  ibis 
right;  rather,  he  adds  more 
whispers  to  those  already 
distorting  the  information 
from  the  13th  century*  One 
page  is  filled  with  « huge 
question  mark,  which  is  said  to 
represent  the  thoughts  of  the 
trumpeter  erf  Cracow  upon 
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being  mortally  struck  by  the 
archer  Koten. 

It’s  a game,  and  a dever 
game,  which  in  addition  sug- 
gests cynical  speculations 
about  the  possible  human 
response  to  eviL  There  is  very 
little  of  the  coDoqnia]  vigour  of 
Sproat’s  earlier  stories;  aU  the 
energy  has  gone  into  the 
invention  of  formal  language 
for  scribes,  military  histori- 
ans, and  nursery  story-tellers. 
Some  of  these  witnesses  sug- 
gest it  is  a good  idea  not  to 


dither;  others  that  every  de- 
rision made  turns  out  to  be 
wrong.  These  are  persuasive 
condnsums.  But  ft  seems  a 
very  elaborate  apparatus,  set 
up  largely  to  display  the 
elegance  and  range  erf  Sproat's 
inventive  pastiche.  The  Mon- 
gols were  illiterate,  and  their 
aristocracy  chose  to  remain  so. 

For  all  the  bleakness  of 
contemporary  Ulster,  the  writ- 
ers who  have  come  out  of  its 
violent  streets  have  been 
remarkably  fruitful.  Glenn 
Patterson  is  tile  youngest  of 
die  novelists  here,  and  m this, 
his  first  book,  be  writes  about 
a child  of  16  who  desperately 
wants  to  bekmg  to  some  group 
of  his  peers.  The  boy  gives  his 
loyalty  to  red-haired  Francy 
Hagan,  who  lives  on  a rubbish 
dump,  as  much  as  anything 
else  because  Francy  has  load 
eyes,  and  has  befriended  the 
rats  who  share  his  world  with 
him.  Sectarian  strife  frightens 
Mai  less  than  the  older  boys  in 
his  street,  or  the  quarrels 
between  his  mother,  moping 
over  her  brass  bowls  with  a tin 
of  Duragfit,  and  his  boozy 
father,  whose  business  has 
collapsed.  The  book  moves 
towards-  its  denouement  with 
unpretentious  honesty.

A therapeutic  trip

Five  Go  to  Florida,  Julia 
McLaren's  film  for  40  Min- 
utes (BBC2,  9.30pm)  may 
suggest  Enid  Blyion,  but  it  is  a 
more  in  the  realm  otJim'll  Fix 
It  — except  that  the  fixers  are 
not  the  veteran  pop  picker  but 
two  British  Airways  staff, 
Derek  Pereira  and  Pat  Pearce. 
As  a result  of  their  initiative  in 
raising  £140,000  through 
Sponsorship  and  donations, 
nearly  300  seriously  sick  and 
disabled  children  were  last 
year  able  to  enjoy  the  trip  of  a 
lifetime.  In  many  cases  it  will 
have  been  their  last  holiday; 
some  have  already  died.  Tbey 
went  to  Disney  World  in 
Florida,  a temporary  escape 
from  the  real  world  of  hos- 
pitals and  pacemakers  and 
wondering  how  much  longer 
their  lives  will  last.  Julia 
McLaren  focuses  on  five  of  the 
kids,  victims  of  cancer,  heart 
disease,  cystic  fibrosis,  and 
intercuts  their  stories  with 
happy  shots  of  the  American 
journey.  For  greater  impact, 
she  might  have  chosen  fewer 
subjects.

this  length  and  they  tend  to 
merge  one  into  another.  Tbere 
is  a sense,  too,  in  which  the 
two  halva  of  the  film  do  not 
join  up,  for  once  enveloped  in 
the  Disney  World  razzmatazz, 
the  sick  kids  are  indistinguish- 
able from  the  rest.  And,  apart 
from  16-year-old  Adrian's 
being  bemused  by  the  offer  of 
suawbeny  jam  on  his  scram- 
bled eggs,  there  is  little  sense 
of  how  these  young  Britons 
reacted  to  their  first  brush 
with  the  New  World.

Vocal  epic  of  war 


And  so  we  reach  the  end  of 
Thucydides’s  history  of  The 
Sicilian  Expedition  (Radio  3, 
9.20pm),  with  the  defending 
Syracusans  triumphant  and 
the  invading  Athenians  van- 
quished. One  thing  has  to  be 
said  right  away  about  John 
Theocharis’s  six- parte  r.  Like  it 
or  not,  there  has  never  been  a 
radio  version  of  a major 
military  campaign  like  it.  It 
has  charted  the  movements 
and  clashings  of  vast  numbers 
of  ships  and  men  without 
hardly  ever  calling  on  the 
resources  of  the  BBC  sound 
effects  library  (you  must  have 
been  as  surprised  as  i was  to 
hear,  in  last  night's  episode, 
the  cries  of  some  hovering 
seagulls).  Having  all  but  elimi- 
nated the  sounds  of  war  in 
favour  of  the  narrative  of 
Thucydides  and  the  speeches 
of  General  Niciasand  Co,  The 
Sicilian  Expedition  should 
also  have  got  rid  of  the 
muttered  responses  of  the 
crowd  “extras”.  Then,  indeed, 
we  would  have  had  a military 
epic  that  would  have  been 
positively  Brechrian. 

• Sian  Barstow's  play  The 
Apples  of  Paradise  (Radio  4, 
3.00pm)  started  life  as  a story, 
which  is  apparent  from  its 
episodic  nature  and  the 
considerable  amount  of  time

Mrs  Thatcher,  obviously 
moved  by  the  simple  dignity 
of  the  homecoming,  talked 
with  the  relatives  before  and 
after  the  ceremony. 

Brigadier  Cowan  said:  “It 
was  a very  private  and  emo- 
tional meeting.  The  Prime 
Minister  expressed  all  our 
thoughts  about  the  tremen- 
dous courage,  restraint,  self- 
discipline  and  example  these 
two  young  men  showed. 

“Everybody  who  knew 
these  men  is  very  sad,  yet 
extremely  proud  of  them." 

Corporal  Wood  will  be  bur- 
ied with  full  military  honours 
at  Carshalton.  south  London, 
today.  Corporal  Howes  will  be 
buried  at  a family  funeral  near 
his  Northampton  home  to- 
morrow. 

More  than  5.000  people 
attended  a Belfast  service 
yesterday  in  honour  of  the 
dead  soldiers.  Factory  work- 
ers, office  staff  and  shoppers 
sang  hymns  and  prayed  at  the 
City  Hall  cenotaph. 

After  two  minutes'  silence, 
the  Last  Post  was  played. 
Among  those  laying  wreaths 


were  two  soldiers  from  the 
Royal  Corps  of  Signals. 

Among  those  laying  wreaths 
in  memory  of  the  soldiers  was 
the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Royal  Corps  of  Signals  in 
Northern  Ireland.  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Martin  Roberts  and 
Lieutenant  General  Sir  Robert 
Pascoe,  GOC  of  the  troops  in 
Northern  Ireland. 

Catholic  priest  Father  Hugh 
Murphy  was  also  present. 

Anger  at  the  minders  spilled 
over  into  some  of  the  mes- 
sages pinned  to  the  wreaths. 

One  read:  “Will  always  be 
remembered  — our  soldiers 
slaughtered,  signed  the  res- 
idents of  Shan  loll  Estate” 

Another  from  the  bakery 
workers  carried  the  inscrip- 
tion: “To  our  very  brave 
heroes  murdered  by  the  ene- 
mies of  Ulster”. 

Mr  Dixie  Gilmore,  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  Belfast,  said  that 
through  television  the  world 
had  seen  the  most  horrendous 
act  of  savagery. 

The  two  soldiers  did  not  die  in 
vain  because  the  world  had 
seen  “the  true  face  of  the 
barbarian  IRA  who  delight  in 
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Lieutenant-Colonel  Martin  Roberts,  commanding  officer  of  the  dead  men,  laying  a wreath  at  the  Belfast  memorial  service 


murder,  torturing  the  living 
and  mutilating  the  dead”. 

The  service  bad  been  held 
to  show  that  the  ordinary 
decent  people  of  Belfast 
wanted  nothing  to  do  with 
such  savagery,  he  added.  It 
was  also  being  held  to  com- 
mend the  courage  of  the  two 
soldiers  who  had  shown  true 
heroism  by  not  opening  fire. 

The  crowd  applauded 


loudly  when  it  heard  the  Lord 
ask  tiie  world  not  to  judge 
Ulster’s  decent  people  by  the 
“scum  of  humanity  who  car- 
ried out  this  barbarous  act  of 
butchery**. 

Dr  Jack  Shearer,  the  An- 
glican dean  of  Belfast,  said 
that  the  two  young  men  had 
died  because  they  were  mem- 
bos  of  the  security  forces. 

“Without  them  and  others 


like  them,  we  would  all  be 
under  the  thumb  of  the  gun- 
men”, he  said. 

Referring  to  Mr  Gerry  Ad- 
ams, the  Sinn  Fein  president. 
Dr  Shearer  said  politicians 
like  him  who  call  black  white 
and  white  blade  would  be  the 
masters  of  Northern  Ireland. 

“People  in  England  must 
ask  themselves  ‘is  it  worth- 
while sending  our  young  men 


over  to  this  Province?1.  I 
would  say.  without  them  there 
would  be'  chaos  and  anarchy.” 

“A  real  solution  to  our 
problems  will  only  come  when 
we  all  get  together  and  try  to 
resolve  our  differences. 

“Building  bridges  and  cross- 
ing the  divide  should  be  our 
priority  in  future  whether  we 
be  politicians,  churchmen  or 
just  ordinary  citizens.

Mr  Hammond  said  the 
TUC  could  discipline  one  of 
its  affiliates  under  rule  13  (c) 
only  if  the  organization  had 
disobeyed  a direction  to  “dis- 
continue such  activities  which 
are  contrary  to  the  declared 
principles  of  Congress”  under 
13(b). 

The  electricians'  breach  of 
those  “declared  principles” 
was  in  accepting  20  applica- 
tions from  employees  working 
for  News  International.  Their 
memberships  had  subsequent- 
ly been  terminated  and  Mr 
Hammond  had  apologized. 


Before  foe  powers  under 
rule  13  (c)  could  be  exercised 
Mr  Hammond  said  the  gen- 
eral council  would  have  to 
first  point  out  what  the  new 
breachs  of  “declared  prin- 
ciples” were.  He  said  there 
were  no  new  breaches. 

Mr  Hammond  angrily  ac- 
cused his  colleagues  of  “whip- 
ping up”  foe  votes  against  him 
before  he  had  a chance  to  put 
his  case. 

“That  purpose  was  to  mute 
out  voice  and  to  diminish  our 
influence  during  foe  consid- 
eration of  single-union  so- 
called  no-strike  agreements.

“We  cannot  have  jobs  at 
any  price.  I do  not  support  foe 
TUCs  advice  and  therefore  I 
cannot  recommend  it  to  my 
members.  Single-union  agree- 
ments must  be  retained  within 
the  blue  book  agreement  Do 
we  suddenly  disregard  an 
agreement  that  has  been  40 
years  in  existence?”  he  said.

Duke  attacks  human 
disregard  for  nature

The  Duke  of  Edinburgh  yes- 
terday attacked  what  he  called 
foe  arrogance  of  foe  human 
race  in  claiming  to  have 
“conquered”  nature. 

“There  are  certain  figures  of 
speech  which  are  not  just 
misleading  in  themselves,  but. 
also  betray  a particular  atti- 
tude of  mind,”  he  said  in  an 
address  to  the  Royal  Society  of 
Arts. 

“The  use  of  the  word  con- 
quest seems  to  imply  that  man 
has  somehow  managed  to  put 
something  under  subjugation. 


“In  the  sense  that  human 
conquerors  have  usually  laid 
waste  to  the  land  of  their 
defeated  enemies,  this  claim 
might  well  be  substantiated. 
However,  I think  there  is  little 
doubt  that  it  is  based  on  what . 
are  seen  to  be  achievements  in 
foe  promotion  of  Human  self- 
interest,  with  complete  dis- 
regard for  foe  interests  of  the 
rest  of  life  on  earth.” 

The  Duke's  comments  were 
made  less  than  24  hours  after 
his  son,  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
had  expressed  grave  concern 
over  environmental  issues.

Building  society  seeks 
approval  for  conversion 


Not  so  ‘bootifuP  £lm  setback 


The  Abbey  National  is  the 
first  building  society  to  an- 
nounce definite  plans  to  con- 
vert from  a mutual  huiMwg 
society  to  a public  company. 

No  decision  has  yet  been 
taken  on  whether  there  will  be 
a money-raising  exercise 
through  a rights  issue,  but 
Abbey  will  transfer  shares  to 
its  existing  “owners’*,  the  4 
million  members,  rather  than 
sell  to  the  public  as  was  done 
in  the  privatization  of  the 
Trustee  Savings  Bank. 

Unlike  the  TSB,  where  there 
was  doubt  over  tire  ownership 
of  the  group,  the  Building 
Societies  Act  makes  clear  that 
Britain’s  second  largest  build- 
ing society  with  assets  of  £27 
billion  is  owned  by  its  4 
million  members. 

Those  adult  members  with 
more  than  £200  in  their  ao 
counts  stand  to  emerge  as  the 
initial  shareholders  of  the  new 
company.  Under  the  draft 
regulations,  those  under  18  or 
with  less  than  £100  in  their 
accounts  on  the  named  day 
will  be  entitled  to  a cash 
handout 

But  first,  the  building  soci- 
ety must  obtain  permission 
from  investors  and  borrowers 
to  go  ahead  with  the  float 
This  will  be  a massive  under- 
taking. It  needs  to  muster 
votes  from  20  percent  of  the  4 
million  investors  eligible  to 
vote  — those  over  18  and  with 
more  than  £100  in  their 
accounts.  Then  75  per  cent  of 
those  voting  will  have  to  vote 
‘yes’. 

A separate  ballot  of  the 
Abbey’s  1 .5  million  borrowers 
will  have  to  take  place  with  at 
least  half  voting.

The  Abbey  wants  to  con  vert 
from  a building  society  owned 
by  its  members  to  release  itself 
from  the  constraints  of  the 
Building  Societies  Act.

Societies  Commission  has  not 
yet  published  the  final  version 
of  the  terms  under  which 
building  societies  will  be  able 
to  convert.  They  are  expected 
soon.

Lord  Young  insisted  after 
an  hour-long  meeting  with  Mr 
Peter  Sutherland,  the  EEC 
Commissioner  for  Compet- 
ition Policy,  that  he  had  “no 
reason  to  be  anything  other 
than  confident”  that  the 
merger  would  succeed.  But  he 
declined  to  put  a figure  on 
Rover’s  debts  and  losses,  esti- 
mated by  industry  sources  to 
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be  between  £2  billion  and  £3 
billion. 

Officials  said  Lord  Young 
bad  explained  to  Mr  Suther- 
land that  the  Government 
aimed  to  privatize  the  Rover 
Group  and  remove  govern- 
ment involvement  from  the 
vehicle  industry  in  Britain 
altogether. 

In  reply  Mr  Sutherland  said 
the  Commission’s  respon- 
sibility was  to  ensure  that  free 
competition  prevailed  in  the 
EEC,  and  it  would  therefore 
open  investigating  procedures 
into  the  merger. 

Lord  Young  said  the  Gov- 
ernment had  already  provided 
information  to  Brussels,  and 
he  had  expanded  on  this.  But 
some  data  would  only  emerge 
from  the  negotiations  between 
Rover  and  British  Aerospace: 
There  would  clearly  be  “some 
restructuring  of  the  balance 
sheet  at  Rover”,  Lord  Young 
added.  i

WPP,  which  is  run  by  Mr  Martin 
Sorrell  who  was  formerly  with  Saatchi 
and  Saatchi,  hit  back  yesterday  by 
announcing  ibat  it  was  taking  action  in 
the  New  York  Supreme  Court  against  the 
group  and  the  newly-formed  agency. 

The  complaint  against  the  former 


employees  is  that  they  have  breached 
their  fiduciary  duty  as  directors,  officers 
and  employees  to  take  away  the  business 
of  Lord,  Geller,  Federico,  Einstein. 

WPP,  which  acquired  Lord,  Geller  last 
year  during  its  S556  million  (£302.50 
million)  acquisition  of  JWT,  the  US 
advertising  group,  said  in  a statement: 

“There  is  evidence  that  over  an' 
extended  period  prior  to  their  resigna- 
tion, the  former  management  committee 
of  LGFE  Inc  initiated  a concerted  and

“The  conduct  that  the  defendenls  have

The  question  that  Abbey  National 
and  all  the  other  budding  societies 
planning  to  follow  Abbey  down 
the  primrose  path  to  a stock  market 
listing  should  ask  themselves  is:  will 
flotation  make  us  better  at  what  we  do  ? 
The  answer,  if  they  are  honest,  will  be,  at 
best,  “maybe.** 

The  building  societies  have  lost  out  in 
their  traditional  business  of  lending 
money  to  buy  houses.  As  the  com- 
petition has  mounted,  from  banks,  from 
new  specialist  financial  institutions  such 
as  the  Mortgage  Corporation,  from 
insurance  companies  and  even  mer- 
chant banks,  the  societies  have  ceded 
market  share  from  over  90  per  cent  to 
under  50  per  cent 

Mortgages  from  other  forms  of  lender 
have  frequently  been  cheaper,  quicker, 
more  flexible  and  above  all  heavily 
marketed  to  a public  which  is  obliged  to 
commit  an  ever-increasing  proportion 
of  its  income  to  a mortgage  in  order  to 
be  reasonably  housed.  While  the  build- 
ing societies  insist  on  “granting”  mort- 
gages, other  forms  of  lender  have  been 
selling  them. 

The  building  societies  have  been 
accused  of  being  financial  dinosaurs, 
locked  into  a Socialist  past  rather  than 
the  capitalist  present,  and  there  are 
many  former  building  society  directors 
who  will  be  spinning  in  their  graves  at 
the  thought  of  the  societies  joining  the 
stock  market  But  they  are,  under  their 
current  status,  unable  to  raise  funds  as 
cheaply  as  their  competitors  from  the 
hard-nosed  banking  business.  From  the 


beginning  of  this  year,  the  societies  were 
allowed  to  double  the  amount  of  funds 
they  raise  wholesale  from  the  money 
markets  from  20  per  cent  to  40  per  cent, 
and  they  have  been  quick  to  take 
advantage  of  the  new  ceiling.  Borrowers, 
hwoever,  could  be  forgiven  for  noticing 
no  difference. 

Abbey  National,  the  most  hawkish  of 
the  building  societies,  makes  it  clear  that 
competition  is  the  spur  to  change. 
“Conversion  gives  us  the  freedom  to 
compete  on  the  same  basis  as  our  major 
competitors.  It  gives  us  more  flexibility 
in  our  operations  and  greatly  enhances 
our  options  for  funding  our  develop- 
ment”, said  Sir  Campbell  Adamson,  the 
chairman. 

Faced  with  relative  decline  in  the 
serious  business  of  lending  money  for 
house  purchase,  the  heavyweights  in  the 
movement  have  ploughed  into  personal 
loans  and  other  financial  services  away 
from  the  mainstream  of  mortgage 
lending.  The  ever-relaxing  regulations 
have  recognised  the  rnge  and  gone  with 
it.  The  next  logical  step  is  probably 
conversion  to  public  limited  company. 

But  before  the  movement  goes  too  far 
down  the  road,  which  leads  to  a need  to 
produce  an  ever-rising  trend  of  profits 
and  earnings  per  share,  it  should  stop 
and  consider  whether  there  is  really  any 
point  in  competing  head-on  with  the 
banks.  There  might  be  other,  “social” 
roles  such  as  the  provision  of  rented 
housing,  which  the  societies  may  find 
more  rewarding,  and  where  there  will  be 
much  less  competition,  if  any. 


Victory  for  pragmatism 


The  pound  duly  rose  above 
DM3.10,  the  sky  did  not  foil  in, 
and  the  Chancellor  did  not  resign. 
The  simplistic  view  that  the  events  of 
this  month  have  just  been  a lot  of 
huffing  and  puffing  about  shifting 
sterling’s  ceiling  from  DM3  to  DM3.10 
has  proved  unfounded. 

Exchange  rate  policy  has  gone 
through  a distinct  shift,  which  parallels 
the  changes  in  the  use  of  monetary 
targets  in  the  first  half  of  the  1980s.  Just 
as  then  it  was  found  that  tight  and 
rigorously  pursued  targets  for  the  mone- 
tary aggregates  were  more  trouble  than 
they  were  worth,  so  the  same  has 
happened  for  exchange  rate 
management. 

The  key  difference  is  that,  while  the 
present  Chancellor  was  the  arch-prag- 
matist in  adopting  a more  flexible 
approach  to  monetary  targets,  this  time 
he  has  had  pragmatism  forced  upon 
him. 

The  new  policy  is  to  achieve  broad 
stability  for  sterling,  within  a fairly  wide 
range,  to  use  “smoothing  intervention” 
to  counter  any  particularly  sharp  day-to- 
day  movements  in  the  exchange  rate, 
but  to  use  interest  rates  as  the  chief 
weapon  for  restraining  sterling,  as  and 
when  its  rise  is  deemed  to  have  gone  for 


enough.  The  Bank  may  have  indulged  in 
a little  smoothing  yesterday,  but  some 
operators  said  there  was  no  actual 
intervention,  simply  rumours  of  it 

The  pound  closed  at  DM3.1055  and. 
SI. 8365  yesterday.  Money  market  rates 
softened  fractionally  but  the  markets 
will  not  be  excited  about  the  prospect  of 
8 per  cent  base  rates  until  sterling  is 
heading  towards  DM3.20  and  the 
February  trade  figures,  to  be  published 
tomorrow,  are  out  of  the  way. 

Britain’s  exchange  rate  policy  is 
moving  further  away  from  the  European 
Monetary  System  model.  Ironically,  a 
Bank  of  England  discussion  paper  by 
Mark  Taylor  and  Michael  Artis,  re- 
leased this  week,  finds  in  favour  of  die 
EMS. 

The  paper,  Whal  Has  the  European 
Monetary  System  Achieved?,  con- 
cludes that  EMS  member  currencies 
enjoy  reduced  volatility,  both  of 
exchange  rates  and  interest  rates. 

The  paper  looks  forward  to  closer 
co-operation  on  monetary  policy  and 
interest  rates  between  EMS  members. 
Given  the  exchange  rate  debate  of  the 
past  few  weeks,  and  the  new  and 
determinedly  flexible  approach  to 
sterling,  Britain  looks  highly  unlikely 
to  be  a full  participant.

Firms  must  face  up  to  1 
challenge  or  fail,  says  C

Some  British  companies  are 
demonstrating  through  re- 
structuring and  cross-border 
deals,  for  instance,  how  to 
prepare  effectively  for  the 
single  European  market  doe  in 
1 992,  according  to  an  analysis 
by  the  Confederation  of  Brit- 
ish Industry. 

But  the  CBI  gives  warning 
that  the  single  market  could 
result  in  some  British  com- 
panies being  driven  out  of 
business. 

The  single  market  was  one 
of  the  greatest  threats  British 
companies  had  ever  faced  as 
well  as  one  of  the  greatest 
opportunities,  said  Mr  John 
Owens,  the  deputy  director- 
general  of  the  CBI. 


“European  firms  are  wide 
awake  and  ready  to  expand 
their  sales  in  the  United 
Kingdom.  British  firms  must 
ensure  they  are  ready  to  meet 
this  competition  and  expand 
their  sales  in  Europe.  If  they 
do  not  prepare  now  to  meet 
this  challenge  they  risk  being 
forced  out  of  business." 

A CBI  analysis  has  shown 
how  some  companies  are  well 
prepared  and  squaring  up  to 
the  1992  challenge.

Mr  Seelig  was  the  star 
corporate  financier  at  Morgan 
Grenfell,  Guinness's  merchant 
bank.  He  was  renowned  as  a 
brilliant  tactician  and  a highly 
creative  thinker. 

Morgan  Grenfell  had  a 
reputation  as  an  aggressive 
merchant  bank,  one  which  was 
not  afraid  to  poach  its  rivals* 
clients.  Its  aggression  had  paid 
off  it  was  constantly  top  of  the 
league  tables  of  banks  which 
acted  in  takeover  bids.  But  its 
success  had  earned  it  enemies. 

Neither  Morgan  Grenfell 
nor  Mr  Seelig  belonged  in  “the 
Establishment.”

Instead,  its  offer  consisted 
largely  of  new  Guinness  shares. 
It  followed  that  if  the  price  of 
Guinness  shares  went  up,  the 
value  of  its  offer  to  Distillers* 
shareholders  would  increase  — 
hopefully  above  the  level  of  the 
rival  Argyll  bid. 

Boesky  claimed  he  had 
agreed  a secret  deal  with 
Guinness  during  the  bid. 
According  to  US  court  evi- 
dence, be  anted  to  buy  vast 
quantities  of  Guinness  shares 
“to  artificially  affect  its  market 
price  and  make  the  Guinness 
offer  more  attractive.” 

In  return.  Boesky  alleged 
that  in  return  Guinness  guar- 


anteed to  indemnify  him 
against  any  losses  on  his  pur- 
chases of  Guinness  shares  and 
promised  him  an  unspecified 
financial  reward.  After  the  Dis- 
tillers takeover,  Guinness  in- 
vested $100  million  in  a fund 
run  by  Boesky. 

However,  when  the  DTI  in- 
quiry was  announced,  Boesky’s 
role  was  not  publicly  known.  It 
did  not  take  long  for  this 
information  to  come  out,  nor 
for  the  scale  of  the  share-price 
support  operation  and  the 
Guinness  payments  to  sup- 
porters to  be  revealed. 

The  real  catalyst  was  Mr 
Olivier  Roux.  His  letter,  in 
earty  January  1987,  to  the 
Guinness  board,  claimed  the 
company  had  secretly  orches- 
trated a massive  support  op- 
eration for  its  own  share  price 
and  had  paid  out  minions  of 
pounds  in  indemnities  and  suc- 
cess fees  to  “supporters." 

Such  a share-price  support 
operation  was  potentially  il- 
legal under  the  Companies  Act, 
which  makes  it  a criminal  of- 
fence for  a company  to  pur- 
chase its  own  shares,  except  in 
certain  narrowly  defined  cir- 
cumstances. 

It  was  also  claimed  that  Mr 
Saunders  had  been  a prime 
figure  in  the  support  operation 
and  the  payments — a claim  he 
flatly  denies. 

Ten  people,  including  Mr 


Saunders,  Mr  Roux  and  Mr 
Seelig,  lost  their  jobs  in  the  first 
two  months  of  the  Guinness 
investigation.  Mr  Saunders 
was  dismissed.  Most  of  the 
others  were  allowed  to  resign. 
Three  of  the  10  left  after 
pressure  was  exerted  by  the 
Bank  of  England. 

Also  on  the  casualty  list  was 
Mr  Anthony  Pames,  a stock- 
broker who  acted  for  several 
prominent  businessmen.  His 
firm,  Alexanders  Laing  & 
Cruickshank,  severed  all  links 
with  him  as  soon  as  it  emerged 
that  he  had  helped  procure  the 
support  of  Mr  Gerald  Ronson, 
bead  of  the  Heron  Cor- 
poration. 

Mr  Ronson  admitted  to  re- 
ceiving £5.8  million  from 
Guinness  in  return  for  buying 
£25  million  worth  of  Guinness 
shares.  In  January  1987  he 
returned  the  money. 

Mr  Pames  had  been  intro- 
duced to  Guinness  by  Sir  Jack 
Lyons,  . a businessman  and 
patron  of  the  arts. 

According  to  Mr  Roux's 
claims  in  California:  “Sir  Jack 
Lyons  and  Anthony  Pames 
were  also  involved  (in  the  Dis- 
tillers bid)  on  a ’behind  the 
scenes’  basis  as  unofficial 
financial  advisers.” 

Between  them  Sir  Jack  and 
Mr  Parties  were  paid  fees  of 
£5.6  million  for  their  services. 
Their  fees  and  those  of.  Mr 


Ronson  formed  part  of  £25 
million  paid  to  supporters  of 
the  Guinness  bid.  Much  of  this 
has  since  been  repaid. 

Also  included  In  the  £25 
million  is,  according  to  Guin- 
ness, a payment  to  Mr  Thomas  - 
Ward,  a Guinness  director  who 
has  since  resigned. 

Guinness  is  suing  Mr  Ward 
and  Mr  Saunders  in  the  High 
Court  for  the  recovery  of  this 
money.  Pending  this,  Mr 
Saunders's  assets  have  been 
frozen  by  the  court 

Mr  Saunders’s  position,  as 
described  in  a letter  to  Guin- 
ness shareholders,  is  that  “I 
have  not  benefited  in  any  way 
whatsoever  from  any  part  of 
the  £25  million  of  allegedly  im- 
proper payments,  nor  did  I 
have  any  knowledge  of,  or  part 
in,  any  unlawful  share-support 


operation  or  any  other  unlaw- 
ful transaction." 

He  describes  himself  as  “a 
marketing  man”  'and  “not  a 
man  versed  in  finanrial  and 
City  matters.” 

While  Guinness  was  moun- 
ting an  international  operation 
to  recover  the  £25  minion,  a 
Fraud  Squad  investigation  was 
launched  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Crown  Prosecution  Service 
(formerly  the  Director  of  Pub- 
lic Prosecutions). 

The  Fraud  Squad  had  access 
to  transcripts  of  evidence  taken 
by  the  DTI  inspectors  from 
witnesses.  The  inspectors  have 
tough  powers  to  compel  wit- 
nesses to  answer  questions. 
These  transcripts  have  framed 
the  basis  for  criminal  charges 
of  theft,  false  accounting, 
conspiracy  and  illegal  financial

assistance  against  several  of  the 
Guinness  supporters. 

i he  CPS  has  taken  the 
view  that  the  share- 
price  support  op- 
eration was  unlawful 
In  the  US  gov- 
ernment’s evidence  filed  for 
Mr  Barnes's  extradition  pro- 
ceedings, it  is  described  as  “a 
sophisticated  and  illegal  share- 
support  scheme  to  increase 
artificially  the  price  of 
Guinness  shares  in  circum- 
stances where  the  share  prices 
was  of  crucial  importance." 

The  CPS  has  also  taken  the 
view  that  the  payments  made 
to  the  supporters  constituted 
theft  from  Guinness. 

Mr  Roux,  whose  name  ap- 
pears on  many  of  the  £25 
million  Guinness  invoices,  has 
not  been  charged  with  any  of- 
fence. He  is  expected  to  be  a 


key  witness  for  the  pro- 
secution. 

All  the  defendants  deny 
every  charge  that  has  been 
brought  against  them.  Top- 
level  teams  of  barristers  and 
solicitors  have  been  assembled 
on  both  sides. 

The  trial  is  expected  late  this 
year,  although  extradition  pro- 
ceedings for  Mr  Pames  and 
possibly  Mr  Ward,  could  delay 
it  until  well  into  1989. 

Meanwhile,  a DU  investi- 
gation has  begun  into  the 
Burton  Group,  which  appears 
to  focus  on  its  takeover  of 
Debenhams  in  1985. 

Mr  Pames  played  a key  role 
in  this  takeover  bid,  as  did  Mr 
Ronson.  At  the  moment  the 
DTI  inquiry  is  limited.  A full- 
scale  investigation  may,  how- 
ever, be  launched.

oeen  restored.  Productivity 
peen  significantly  unproved  and 
industrial  relations  have  been  put 
on  a more  constructive  footing.  As 
a nation  we  are  now  well  poised  Co 
take  advantage  of  rich  and  exciting 
opportunities  throughout  the 
world.  As  oil  revenues  go  into 
relative  decline,  our  manufac- 
turing performance  becomes  in- 
creasingly important. 

We  need  aggressive  salesman- 
ship certainly.  But,  above  all,  we 
need  the  right  numbers  of  quali- 
fied engineers  and  craftsmen, 
better  educated  and  trained  than 
ever  before,  to  meet  the  challenge. 
The  importance  of  these  require- 
ments was  recognized  when  the 
House  of  Commons  recently  held 
its  fust  debate  on  engineering  for 
eight  years.  The  House  Abided 
that  we  need  to  develop  engineer- 
ing performance  up  to  and  above 
the  standards  ofleading  industries 
overseas. 

The  example  of  Japan  as  a 
challenge  was  cited  by  Sir  Julian 
Ridsdale,  chairman  of  the  All- 
Party  Group  for  Engineering 
Development  It  was  because  of 
future  opportunities  for  trade  that 
Lord  Young  of  Grafiham  carried 
out  his  recent  tour.  Opportunity 
Japan,  to  spearhead  a sales  drive 
by  British  industry. 

Engineering  needs  an  increased 
proportion  of  the  next  genera- 
tion’s brains.  Able  young  people 
must  be  convinced  that  it  is  at 


GENER  AL  APPOINTMENTS 

The  Conservative  MP  Patrick  Thompson  sees  new  challenges  to  industry  in  an  economy  that  has  been  transformed 
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least  as  challenging,  interesting, 
socially  useful  and  rewarding  as 
careers  undertaken  by  their  peers. 

Children  from  primary  schools 
onwards  are  learning  through 
problem-solving  that  engineering 
is  fun.  They  are  linking  increas- 
ingly with  industry  locally  and  are 
seeing  how  engineers  care  for  the 
environment,  improve  our  quality 
and  standard  of  life,  and  invent, 
produce  and  maintain  advanced 
equipment  in  hospitals,  for 
example. 

One  of  today’s  problems  is  that 
only  32  per  cent  of  our  children 
stay  on  in  foil-time  education  to 
the  age  of  18.  Even  adding  in  part- 
time  day  release  and  the  Youth 
Training  Scheme,  the  figure  rises 
to  only  60  per  cent.  By  contrast, 
the  staying-on  rate  in  foil-time 
education  to  the  age  of  1 8 is  70  per 
cent  in  France,  85  to  90  per  cent  in 
the  United  States  and  West  Ger- 
many, and  a staggering  96  per  cent 
in  Japan. 

if  world  markets  go  to  the  best 
educated  workforce,  then  we  have 
a lot  of  leeway  to  make  up. 
Industrial  success  does  not  come 
from  a few  brilliant  leaders  or 
research  boffins,  but  from  a team 
effort  at  all  levels,  from  the 
managing  director  down  to  the 
newest  recruit  and  across  all  the 
functions  of  research,  develop- 
ment, design,  production  and 
marketing. 

As  someone  who  has  worked  in 
education,  I am  as  conscious  as 
anyone  of  the  need  for  a broad 
education  that  is  more  than  just 
training  for  a job.  When  one  sees 
the  enthusiasm  of  well  motivated 


the  aggressive  selling 


children  who  feel  that  studies  are 
relevant,  up  to  dale  and  exciting, 
one  can  understand  why  the 
Government  is  promoting  fresh 
types  of  schools  such  as  city 
technology  colleges  to  introduce 
more  variety  and  to  improve 
standards. 

Largely  as  a result  of  the 
Women  into  Science  and  En- 
gineering campaign  the  number  of 
women  entering  university  and 
polytechnic  engineering  courses 
has  risen  from  7.8  per  cent  to  more 
than  10  per  cent  in  the  past  four 
years.  But  as  women  are  as 
intellectually  capable  as  men, 
there  is  obviously  a long  way  to  go. 

Universities,  too,  have  been 
improving  their  contacts  with 
industry  and  this  will  continue  to 
happen  in  the  future.  I was  pleased 
to  see  recently  that  the  Engineer- 
ing Council,  with  the  Further 
Education  Unit,  published  a docu- 
ment arguing  that  companies 
should  identify  those  “key  tech- 


nologies’' that  are  likely  to  have 
most  impact  on  their  future 
business  and  should  liaise  with 
educational  establishments  so 
they  can  make  regular  reviews  of 
technology-based  curricula  and 
ensure  that  course  content  and 
methods  of  learning  will  be  up  to 
date. 

For  those  who  wish  to  succeed, 
education  does  not  come  to  a full 
stop  with  a degree.  Continuing 
education  and  training  should  be 
every  individual’s  high  priority, 
and  it  will  demand  its  place  on  the 
boardroom  agenda  of  every  well 
run  company.  Better  qualified 
people  are  needed  not  only  in 
engineering  itself  but  also  in 
management  of  businesses  if  we 
are  to  be  innovative  and 
competitive. 

A measure  of  the  problem  is 
that  the  proportion  of  company 
directors  who  have  graduate  or 
other  professional  qualifications  is 
24  per  cent  in  the  UK  compared 


with  62  per  cent  in  West  Ger- 
many, 65  per  cent  in  France,  and 
85  per  cent  in  Japan  and  the 
United  States. 

The  Engineering  rv*»mrii  has 
put  forward  constructive  pro- 
posals for  incorporating  business 
training  into  the  normal  cpri**- 
structures  of  engineers.  The  pro- 
posals involve,  in  the  early  years 
of  employment,  the  development 
of  good  communication  skills  and 
liaison  with  other  departments. 

At  a slightly  higher  level, 
in  supervision  and  ju- 
nior management,  there 
are  opportunities  to 
motivate  other  people, 
to  assess  their  success  in  meeting 
targets  and  to  co-ordinate  action 
with  other  groups  within  the  firm. 
Many  companies  do  not  have  the 
career  planning  or  in-house  train- 
ing to  enable  engineers  to  move 
from  their  specialisms  into 
«n»nag^mant.  There  is  no  smooth 


progression  from  one  to  the  other. 
Trained  engineers  tend  to  stay 
within  their  own  expertise.  Busi- 
ness education  is  seen  as  an 
unnecessary  or  expensive  frill  so 
fer  as  they  are  concerned,  and  that 
must  change. 

If  there  is  one  message  that  the 
engineering  industry  should  lake 
from  the  recent  engineering  de- 
bate, it  is  that  our  competitors 
already  have  those  bridges  be- 
tween professional  specialists  and 
management,  whereas  a sizeable 
proportion  of  our  industry  does 
not.  Such  links  must  be  built 
internally.  I do  not  believe  that  the 
Government  can  do  that.  I hope 
that  people  who  studied  the  debate 
will  recognize  that  the  time  to  start 
is  now. 

We  need  a renaissance  in  this 
country  in  our  attitudes  to  en- 
gineering and  science:  The  media 
has  a huge  responsibility  and 
could  do  a lot  more  to  promote 


creative  activity  in  engineering 
and  understanding  of  the  issues 
involved. 

In  conclusion,  engineering  is 
crucial  for  economic  and  social 
progress.  Engineering  firms  de- 
sign, make  ami  support  a diverse 
range  of  electronic,  electrical,  op- 
tical and  mechanical  equipment, 
systems  and  services.  New  and 
improved  engineering  products 
and  services  are  the  main  source 
of  job  creation  in  industries  that 
use  those  products.  Consequently, 
the  importance  of  engineering  to 
the  economy  for  exceeds  its  direct 
employment  or  its  direct  contribu- 
tion to  the  gross  domestic  prodncL 

Today’s  employment  in  trans- 
port, the  hotel  industry,  broad- 
casting, the  entertainment  in- 
dustry and  in  financial  and 
information  services  originates 
from  yesterday’s  engineering  in- 
novations. Therefore,  tomorrow’s 
jobs  in  the  service  industries  will 
depend  crucially  on  new  hardware 
and  tools  being  developed  today 
by  engineering. 

The  Department  of  Trade  and 
Industry  has  a new  name  — the 
Department  for  Enterprise  — and 
a new  logo.  Perhaps  that  signals  a 
new  era  for  engineering  enterprise 
in  this  country  so  that  we  can 
compete  and  succeed  to  the  bene- 
fit of  all,  especially  our  young 
people  who  need  the  challenge 
that  engineering  and  creativity  can 
offer.

Young  cubs  on  the  scent 

jAn  Australian  journalist’s  view  of  oar  news  training 


To  commemorate  Australia  Day 
on  January  26,  m our  Bicenten- 
nial  year,  I was  prepared  to 
onnk  copious  amounts  of  Fos- 
s jager  while  eating  moun- 
tains ofVegermie  sandwiches  with  mv  16 
ctonaire  and  lecturers  ftSn  “ SI 
dozen  different  countries. 

I celebrated  Thanksgiving  for  the  first 
ume  on  the  last  Thursday  m November. 

I11*  veSeTa.bIe*  prepared  by 
one  of  the  Amencans  in  our  class  were 
eagerly  eaten  by  the  same  group,  giving 
the  meal  an  international  flavour. 

That  s part  of  the  magic  of  studying 
overseas  with  foreign  students  - thr- 
ong of  iradmons,  cultures  and  ideas. 
AU  of  the  17  students,  of  which  I am  one, 
studying  for  a Master's  degree  in 
joirniahsm  at  the  University  College. 
Caiditr,  are  working  journalists  in  their 
own  country.  We  work  for  newspapers, 
oews  agencies,  magazines,  television  and 
radio  in  Sweden,  Switzerland,  the  United 
States,  Greece,  China,  Hong  Kong. 

Zimbabwe,  Liberia,  Tanzania 
and  Australia. 

The  course  is  a blend  of  theory  and 
practical  journalism;  a balance  of  aca- 
demic lectures  and  student  seminars, 
which  draw  on  our  background,  prob- 
lems and  knowledge,  within  the  flame- 
work  of  our  country’s  media. 

But  with  any  overseas  experience,  I 
think  it  is  the  people  who  you  remember 
more  clearly,  not  the  buildings  or 
hillsides.  Likewise  with  this  year’s  study. 
Obviously,  our  appreciation  of  the 
British  media  will  depend  enormously, 
and  our  media  knowledge  will  expand, 
through  reading  books,  attending  lec- 
tures and  writing  essays.  But  after  the 
bound  thesis  has  started  to  gather  dust 
on  the  bookshelf  at  home  and  the  framed 
university  parchment  which  hung  prom- 
inently in  the  study  has  been  replaced 
with  a photograph  of  the  grandchildren, 
it  will  be  the  people  on  thecourse  and  the 
shared  experiences  which  will  be  remem- 
bered — not  the  actual  work. 

Perhaps  for  a journalist  that’s  not  a 
bad  thing.  The  more  diverse  my  experi- 
ence, the  wider  my  perspective  will  be. 
The  university  terms  are  for  teaching, 
certainly,  but  not  for  temperance.  It’s  a 
year  of  travelling,  talking  and  tackling 
our  profession. 

We  have  been  both  enlightened  and 
amazed  at  how  cosy  is  the  relationship 
between  government  and  the  British 
media.  After  studying  the  lobby  system, 
some  of  our  class  from  socialist  countries 
— whose  media  is  government-run  — 
have  remarked  on  the  close  similarities 
between  their  system  of  reporting  and 
Britain’s,  which  is  supposedly  a flee 
press. 

We  overseas  journalists  concluded 
that  the  media  here  is  not  critical  enough 
of  government,  especially  in  newspapers. 
There  is  not  the  uneasiness  in  the 
relationship  which  is  common  to  other 


countries.  For  example,  in  Australia, 
newspapers  have  run  strong  campaign* 
against  the  government  on  its  assets  test 
proposal,  fringe  benefits  tax  and  capital 
gains  legislation.  British  broadcasters 
seem  to  have  a more  firm  adherence  to 
impartiality  while  newspapers  have  a 
warm  disposition  towards  Mrs  Thatch- 
er’s Government 

Britain  moves  slowly  and  secretively. 
Apart  from  government  obsession  with 
official  secrets  (Tisdall,  Ponting,  Zircon 
and  Peter  Wright)  in  recent  years,  British 
people  often  keep  to  themselves,  any- 
way. Perhaps  it  is  something  to  do  with 
the  climate,  which  makes  people  huddle 
under  a rug  to  keep  warm.  Less  of  their 
bodies  are  physically  exposed,  making  it 
harder  for  them  to  expose  their 
personalities. 

My  classmates  and  T,  who  come  from 
more  dynamic  countries,  have  been 

British  ingrained  secrecy 
and  deference  come 
as  a shock  to  young 
Commonwealth 
media  trainees,  who 
nevertheless  prize  the 
experiences  and  tuition 
gained  at  our  colleges, 
says  David  Crocker 

frustrated  with  university  and  halls  of 
residence  bureaucracy,  the  inability  of 
bus  drivers  to  give  change  for  a fore,  the 
closure  of  post  offices  at  lunchtime,  and 
the  inevitable  queuing  for  everything 
from  telephone  calls,  returning  library 
books  to  selecting  supper  at  a Ritzy  balL 
Many  of  my  classmates,  while  not 
having  to  finance  the  £3,690  tuition  fee 
from  their  own  pockets,  have  made 
enormous  sacrifices  by  leaving  hus- 
bands, wives  and  children  ax  home. 
Many  of  us  had  never  been  to  Britain 
before,  nor  been  away  from  home  for 
Christmas,  nor  seen  snow. 

Acclimatizing  to  the  country,  customs 
and  frequency  of  queues  has  been  as 
much  of  a problem  as  changing  my 
writing  style  to  fit  in  with  academia.  It’s 
no  good  writing  a colour  feature  story  for 
a 2,500-word  essay.  The  examiner  wants 
facts,  footnotes  and  bibliography  — not 
fancy  phrases  and  breakout  pieces. 
Academic  writing  is  a style  on  its  own 
and  many  in  my  class  are  not  too 
familiar  with  iL 

Brian  Wilson,  a former  Cardiff 
journalism  student,  now  a Scottish  MP, 
spoke  to  us  on  his  experiences  in 
establishing  an  independent  weekly 


newspaper  and  the  gains  he  made  in 
doing  something  radical  with  his  journal- 
ism. Professor  John  Tebbei,  formerly  of . 
New  York  University,  spoke  on  the  US  1 
press  and  its  relationship  to  the 
President.  : 

The  White  House  press  rooms,  indud-  j 
ing  one  built  over  Jimmy  Carter’s  i 
disused  swimming  pool,  have  a staff  of  I 
500,  churning  out  a 24-hour  wire  service,  j 
Professor  Tebbd  exposed  the  extent  of 
the  president's  propaganda  machine  and 
how  journalists,  acting  as  public  rela- 
tions staff,  stage  manage  all  the  presi- 
dent’s public  appearances.  I felt 
disturbed.  The  American  system  of 
government,  which  embraced  television 
politics  with  open  arms,  has  ended  up 
with  the  inevitable — an  actor  playing  the 
part  of  a president 

The  course  work,  which  covers  the 
first  two  terms,  includes  study  into 
British  society  and  the  mass  media  since 
1945,  theoretical  approaches  to  mass 
communications  studies  and  the  global 
context  of  mass  media 

The  third  term  is  devoted  to  a 20,000- 
word  dissertation  on  a media  topic  of  my 
choice  which  relates  to  my  community. 
(The  university  runs  free  language 
courses  for  students  who  wish  to 
improve  their  English). 

This  postgraduate  degree  course  is 
designed  for  working  journalists.  The 
university,  quite  sensibly,  recognizes 
that  many  senior  journalists  do  not  have 
a first  degree.  University  regulations 
permit  students  who  have  sufficient 
experience  as  a journalist  and  are  older 
than  30  to  be  awarded  the  master’s 
degree  in  journalism  studies. 

My  reference  to  the  value  of  travelling 
as  opposed  to  teaching  is  not  to 
undermine  the  value  of  the  instruction 
or  the  instructors  at  University  College. 

It  is  important  that  we  pass  tins  course. 
Careera  may  depend  on  it  High  expecta- 
tions of  employers  and,  in  some  Third 
World  countries,  governments  would  be 
terribly  deflated  if  a degree  did  not  result 
at  the  end  of  the  one-year  course. 

I believe  the  value  of  what  is  learnt 
from  text  books  must  be  balanced 
by  what  is  gained  over  a quiet  ale 
with  a fellow  journalist  who  comes 
halfway  round  the  world  and  works 
in  a different  media  system  from  me. 

learning  from  him  the  problems  of 
government  censorship,  production  and 
distribution  of  his  media  may  be  just  as 
useful  as  reading  about  it  in  a tibraiy 
book.  The  two  forms  of  learning  must 
complement  each  other. 

For  many  of  us.  this  year  wfll  be  our 
last  chance,  possibly  forever,  to  travel 
extensively  in  Britain  and  the  Continent 
It  is  an  opportunity  I do  not  want  to  pass 
me  by.

dium on  September  3.  Bruno, 
who  has  been  reported  to  be 
wanting  £2.5  million,  will  be 
told  that  he  can  expect  no  more 
than  £1  million. 

“We  hope  to  close  the  deal.” 
Cayton  said.  “We  are  good 
friends  3nd  I am  sure  there  will  : 
be  a meeting  of  minds.  But  if  i 
Bruno  insists  on  more  than  £1  j 
million  Tyson  will  want  more  i 
and  there  may  not  be  enough 
money." 

If  the  deal  fell  through. 
Cayton  says  that  Tyson  would 
meet  Francesco  Damiani.  of! 
Italy,  in  San  Siro  Stadium, 
Milan  on  September  3. 

While  not  making  it  a con- 
dition, Cayton  said  it  would  be 
as  well  for'Bruno  to  have  a bout 
with  someone  in  the  top  10 
before  challenging  Tyson.  ! 
“Television  will  want  a fight 
that  will  go  more  than  seven 
rounds  against  Tyson.  1 think 
they  would  want  Bruno  to  have 
a fight  first  so  as  to  guarantee  big 
value.  I would  waat  it  to  be  a 
good  warm-up  fight 

Tyson  is  to  see  the  Inter- 
national Boxing  Federation  next 
month  to  explain  why  his  comer 
carried  only  the  World  Boxing 
Council  and  World  Boxing 
Association  bells  to  the  ring 
when  he  defended  against  Tony 
Tubbs.  The  president  of  IBF, 
Robert  Lee,  said:  “It  is  our  turn 
to  be  in  charge  of  the  Tyson- 
Spinks  fight  and  all  we  want  is 
an  assurance  from  Tyson  that  he 
still  regards  himself  as  IBF 
champion.” 


Sheikh  Bin  Rashid  A1  Maktoum 
is  the  third  son  of  the  ruler  of 
Dnbai,  one  of  the  five  Arab 
Emirates.  A medium-sized  athlete 
of  about  38,  the  Sheikh's  direct 
watched  my  approach  at  the 
camel  racing  trade,  a few  miles 
from  the  dty.  Wearing  a brown 
dish  dash  and  a white  headdress, 
he  was  seated  in  die  pagoda-like 
stand.  Everyone  rose  when  he  did 
and  said:  “Hello  stranger." 

The  day  starts  early  In  the  80f“ 
heat  and  the  first  race  was  at 
7.15  a.  m.  A strong  wind  blew 
across  the  desert  ami  the  camels 
were  silhouetted  against  the  rising 
son.  Behind  the  stands,  scores  of 
camels  squatted  patiently  waiting 
their  torn  to  race.  Lean  and  sinewy 
Bedouins  harried  about  their  busi- 
ness, looking  as  preoccupied  and 
purposeful  as  trainers  the  world 
over.  The  jockeys  are  10-year-olds, 
some  wearing  the  colours  familiar 
to  British  race-goers  of  Sheikh 
Mohammed  and  his  brothers, 
Maktoum  Al  Maktoum,  the  Crown 
Prince,  and  Sheikh  Ham  dan. 

Sheikh  Mohammed  is  known  as 
the  action  man  in  the  sibling 
rivalry.  That  evening,  he  took  his 


European  trainers  to  inspect  the 
racing  camels  before  a ride  into  the 
desert  and  a barbecue  that  finished 
at  3 JO  a.  m.  It  seemed  a normal 
routine  as  John  Leaf,  the  Sheikh's 
personal  assistant  for  17  years  and 
Anthony  Stroud,  the  raring  man- 
ager, and  I were  summoned  to 
Sheikh  Mohammed's  guarded 
sports  dnb  at  7 AS. 


The  entrance  hail  was 
decorated  in  midnight 
bine  and  gold,  with  a 
picture  of  Sheikh  Rashid 
Bin  Saeed  Al  Maktoum, 
the  ruler  of  Dnbai,  the  brothers' 
father  and  the  driving  force  behind 
the  modernization  of  the  ofl  rich 
Emirates,  taking  pride  of  place. 
The  Sheikh's  lunchtime  and  eve- 
ning Mttfilis,  where  he  is  available 
to  anyone  who  wants  to  see  him, 
takes  place  at  his  lather's  Zaabil 
Palace.  Now  we  waited  in  the 
leisure  room  of  the  sports  dnb, 
equipped  with  a bar.  Through  an 
open  door  was  a gym,  with  a ping- 
pong  table  and  a badminton  net; 
through  another  a martial  arts 
room.  “It's  enormous,”  Leaf  said. 
“There  are  also  shooting  ranges  for 
rifles  and  revolvers,  a fall-sized 
gymnasium,  a cinema  and  floodlit 
teams  courts."  Sheikh  Mohammed 
is  a tennis  fanatic  and  the  availabil- 


ity of  a court  is  one  of  the  criteria  by 
which  he  judges  a hotel. 

The  previous  evening  the  Sheikh 
had  pointed  out  the  ideal  conforma- 
tion for  a racing  camel  to  horse  men 
of  the  calibre  of  Henry  Cecil, 
Michael  Stout  e,  Luca  Cumani, 
Andre  Fahre  and  David  O'Brien. 
“My  friends  know  very'  little  about 
camels,"  he  said,  “so  I was  trying  to 
point  out,  just  like  with  the  horse, 
what  they  need.  Look  at  a camel  or 
a horse  or  a saluki  or  a falcon  or 
even  a flamingo.  Look  for  what's 
inside  the  body:  look  if  he's  athletic 
and  if  he  uses  himself." 

The  Sheikh  has  always  dearly 
enjoyed  the  cut  and  thrust  of  the 
international  sales.  “I’m  trying 
very  hard  to  learn,  but  it's  not  easy. 
Yon  can't  do  it  all  on  a 1-10  points 
system.  If  yon  could,  we'd  all  be 
trying  to  buy  the  same  horse.” 
What  sometimes  seems  an  over- 
lavish spending  of  tens  of  millions 
of  pounds  at  the  yearling  auctions 
always  excited  public  comment,  yet 
the  Sheikh  makes  no  apologies. 

“We  wanted  to  establish  our- 
selves and  compete,”  he  said.  “I 
enjoy  it  and  it  gives  me  pleasure. 
We  are  new  people  coming  into  this 
industry  and  unless  you  pay  higher 
than  the  normal  market  you  don’t 
succeed." 


The  logic  is  inescapable.  The 
Aga  Khan.  Europe's  most  powerful 
owner-breeder,  is  the  third  genera- 
tion of  his  iamQy  to  be  involved  in 
the  sport.  And  he  has  the  back-up 
of  the  Banssac  and  Dupre  empires 
to  complement  his  own  bloodline. 


To  breed  high  dass  race- 
horses in  a short  space  of 
time  is  no  easy  task.  And 
despite  his  growing  band 
of  quality  brood  mares 
and  the  availability  of  top  stallions, 
all  the  owner's  stars  of  1987  were 
purchased  at  public  auction.  Those 
foctors  made  Oh  So  Sharp's  cap- 
ture of  the  Fillies  Triple  Crown  his 
proudest  moment  “It  is  a very 
special  feeling  to  have  bred  some- 
thing yonrself.  And  it  was  also  very- 
special  watching  Ajdal  do  himself 
justice  as  a sprinter  when  everyone 
thought  he  was  a failure.” 

Of  Sheikh  Mohammed's  two- 
year-olds  last  season.  Reprimand 
and  Dimoendo  are  his  principal 
hopes  in  the  2,000  and  1,000 
Guineas.  Reprimand,  an  impressive 
winner  of  the  Gimcrack  Stakes,  is 
reported  to  have  wintered  well. 
Cecil's  colt  is  expected  to  pose  a 
live  threat  to  Warning  in  the 
Classic.  Dimoendo.  an  unbeaten 
winner  of  her  four  races,  in  eluding 
the  Hoover  Fillies'  Mile  at  Ascot,  is 


also  sure  to  test  the  merit  of 
Ravinella.  the  French  champion  in 
the  1.000.  while  Indian  Skimmer 
provided  one  of  the  supreme  mo- 
ments of  the  European  season  by 
beating  Miesque  in  the  Prix  de 
Diane  (the  French  Open).  Unfortu- 
nately she  developed  muscular 
problems  in  her  back  after  June. 
Cecil,  one  of  Sheikh  Mohammed's 
14  European  trainers,  reports  the 
filly  to  be  looking  burly  and  bard. 

“Henry  is  going  to  keep  her  to  10 
furlongs  at  the  start  of  the  season,” 
Michael  Heaton-EUis,  the  assis- 


tant racing  manager,  said,  “bnt  now 
that  she's  a year  older,  he  hopes 
she’s  going  to  stay  a mile-and-a- 
haif.  which  would  be  very  exciting." 
At  Chantilly.  Soviet  Star  is  one  of 
over  50  horses  that  Andre  Fabre 
trains  for  the  Sheikh.  Last  season 
Soviet  Star  won  the  French  2.000

Botham  must 
face  further 


charges  after 
court  fine 


Perth,  Australia,  (AFP)  — Ian 
Botham,  the  former  England 
captain,  was  fined  AusSSOO 
(about  £323)  here  yesterday 
after  pleading  guilty  to  a 
charge  of  assault  and  one  of 
offensive  behaviour. 

Officials  said  that  he  and 
Dennis  Lillee,  the  former 
Australian  Test  bowler,  are  to 
appear  before  Cricket  Council 
committees  to  answer  disci- 
plinary charges  relating  to 
damage  caused  to  a dressing- 
room  in  Tasmania. 

Botham's  court  case  related 
to  an  incident  last  week  on  a 
flight  carrying  the  Queensland 
team  from  Brisbane  to  Perth 
for  the  Sheffield  Shield  final. 
Jeff  Scbolz,  the  federal  pros- 
ecutor. told  Penh  Magistrates 
Court  that  Botham  used  offen- 
sive language  throughout  the 
flight  and  it  became  worse 
during  an  argument  with  Al- 
lan Border,  the  Queensland 
and  Australian  Test  captain. 

Botham  had  faced  two 
chai]ges  of  assault  and  another 
of  disorderly  conduct  when  he 
appeared  in  the  dock;  but  one 
of  the  assault  charges,  involv- 
ing a Penh  businessman,  Mat- 
thew Saunders,  was  with- 
drawn because  of  lack  of 
evidence;  and  the  disorderly 
conduct  charge  was  amended 
to  one  of  offensive  behaviour. 

Mr  Scholz  said  that  when  a 
passenger  sitting  in  front  of 
Botham  asked  him  to  keep 
down  the  noise,  Botham  told 
him  to  mind  his  own  business 
and  grabbed  his  head  and 
shook  iL  John  Staude.  counsel 
for  Botham,  said  Botham  just 
turned  the  man's  head  to  race 
the  front. 


The  court  was  told  that 
Botham  verbally  abused  sev- 
eral other  passengers.  Mr 
Staude  said  Botham  apolo- 
gized to  the  passengers  after 
the  flight  and  felt  remorse  and 
regret  about  the  incident. 

In  the  same  court  Greg 
Ritchie,  Queensland’s  former 
Australian  Test  batsman, 
pleaded  not  guilty  to  a charge 
of  offensive  behaviour.  His 
case  was  adjourned  until 
October.

Just  over  four  years  ago,  I wrote 
an  article  on  the  identical  Tooby 
twins,  whose  initial  attraction 
was  as  much  their  physical 
similarity  and  Doppelganger 
philosophy  as  their  running 
talent.  But,  in  saying  that  An- 
gela could  wia  the  English  cross- 
country championship  the 
following  weekend,  I inadvert- 
antly increased  the  pressure  of 
expectation  on  her.  She  was  so 
unprepared  for  it  that  she 
dropped  out  of  the  race  after  250 
metres,  simulating  a tamed 
ankle. 

“Susan  and  I have  big  argu- 
ments about  that  race.  She 
reckoned  f thought  about  drop- 
ping out  before  2 even  started.  I 
was  under  pressure.  I was 
bystericaL  But  111  never  drop 
out  again,  unless  I'm  figured." 
Angela  redeemed  herself  by 
finishing  equal  first  with  Sesan 
in  the  Welsh  championship  the 
following  week,  thus  qualifying 
for  the  1984  world  cross-coanby 
championship  in  New  York,  her 
first  big  international  race.  Bat. 
even  finishing  eighth,  she  was 
still  lacking  the  temperament. 

“I  was  jast  hi  awe  of  everybody,  I 
didn't  know  who  the  big  names 
were.  I thought  it  was  good  jnst 
to  have  made  it  to  the  world 
championship.  New  I'm  a lot 
more  mature  as  rmuter,  1 want  to 
win  it." 

The  fact  that  Tooby  stands  a 
very  good  rhance  of  doing  so, 
here  on  the  EUerslie  Racecourse 
on  Saturday  afternoon  has  so  far 


been  obscured  by  the  continuing 
farrago  over  Zola  Bndd.  But 
Tooby  has  beaten  Bndd,  the 
2985  and  1986  champion,  con- 
vincingly on  two  occasions  this 
year,  and  goes  into  the  champ- 
ionship unbeaten  and  with  six 
wins  by  30  seconds  or  more. 
“But  every  time  I've  beaten 
Zola,  it's  been  out  of  the  public 
eye.  I wanted  to  thrash  her  again 
In  a race  like  this,  so  everybody 
will  know  I can.  She  knows  it." 
That  was  not  said  as  venomously 
as  it  reads.  Tooby  is  not  like 
that,  far  from  it.  In  fact,  Tooby 
regrets  Badd's  absence.  “I’m 
sorry  for  her,  and  for  the  team, 
because  it  means  we  won’t  win  " 
Tooby  is  right  about  Bndd,  who 
admitted  last  week,  “I  think 
Angela  has  as  good  a chance  to 
win  as  anybody.  She's  so  strong 
this  year".  Realistically,  there 
are  only  two  women  here  enr- 
rently  capable  of  beating  Tooby;

They  were  third  and  fourth  last 
year,  while  Liz  McCoJgan.  who 
as  Miss  Lynch  was  second  last 
year,  is  not  nosing,  and  Tooby 
disconts  the  somewhat  appris- 
ing 1987  winner,  Annette 
Sergest,  of  France. 

“Serpent  isn't  on  good  form  this 
year.  And  she's  smiling  and 
saying  hallo.  She  wouldn't  do 
that  if  she  thought  she  could 
win.  I've  written  her  off. 

“I  think  Ingrid's  beatable,  the 
road  is  different  to  cross-country 
. But  I hear  Jennings  is  going 
around  telling  people  that  she’s 
really  ready  to  demolish  the 
field.  That's  the  sort  of  thing  I 
should  be  saying,  isn't  ft?" 
Despite  a dark  gjimmer  of  the 
oU  doubt  creeping  in  disconcert- 
ingly, Tooby  will  never  be  better 
prepared,  a combination  of  11 
months  of  injmry-free  training 
and  the  legacy  of  two-aad-a-half 
years  coaching  by  Harry  Wil- 
son. who  still  cannot  tell  the 
difference  between  the 
twins.“He  says  he  can,  bat  1 
doubt  it  sometimes."

Warning  against  too  little 
depth  to  sport  in  schools 


Dominant  Ampleforth 


Elizabeth  Murdoch,  who  last 
year  wrote  the  desk  study  for  the 
government  on  school  sport, 
yesterday  warned  of  the  dangers 
of  superficiality  in  the  physical 
education  programme. 

Murdoch,  who  is  one  of  Brit- 
ain’s most  distinguished  phys- 
ical educationalists,  said  that  the 
curriculum  in  many  schools 
now  offered  a wide  range  of 
activities.  “There  is  a danger  in 
this,  since  it  can  very  easily  lead 
to  a superficiality  of  treatment 
that  results  in  there  being  no 
consolidated  learning  and  there- 
fore no  carry-forward  of 
competence. 

“Some  activities  take  longer 
than  others  to  be  fully  absorbed 
and  for  the  participant  to  master 
the  essential  skills,”  she  said.

Standards  to  be  set  for  slides 


The  British  Standards  Institute 
has  set  upa  technical  committee- 
10  establish  uniform  criteria  for 
waterebutes  and  slides  (John 
Goodbody  writes).

And  on,  helter-skelter, 
through  the  trainers,  striving 
to  balance  objectivity  with  that 
burning  desire  to  identify  the 
right  one  to  greet  ia  the  small, 
circular  winner’s  enclosure  on 
Jane  1. 

But  amid  the  anbridled 
enthusiasm  it  was  left  to  the 
supreme  pragmatist,  Michael 
Stirate,  successful  at  Epsom 
with  Sbergar  and  Shah* 
rastani,  to  redress  the  balance.
